Mr. NIHARBNDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: There is the same convention 
everywhere. It is only here that by a peculiar set of circumstances, we do 
not know why, it is not remediable. I hope, Sir, you will be in a position 
to give some information as k» what you have in mind on this point. 

Mr. iPEAKBRi So far as I am concerned I hold the view that the office 
of the Legislative Assernhlv Depiirtment is under the control of the Legis- 
lative Assembly and its chief executive is the S|)eaker. As regards the 
reporters, those who report in English have been placed at the disposal of 
the l.»egislative Assembly Department under the control of the Speaker, but 
so far as the Bengali reporters are (x)ncerned, they come to report, but they 
are still under the (X)ntrol of (hivernment, their services have not yet been 
placed under the Speaker or the l^egislative Assembly Department, 
^rrespondence is going on and we hope tliat we shall come to a satisfactory 
daoiiion very soon. 


Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I suggest that if need he this - 
.House might initiate a Bill to reme<ly this state of affairs and to give the 
Speaker and this House a deffnite status in respect ot the affairs of this 
Aaaambly. 

Sir, there is unotlier rxiint on which J w’ant to make a sulunission. It is 
the first time, 1 think^ that this House has been constrained on a Friday to 
ait at a very inconvenient hour in the morning although sometimes we have 

been used to meet on Saturdays in the morning. 1 understand that it is the 

oksh of urrangements between the Upiier House and this House tliat is 
responsible for our having to sit at this time. My submission is this that in 

■ liCgislative A.Hseinbl\ lias this privilege and this privilege ought 
<ed in chuosiim the time actxmling to its own convenience for its 
that w'e should not l»e swept from this convention by any con- 

hat soever. This is a matter of privilege. I think the oon- 

venience <1.11 25(1 members of this House as well as the wishes of the Hon'ble 
Spanker of this House ought to prevail in this matter. Even on other 
grounds ^^.onsidering the question of convenience or inconvenience of 250 
members m against 63 or 65 members, the commonplace principle of the 
^^t«st of the greatest number demands that this House ought to hove 
Uie WAtiiBlnce in the matter of selecting the time for its meeting. I hope 
that you vuill he pleased to take such steps that this House in future may 
never l>e imxmveuienceil in respect of fixing the hour of its sitting. 

We musiT^in any case, os a matter of our privilege, have precedence in 
leap^t of Jlxing the time, and may we hope. Sir, that you will be in a position 
lo Ipye :»^e assurance to the honourable members of this House in respect 
ol this ‘lo'M t regarding the time of meeting.

GENERAL DISCTTSRION OF THE BUDGET. 
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NON^FFICIAL BILL.

General ^Disoiiseion of the Budget. 

Mr. RAJENDRA NATH 8ARKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in veaiuriug to 
speak a few words criticising the budget as presented to us I do not propt)se 
to go into details of the figures of J^enue and expenditure during the pro* 
reform days, when in the words dTlhe Hon’ble the Finanpe Minister the 
total expenditure of running the administration of the province was more or 
less 12 crores only. But to-day the yield from the normal sources of revenue 
has gone up to d2 irores and the total estimate on the expenditure side stands 
at 53 crores. This is disappointing and should not he encouraged. 

Neither do 1 propose to recoil the days when the administration was run 
with far less crores of revenue more ably, more etticieutly, without famine, 
without any disaster. But the year of a much higher revenue of 32 crores 
cannot save us from a deficit of 10 cjores besides the Indio (ihivernment grant 
of an equally large amount. And yet millions of people of Bengal are half- 
fed, under-fed and even without foo^, without clothing and without shelter. 
This is the re^d picture of Bengal. 

The provision of Its, 25 lakhs for 400 jeep cars and a number of speedy 
light planes anil tlie piovision of Bs. 2 lakh.s for air-oonditioning tw 
Secretariat Buildings, which the Hon’ble the Finance Minister characterises 
Qs minor items, remiud.s one of the oft-quoted proverb — "When liome was 
burning, Nero was fiddling”. This sort of provisions (an never be called 
wise nor sane. 

A.S to the notorious programme of boat construction wliich originated in 
the midst of quarrel and controversy in 1944 hut was approved by the 
Government of India it did rightly end with a loss of Its. IJ crores. But 
what were the substantially paid supervising officers doing amf how the hills 
could he iwissed y Is it not simply favouritism, nepotism, jobbery and 
corruption which are the main causes for the failure of the hmit construction 
programme and the loss of Us. 2 crores <in the wile of subsidised food to the 
public? Sir, the public has a right to demand an explanation from the 
Government in all these cases. Suspension or abolition of the department 
is not sufficient punishment. But they must be treated as criminals. Under 
the head "Agriculture”, out of Us. 129 lakhs Us. 89 lakhs goes under Civil 
Works — Us. 41 lakh.N for the establishment of 28 seed multiplication farms 
and I jute seed multiplication farm. The money provide<l fiereunder wull be 
a total loss to the country. 

Again, Sir, there is the breeding plan for which Us. 3 lakhs Ims l>ee» 
provided for goats and Us. f» lakhs for other livesloi'ks. Will the lloirhle 
Finance Minister kindly refn»«h his memory and remember the Uinlilhgow 
breeding scheme and its net result? Whjit prevents the Government to take 
a lesson from their piist experience I do not know. 

Sir, the oomlition of peasants of Bengal is hopelessly misemble. The 
Gp^ernment agricultural loan that is being distributee! does not excreocl Us. 5 
p^r head. 

X If the kmount set apart for breeding purposes and multiplication farms is 
given as loan to agriculturists without interest they can themselves improve 
agriculture in a manner which this Government cannot contemplate. 

Sir, I propose to mention a few of the nat ion-build itig departmental 
Medical, Education, Industries and Am*5ulture — ^whose total provision for 
civil works amount to Rs. 389 lakbi. lam of the opinio^ that at the pmeiti 
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igiOliitnt the ciTil works under different departments may be kept in abeyance 

the amount thus saved may be advanced as loan to agriculturists to 
protect t^mseives from the ravages of Nature and War.

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: On u point of order. Sir. That 
is actually not a di.seussion of the budget. He is raising a point of order 
which he should have done before the CKuninenceiuenl of the dewite. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not think Dr. Malik is discussing the budget. I 
hope he will ooi^ne his speech to the budget. 

Dr. A. M. MALIK: Sir, 1 want to fuiy that the Hon’ble Minister in his 
£r8t paragraph lias tried to mislead us by saying that the Governor has been 
pleased, after consultation with Hon'ble Speaker, to make an ad hfc rule to 
validate the delayed presentation of the estimates for the current year. But 
this year the Governor has not made any ad hoc rule. The announcement 
in the gasette of the 12th July is not an ad Iwc rule. This is an order or 
directive from the Governor. By this directive the Governor is taking away 
from us our inherent right of getting budget of the preceding year. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If you raise the point of order, there cannot be any 
criticism of the budget. 

Dr. A« M. MALIK: I want to say that the Hon^ble Minister has misled 
ns and he had no business to mislead us ii^ this way. Mr. Speaker, f)€hr

he has given sufficient proof himself of his acquaintance — and a very good 
acquaintance — with the English language, 1 think the matter has become 
very simple in this case.

Mr. HEMAMTA KUMAR BAtUs Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Budget ha» 
been criticised and c5ondemiied not only by the members of the Opposition 
but also by the supporters of Government. Now if the ^vemment 
supporters vote witli the Opposition then the defeat of the budget is assu^ — 
there is im> doubt about it. At least a large number of grants will be 
jojected. 

Sir, the Budget presented to us by the Hon’ble the Finance Minister 
belies the expectations of millions and millions of people. The bulk of the 
people have to pass their days half fed and half clad, and the children have 
to go without milk and the sick without medicines. In the Budget I do not 
find any provision for free and (ompulsory education. Thousands of people 
in this country are dying of malaria and cholera and other epidemics. There 
is no scheme to eradicate mahiriu or (dioLera or other epidemics. Only a sum 
of Rs, 3 lakhs has been set a|)art for the control of malaria. Why try to 
control y Why not eradicate it altogether? You want to control because 
by (outrolling you will lie able to provide some of your supporters. There 
is no scheme to eradicate the evil. Only lls. 2 kkh.s have been set apart for 
maternity and child welfare. Sir, there is u proverb in English that child is 
the father of man, hut in our inxir (Muintry the child dies before the father. 
You want to build the nation; children are the luture mitioii. 1 submit, Sir, 
that Hs. 2 lakhs is quite insufficient to build the future nation. 

Now alxiut f<x>d, Sir. The (fix)w More F<K>d scheme is, I submit, Sir, a 
complete failure. Instead of growing more food vou are growing more 
ooiTuption. The other day a friend on the side of Government was making 
MotioD 93 resimnsihle for the failure of the food policy in Bengal. But he 
was avoiding the name; as the Bengali proverb says the name of the 
hhodra hou is avoided in the case of the elder brother of her husband. The 
Fo<^ Commissioner was pmctimlly resjwnsible for the failure of the food 
policy in Bengal. You luid not the courage to remove him or even to name 
him. Sir, in Calcutta, if you go round the city in the morning you will see 
that hundreds of jieople are standing in queues like beggars near the ration 
shops and waiting for hours and hours at the loss of valuable time. Why 
should you jKitroni.se certain ration shops. Why should you allow your 
patioiiuge to he monojHilised by certain shop.s only ? Why don’t you allow 
every shop to have ralioued articles, so that the people of Calcutta can get 
the rationed articles of their own clioite without any hardship or trouble? 

Then, Sir, alniut hilnnir there is no scheme in the Budget for relief of 
labour. Tlie lulwurers in Bengal work for eight hours and in certain 
laotories they get only Hs. 12 to Us. 14 only. There is a strike in the Lily 
Factory. There the workers are on strike. Some of them — some 20 — have 
been arrested by the milice. They have been Waten; they have Wen injured 
and they have <sime here. As I said before, Sir, there is no scheme for the 
relief of luWur. LaWurers must luive a living wage and compensation for 
their old age uiul for iujurie.s received. But nothing has Wen done and no 
scheme has Wen prepai^d for that. 

Then I come to sales tax. You know. Sir. that there is a countrywide 
^itaiiou aWut sales tax. 1 understand that certain supporterp of the 
Hon’ble Chief Minister have Wen exempteil from payment of sales tax by a 
kkh of rupees.

Mf« DHIRENDRA NATH DATTAs Mr. Speaker, Sir, before I actually 
participate in the discuss lou on the Budget 1 liave got a complaint to make, 
yix., tliat the Budget ought to have been presented in the mouth of April or 
in the beginning ^of May but ought not to nave been presented in July. Sir, 
the system of presenting the Budget in July after a large amount has been 
^ent is oondemiiable. The system has been condemned in the past but the 
Oovernraeni has not rectified the practice. So I cannot but take this 
opportunity of condemning the system of presenting the Budget after a 
large amount has been spent. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, my friend Mr. Miles of the European Group has told 
us the other day that the Budget cannot he called o deficit budget if the 
expenditure on Civil Supplies l)epaiiment ond that on Famine, which 
according to him is due to the exigencies of the War, be taken out. If that 
is 4one, in his opinion, there will not be any actual deficit at all. Sir, may 
I^^int out to him that the revenue receipts that have been shown in the 
Budget Estimates do not indicator the real revenue of the province, for on 
account of the War the revenue under the head ‘^Provincial Excise*' has 
increased enonnously which was never more than Ks. 2 crores in pre-war 
days. In the year 1943-44 the revenue under the head “Provincial fociee*’ 
was Be. 4,11,94,000 and in the year 1945-46 the revenue under thin head !>*• 
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moul^fd to Bs. 8,14,16,000. Sir, 1 sball not put tlio Government to ebame 
by lilwTing to the Islmnic injunction on excise. Sir, it seems the Govern* 
menl is sorry that the revenue under the head * ‘Provincial Excise'' will be 
lowy this year by Be. 2J crores on account of the cessation of the War. 

Hr* Sicker, Sir, my friend the Co^uuist le^er here, Mr, Jyoti Basu, 
bas said in connection with the receipt of public money that semindary 
should be abolished. I completely agree with him. I have got one more 
suggestion to make, that is natioi^isation of the River Steam Navigation 
Company. This River Steam Navigation Company imke a huge pront but 
they do not care for the convenience or the iiuouvenience of passengers and 
so the River Steam Navigation Company ought to be nationalised. I give 
this suggestion. I do not know whether Government will accept the 
suggestion. 

Then, Sir, if you are to really push the abolition of Bemimlary, then there 
must be legislation with regard to consolidation of holdings. The Govern- 
ment should take immediate steps to bring forward a legislation for the 
purpose of the consolidation of holdings. Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 am definitely 
of opinion tliat production will not increase if only semindary is abolished 
but along with semindary private ownership of land should also he done away 
with. Unless private ownership of land is done away with, production of 
land will not increase. Government must take immediate steps to introduce 
this legislation. 

Then, Sir, I shall <ome to the criiiiiiuil waste of public money and the 
failure of Government to economise. On lliat point the first fhiiig that 
occurs to me is that the Commissioners should go. Mr. Speaker, Sir, you are 
aware that there was a Bengal Administration Enquiry (\>mmittee and the 
expenditure on this head is Its. 1,02,(585. That expenditure has been wasted 
because the recommendations of the Bengal Administration Enquiry^ Ckim- 
mittee were that the (.oinmi8Hioner.s should go,|bu1 in reply to a question 
with regard to this (jueslion the llon’lde Minister said tliat Government did 
not see any reason wh\ the Commissioners should go. 

Then, Sir, the Jute Regulation Department should go. I^isl of all 
according to my view the Civil Supplies Deimrt meat should also go. (Hear, 
hear, from the Congress Irenches.; The (-ivil Supplies Department will cost 
U 5 about Ks. t) crores of rupees. My friend Mr. HemanUi Kumar Bose gave 
a vivid description of the intonvenience of the people with regard to the 
purchase of the rationed articles in the city of Calcutta. Do you know what 
amount of money is spent for rationing in the city of Calcutta y One crore 
52 lakhs of rupe^.s is being spent as establishment cost for rationing of the 
city of Calcutta. Nothing can be more criminal waste than this. With 
regard to the Civil Supplies Dejiariment I have got one thing to say. Along 
with the Civil Supplies Department wo liave got the Boat (^instruction 
Programme. The Red Book at page 90 will show that the Boat CimstnictioD 
Programme cost us 2 crores in tKe year 1945-40 and in 1946-47 it will cost 
us 2 crores 02 lakhs 00 thousand. Then, Sir the incidental expenses for 
Boat Construction Programme on account of tne ofhoers and the establish- 
ment will cost publib revenue to the tune^ of Its. 52 lakhs 60 thousand. 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the House must have seen in the paper that the sale- 
proceede of boats are Rs. 52 lakhs 41 thousaul. It has cost us Rs. 2 crores 
62 lakhs, incidental expenses lis. 52 lakhs (K) thousand, and we sltall get as 
sole proceeds Rs. 62 lakhs 41 thousand. Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Hon'ble 
Minister is here. I have a few questions to make and want their answers. 
I want to know, who was responsible for giving contracts : I want to know 
who was responsible for giving completion certihcates : I want to know who 
was responsible for the delivery of the boats C I want to know how many 
boats were constructed, how many have been sold and how many remain to 
be sold. These are the questions which ought to be answered by the JHon'ble 
Minister in charge of Finance. 1 am told, Sir, that a large number of boats 
still rimiain to be sold because they cannot be sold m the xnarket. For that 
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9 om$ iMMitnien aiv requii^ and what expenditure is incuned thereon I 
abo want to know. I want to know whether an enquiry has been set on 
for finding out who is responsible for this loss under the head **Boat 
Oonetruction Programme”. IJo Government consider the desirabiHty^of 
tQfkiag an enouiry into the matter? If they do not contemplate to make an 
enquiry into toe matter^ I shall think that they ore seeking to shield the 
oui^ts. 

Then, Sir, we have got in the Blue Book at page 520 that loss on account 
of the sale of subsidised goods is Rs. 2,28,70,000 in the year 1946-47 and 
Bi. 2, 27, 69, (KM) in the year 1945-46. Thus we find that the loss on account 
ct sale of subsidised goods is Rs. 4 crores 56 lakhs >19 thousand. 

Then, Sir, I want to deal with development progmmme but I am afraid 
I shall no( be able to deal with that for want of time. But, the first thing 
that is necessary is that corruption and bribeiy* should go. Unless corrup- 
tion and bribery go any scheme, any plan that will l)e launched by Govern- 
ment will not he fruitful. With regard to this ciuestion there were certain 
recommendations of the Bengal Administration Encpiiry Committee but those 
recommendations were not given effect to. We demand that the recom- 
mendations with regard to the estahlishnient of a committee for removal of 
bribery and mirimption as hud d<»wii in the Bengal Administration Enquiry 
Committee should he giveji effect to. I do not find anything with regard 
to that in the Budget, /Hie reasoji, 1 think, is a>, expressed by a slang 
Bengali expression in our fwrt ot the country —

Mr.SPIAKER: Mr 1)|1 la, I draw your attention to the red light. 

Mr. OHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Will you give me a few minutes’ 
time? I have a few words to speak with regard to the procurement scheme. 

Mr. SPEAKER: All right. You c^n speak for two minutes more. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: With regard to the procurement 
scheme I Imve been told by my friend Mr. Iswar (’handra Mai, w-ho comes 
from the district of Midnapore, tlmt the producers do not get the actual 
OMitrolled price of ptiddy, viz.^ Rs. (i-9 and Rs. 0-14. They do not get that 
price aud Government stKiiiId look into this matter and should see mat the 
producers actimlly get controlled pric^, viz., Rs. 6-9 and Rs. 6-14. Sir, the 
Madras Government has introduced a scheme by which the producers who 
t ake their produoa to the godown are allowed one rupee more. This system 
ought to be introduced here. It would be an incentive to the producers. 
They will take their produce to the godown and they should be given tbe 
cost of the conveyance and they should be allowed one rupee more. This 
practice has been intrcKluced in Madras with good prpfit and I think the 
wvernment of Bengal should introduce a system like this. 

Then there is another suggestion which I make. In the procurement 
area, specially in the district of Midnapore I am told by my friend that reallv 
what is purchased is in the shape of rice. He suggests if paddy is piixcWsed, 
then the producers should be able to get their paddy busked by a bl|ikbQLg 
instrument like dhfnki and they will get tmh and other ihin^p and tttuaeriU 
be benefited. They will get the benefit of it. Their suggestion is— I do not 
know whether that suggestion wili be accepted — ^that paddy be converted 
into rice* That will encourage cottage industry, and the nee can be pur- 
ohnsei) m the procurement lurea. That is the suggestion of my mend 
ICr, laMrar Ghandra Mai, who is conversant with the situation and the 
^raumelances. I think Qie euggeetion will be accepted by Government. 
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I i»re one moT* augMstion to make. Under the head "AgrienltMe", 
theM ia * head “natioi^ park”. Now what ia meant by “nationid nark", 
and vherei if any, it will be established.

Mr. R. E. PtwATEI: Mr. Speaker, Siiy let me first of all congratulate 
the Hon 'hie the Finance Minister on the very lucid manner in which he 
has presented his budget proposals. To mb, Sir, a newcomer to this 
House, it was indeed a revelation. It is true, Sir, that the Centre, has, 
In fact, done a lot of the Finance Minister’s work — ways and means are 
the Ip^Hmate function of any Finance Minister; the Centre has done most 
^ Ji^ thinking for him in this respect. Possibly, Sir, this is the reason 
why he is able to hold more than one portfolio at the same time. The 
finance Minister in his speech referred to the lil>enilisation of wages for 
the low paid staff. Li^ralisatioii, Sir, suggests liberalism and hmez-faire, 
but In the context it is quite dew that he m^nt tlie opposHe of ^ these. 
He also referred to a comprehensive examination by Oovenucnent of the 
|ia3ra of all classes of Government servants. May T suggest fo him, Sir, 
% 
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UMit ia^ tlie coarie of exaniiiiatioii lie will bear m mind Ote prinoiple 
a jiui liTiag wage is due to eyerv huotau being. A just lamily wage, 
' Sir, does not n^an.tnat people should be loafing about Writers’ Buildings 
#im their families stainng or people walking round the city with their 
families in far awav villages living in starvation. Government may be 
templed to grow callous to the miseries of the low paid staff, but it is essen- 
tial that every human being should have enough to provide shelter, cloth- 
ing and food for himself ana his family. Mr. Frank Anthony some months 
ago raised a stir in the Central Assembly when he suggested a minimum 
sm^y for the lowest paid menial staff of the railways oi its. 50 per month. 
This, Sir, is inevitable. Why not let Bengal give a lead in this respect? 
If you examine his budget, Sir, you will find that for a labourer Rs. 50 is 
the barest minimum on which he can maintain himself and live as an 
ordinary human being. (Br. Suu'esu Chaivdea Banekjee; Even that will 
not be sufficient.) It is the minimum. (Br. Suee&u Chakdea Bakesjeb: 
Bs. 100 should be the minimum.) 

I notice, Sir, that the budget proposals provide a sum of lls. 15 lakhs 
for the rehousing of hu^ti-dwellers on what is referred to as a model scheme 
^awn up by the Calcutta Improvement Trust. This scheme, Sir, is 
impracticibie. It seeks to bring in the type of houses of western countries. 
We should rather take the houses as they are built, w'hich can be done 
more quickly, and build houses on these lines and not try and make them 
live in houses to which they are completely un-accusioined. This has been 
tried in other provinces, e.g., in Bombay and has proved to be a failure. 
Much more can be done and much more quickly with Ra. 15 lakhs if we 
provide houses more or less on the lines of houses which we have already 
with more living room in them. 

Coming to the major budget proposals, I am afraid any discussion on 
them must be sketchy in the limited time allowed. I hope Sir, that you 
will peruiit my colleagues to speak on the ]iarti('ular demands for grants 
as they arise. 

There has, however, been serious criticism in this House on the running 
of the Civil Supplies Bepartment. State trading activities and the boat 
oonstructiou programme. The boat construction programme, we realise, 
is not the responsibility of this Government, but we suggest that a sifting 
enquiry should be made to bring to book those persons who were respons- 
ible for this fiasco, so that they will not have any share in the spending of 
Jthe large sum of money which the budget provides for development. 

Education, Sir, is a crying necessity in a country which is so largely 
illiterate^ But I am disappointed to find that not enough has been provid- 
ed for this. In particular, Sir, the need of the moment is vocational and 
technical training, but 1 have seen no speciho reference to this in the budget 
proposals. If India is to be industrialised, if post-war reconstruction is 
to proceed apace, there should have been more State aid to vocational and 
teonnical training. The need for trained personnel is very great and you 
are doing nothing to secure them. 

1 believe. Sir, that 1 shall be going out of iny department if I attempt 
to deal with the different schemes proposed for agricultural development. 
But manv honourable members of thi.s House who are more able than I am 
have made serious criticisms, and it is our feeling that the budget goes £ar 
hut it does not go far enough. 

We realise, Sir, that this Ministry is new and that they have had ^ 
accept praoGcally in toto the budget as drawn up hy the Section 93 admiiiiB- 
tration. Sir, we are prepared To wait and see. We are prepared to give 
them a chance. There wtU be Wge sums of money spent and the llinurtzx 
should have control over them. We have seen proffieering, blaokmarkei- 
ing, corruption, hriheiU^ and all the rest of them during tim war. With 
mioh large amns of money available for development there is need, Sir, Imr 
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oontr«^%<TO the lastly. Sir, my informatiou is that weekly retanw are 
guppUli by the Civil Supplies Department as required by the Hon’ble 
MinisW in charge of the department as to the aumW of vacancies in that 
departittint and the number of Muslims who have been appointed. I 
would Hlce him to deny this, but this is what we have heard. Certainly it 
is not ike function of a Minister to do this. There have been serious com- 
plamta— it is, in fact, common knowledge — that there is widespread 
corruption, bribery and inefficiency in the Civil Supplies Department. It 
is, I think, the duty of the Ministry to stop all these rather than to see 
alwut the percentage of Muslims in the matter of appointments to menial 
and clerical posts. 

Subject to these considerations, Sir, we offer to the Ministry our co» 
operation and we are prepared, as I said before, to give them a chance to 
prove their worth. As Shakespeare has said in one of his plays we shall 
‘‘praise in departing'* ; we shall judge by results. 

Mr. BA8ANTALAL MURARKA; (The member spoke in Hindi.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I would draw the attention of the honourable member 
that there is no arrangement for recording siJeeches in Hindi. If the 
honourable member wants his speech to be incorporated in the prugeedings 
he will please supply a copy of his speech in English. 

Mr. BA8ANTALAL MURARKA: (The member spoke in Hindi.) 

Mr. A. M. ABDUL HAMID: On a point of order. Sir. We are to 
speak in this House either in English or in the vernacular of the province. 
Is he allowed to speak in a language which is not intcalligible to us at all. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: No, no; it is not unintelligible. 

Mr. BA8ANTALAL MURARKA: (The member spoke in Hindi.) The 
following is the English translation of the Hindi speech: — 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 have tlib honour to speak first in the House in our 
National Language— Uinduslhani. This is of great signiticama-, no doubt, 
in the histoiy ol (he Houhc. I hope you will have no objection to my 
speaking in our National Language. The Hoii’ble Chief Miniftler has 
placed before the H<»use a lengthy and high soumliag Iluilget at a time 
when we have barely any tbod to keep <»ur lb‘sh and blood together and 
cloth to cover up our ladies. Kids are suffering from the dearth of 
nourishing food and peoi)le in many cases are dying for want of proper 
medicine. These horrible conditions now prevalent in the province remind 
u.s of the King Nero who tools to dancing when the great city of Home was 
burning. Thi.s is the suitable analogy applicable to the Hengal Ministry 
who are complacently passing their (Jays in their cushioned chuirs in th« 
Secretariat and arc drawing fat salaries out of the re-venue of this starved 
Province. People say corruption is rampant in all departmouts. Nothing 
is being done to root it out. No constructive scheme has been included in 
the budget. The Government that does not endeavour increase the 
productive power of the country, or to develop the country by constructive 
programme, is sure to collapse in the near future. How the jute-growers 
of Ben^l are being impoverished by the foreign merchants is well known 
to the Ministers. Due to control, jute and hessian are bought at a very 
low rate from the cowers and exported to America. The responsibility of 
fixing the prices of jute and hessian lies with the Central Government but 
neveraeless'the Bengal Government can take steps to ameliorate the 
miferable condition of the growers. The fate of the ]^ngal Ministry 
depends on •the mercy of the foreigners. To keep them In good humour 
no effort has been made to remove control of jute and hessian. This policy 
will kill Bmigal economically. If I get another opportunity (p speak I 
diaU expose secrets behind this conspiracy. Therefore I req^^t 
w Speaker and the House as well to reject the Budget in Uf$ 0 . 
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MTAii LAt BRAffifllit (The member spoke in Hindi.) 

f lift Hi QLAOOINCs Mr. Stoker, Sir, Mr. Miles has already oon- 
^tulated the Hon'ble Finance Minister on the very clear and able way in 
wmh he expotmded the budget in this House, and may I congratulate 
him also, if this is allowed, on the excellence of his briefer statement in the 
Upper House, a copy of which has fallen into my hands. 

The things proposed to be financed by this budget fall into two com- 
pliments: first, current administration, or the “basic'* budget as the 
Finance Minister has called it, and secondly, the new development pro- 
gramme or the “development" budget as the Finance Minister has called 
^t. I should like to say a few words about each of these. 

- In the first compartment, meaning the “basic" budget, expenditure is 
going to exceed revenue by 10 crores. This excess is more than accounted 
lor by the expeinliture under Extraordinary Charges and Famine Belief, 
which amounts to 13 crores. But for these two heads we should have a 
surplus on the working of the current year instead of a deficit of 10 crores. 
For reasons which are familiar to the House, we have a claim on th^ 
Government of India for relief in this respect. The Government of India 
have b^u good enough to make up our deficits, to the tune of 18 crores, since 
the war begun, and it will be their duty, provided they are satisfied that 
we have done our best, to come to our assistance once again this year. The 
task of justifying the 10 crores that are being spent in the Civil Supplies 
Department will not he a light one. Mr. Miles the other afternoon made 
it clear that the European Party is far from sure that a satisfactory accx»unt 
can be rendered. We suspect extravagance and waste. Could the Finance 
Minister let us know how our Civil Supplies budget compares with the 
Civil Supplies budget of other Provinces, Bombay, for instance, and 
whether he can justify the differenced We also want in common with 
the rest of the House, a fuller explanation of what I will call the fiasco of 
the boats. 

The Centre has also to be satisfied that Bengal has properly exploited 
her own sources of taxation. Here the Ministry should encounter no 
difficulty. The l)ehaviour of the Province since the war began has been 
exemplary to the point of saturation. The Ministry’s proposal to carry 
the process further by raising our petrol tax, already higher than in any 
other Province, to four times the amount in any other Province is, for the 
reasons given by Mr. Miles, not to our liking. It goes, in our opinion, 
much too fur, and we hope that Government will see thfeir way to abate 
their proposals when the Bill comes before the House. Mr. Miles has 
mentioned eertain alternative means of raising more revenue, of which the 
most fruitful would probably he a grading of the Sales Tax subjecting 
luxury articles to special rates. The Sales Tax is, in fact, the only tax in 
the present l*rovincial List that seems to me to offer prospects of mucb 
greater future revenues. Thanks to the numerous exemptions attached tc 
it, it is not at present a burden on the poor ; nor need it ever be, if wiselj 
integrated. Tlie recent agitation against it deserves no success and should 
be strongly resisted. The suggestion, however, put by Mr. Miles, that thi 
tax might he collectwl at source with a view to checking evasion and tc 
relieving retailers of much inconvenience, will, we hope, receive Govern- 
ment’s consideration. 

The other compartment, namely, the “development" budget, opens ni 
the most wonderful prospects. Never in the history of the rrovince hai 
there been anything like it. Jn common with others who have ^ken, w< 
should like the thing to be put more into plan form, with targete fixed, i 
only as a spur to the admimiltwition and as a mcms to 'he « 

measuring achievement against promises. BengaPs record hitherto m tm 
mait^ both of drawing np schemes and of carrying them ont has been om 
of ih§ worst, if not flie worst, in India, Government shonld try to pt 
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this organisational proposals of the Bowlands Coninultae vara 

direem to this end among others. They should be followed up and oarriad 
out. 


A word of warning about this * ‘development’ ' budget seems necemry, 
Hie Piiiance Minister seemed to say — ^I may have misunderstood him— 
that we need have no financial worries about this part of the budget 
because the money was coming from the Centre. That, it seems to mSi 
is not the case at all. A great part of these schemes involves recurring 
expenditure, whereas the Government of India s plan of subventions is 
limited to five years only; the closing sentence, moreover, of the letter 
reproduced at the end of the Bed Book noticeably says that the five yei^ 
plan itself is to be financed from “the joint resources of the Provinces and 
the Centre”. We must, therefore, watch the recurring oommitinenis in- 
volved, and plan at the same time to have revenues available to sunpoH 
them when Central support expires. Our present revenues are inflated 
and will collapse considerably. I fear they will collapse so much that ^ven 
the closing down of the Civil Supplies Department, when it happens, will 
not put us on an even keel, 1 notice from the figures given in Appendix 
II of the Budget spech that, out of the total of 12 crores to be spent on tn# 
development programme this year, no less than *7*.'*^^ classified as 
non-productive and only li crores as productive. This 10 J crores mus 
conUin a very great deal that involve.s recurring comimtments and liUie 
that promises connected increase of revenue. It seems to me that not Uio 
wise a beginning has been made. Would the hinance Minister please ©a 
with this aspect of the case when ha replies? 

Very important tooy would h© please tell us on what principle the 
Centre fixed Bengal’s allocation for the 5 years’ programme at 69 crores? 
Was account taken (»f our empty exchequer contrasted wdth the big 
reserves built up by other Provinces ? If not— or if sufficient account was 
not taken — does he propose to press for a reallocation? The Centre hae 
sent a man to Australia to study the system of allocation' according to 
needs that obtains in that country. This gives Bengal a chance in terms 
of these Central subventions, I trust that it is not going to be missed. 

The Finance Minister in the concluding portions of his speech referred 
to the tremendous task that lies ahead of the Ministry. It is indeed 
tremendous. They have our sympathy and null have our support in the 
proper discharge of it. Here are some of the things to which we attach 
special importance. 


On the food front, there is failure to control prices as they should be 
controlled, and failure to keep procurement up to safety level. These 
defects must be corrected immediately, Tlie members of the Opposition 
have declared their willingness to co-operate, but there seems to he failure 
eo far to put this willingness into gear. The tw’o parties^ should get to- 

S ither more effectively, starting with the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy and 
r. Kiran Sankar Bov, who in their heart of hearts are not strangers, but 
friends. A great deal depends upon this. 

On the labour front, there is growing chaos. Labour is being keenly, 
but not too wisely, led; and the risks that this country may be going to 
fritter away its industrial opportunities, both internally and vis-avis <^lher 
countries, are considerable. As others have said, Government should 
declare its labour policy. What is most wante<l is macbmery for the 
speedy settlement of labour disputes, and propaganda to bring home to 
labour tbat.tbe improvement of their conditions of service, and the rawing 
of their standard of living, is the aim of evm'bqjv but must, if »t w to be 
lastingly achieved, be approached gradually mi not in 
Their l^ders should be asked to co-operate, and eso^ially to renoun^ t^ 
► weapon of aiegal strikes without due notice. Things can be adjusten 
pea^ully without all this insane resort to bittemeitf and lawle»sn#ss. 
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if

ittliation it of terious consequence. 

In the field of law and order, the signs are ominous, especially in this 
«i^ which has more than once recently been handed over to virtual mob 
role. Government has very rightly taken the precautionary measure of 
increasing the police forces, and we hope there will be no division of the 
House when it comes to voting the supplies. We should all support 
Govrnment in this, its most delicate and fundamental function. A fuller 
matter in this connection which calls, we think, for Government’s serious 
ihought, if the advisability of legislating, as Bombay has done, for the 
giving of compensation to individuals who suffer damage of person or 

P roperty in disturbances, paid out of a levy on the inhabitants in the 
isturbed area. This might act as a deti^rrent in addition to alleviating 
suffering. 

The suffering in the Chittagong district has already evoked special 
measures. We were greatly impressed by the clear and factual speech 
given by Mrs. Sen Gupta who has tlone such excellent work there. We 
ask Government to do everything in their power, and will support demands 
for any extra money that may be necessary. 

Sir, this is all I have time to say today. The times are out of joint, 
and the responsibility of all of us is great. We should be better armed to 
deal with them if we bad the Coalition Government to which tliis Party 
](>oked forward. May the spirit of compromise and mutual accommoda- 
tion, which was recently so near the surface, emerge with strength enough 
to see us through. 

Mfi ft 0i CUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, permit me to congratulate most 
of the members from the Government benches, who have instead of joining 
the chorus of congratulations to the Finance Minister, have indulged in 
profitable and instructive discussions. That sensible departure no doubt 
IS due to the fact that as an organised Party they fought an election and 
came face t6 face with the realities of the situation; they came to know 
the sufferings and needs of the people. While congratulating them, may 
I hope and trust that in their anxiety to support the Ministry, complacency 
would not overtake them, and they will always keep a, vigilant watek 
against the Ministry pampering vested interest, encouraging the anti- 
social activities, and also wasting money on bricks and mortar, and un- 
wanted procuring agents, ns also in unnecessary establishments, instead 
of depending upon people’s efforts and co-oi>erauon. They will also 
have to keep a vigilant watch against tinkering with schemes, miscalled 
development programmes, which are bereft of any co-ordinated or rational 
plan, or a bold policy to back up. Sir, the Opposition criticism h^ 
exceed that this is a wasteful budget without plan and policy. The 
budget provides for an increase of expenditure for policing the country, 
as the initiator of the budget debate Si. Haripada Chatterjee pointed out 
in detail. The budget provides for burdening the already top heai^ 
administration. As many speakers in the House have pointed out, tna 
budget provides foir heav\' expenses on buildings. As a matter of f^t, the 
budget provides a veritable paradise for contractor angels, black-marketeerj 
and for job hunters, ft ignores altogether the needs and reqmremrots m 
the suffering masses of Bengali Here, may I pause and may 1 be pardon^ 
for a warning that I may have to give to the supports of ^^rnment r 
They must see that tbejs do not interest themselves in job hunting ana 
oontroote. We know very well that some of tboee whose *®nt8 they oo<ypy 
were badly involved in it, as a result of which this wasteful 

not be stopped, bribery^ and corrupBon oonld not be jpr eyn ^. It 
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of ill people, it IS aeoeseary for tfcem, as well as for everybody in this 
Hotss, to keep away from these contracts and appointments/^d o^er 
thiiiffi, because once they are involved in it, they will not be able to stop 
omtuntion. The scandal — ‘‘boat contj:uction fiasco’ '----oannot possibly be 
loom into, because people in high office were involved in it. The member 
repire|enting the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Bimal Comar 
Gmn, a promising young member of this Hous^ has pointed out that the 
present budget is only a rubber-stamp February Budget of the bureaucratio 
people without even alteration of the provision for air-conditions required 
by the Western members of the Civil Service. What a sad contrast that 
the Hon’ble the Finaivpe Minister shall have to provide for air-conditioninff 
of the airy rooms, fanned by electric fans of the Writers’ Buildings, and 
cooled by Khas Khas tatti, as my friend tells me, and not look at the 
deplorable conditions in which the masses — the majority of the ^ngali 
population — ^live, move and have their being. To sum up, the criticisms 
nave demonstrated that the budgetary provision compares unfavourably 
with that of the Provinces of Madras and the United Provinces, as pointed 
out by Mr. Ghosh. Mr. Gladding just now enquired and wanted to know 
what is the expenditure in Civil Supplies Department in Bombay. The 
condition of the United Provinces, so fur as area and population are 
concerned, is more in accord with Bengal, and in place of (i crorea 
Unitt»d Provinces it is one crore and 20 lakhs for (Mvil Supplies. Thai 
ought to be an eye-opener for us. 


It has also been pointed out that it is not the people's budget seeking 
to provide for the poor, sick and the unemployHl. It has no revolutionary 
outlook, but it is cramped by other bureaucratic traditions who can think 
only in terms of establishment and department, more and more of it, 
divorced absolutely from the realities of the situation. 


The criticism by Mr. Miles, from the European Party, was that this 10 
crores of deficit which appeared in the head-lines of St^itegnum and Amrit4$ 
Bazar Patrika, was not to his liking. I believe he wanted some reference 
to the beneficial measures embodied in the budget than to the deficit which 
was pointed out by the Statesman and Amrita Bazar Patrikn, but the bene- 
ficent mca.sures which could be commented upon by the Statesman and 
Amrita Bazar Patrika would have reference to his Company, the Shaw 
'Wallace, Daulat Ram and the Ispahanis, the procuring agents of Govern- 
ment, who have failed signally, as I will presently show to you. He has 
suggested thaf the inflation of prices should be looked into aftd prevented, 
but illogically enough he, and I find, Mr. Gladding, have advocated an 
increase in Sales Tax. Sir, it is known that since there is no Sales Tax in 
the neighbouring Provinces, the business of Bengal is being diverted. It 
is very well known that the village people of Bengal can ill-bear the burden 
of taxation. Fnnn this side of the House it has been pointed out that 
until the Government can stop unavoidable wastage, can stop bribery and 
corruption, we are not jirepared to burden the already over-burdened poor 
people of Bengal and put further funds in their bands. Thd Sales Tax is 
being opposed tooth and nail for tbe reason that if it was levied throughout 
the whole of India, Bengali bu.sinessmen would not have suffered, Bengali 
consumers would not have suffered. Mr. Miles has halfheartedly referr^ 
to the trading losses in the Civil Supplies Department and he has also made 
• iMiiBinir reference to tbe boat fiasco. I hope the Enropean Group will 
join with us in insisting upon a siftinff enqui^— sifting enquiry not to 
fenir down anyhodT hut to go to the root of it and to prevent recurrence of 
thirthin^ in futuri which will ensUve in permanent debt the population of 
Bengal. .

Do 
wof/iiot realise that unless they ue prepared to take labour as a p&rtner in 
the h^e profits that they mako in the shape of conceding bonus and pther 
memties, they cannot expect an efiicient labour? Mr. Gladding hai said 
keenly led, but not wisely led^\ There will be this ineyitable 
difference in outlook. We who are interested in the labour population of 
Bengal, we who see the distressing conditions under which they live, shall 
try to ameliorate their conditions. If they are forming unions it is not for 
tile of strike or for losing their earnings but in; order to get for them 
a living, a decent wage, which will enable them to work and work in co- 
operation-*-enable them to increase the profits to a share of which they are 
entitled. Sir, this question arose during the Calcutta Tramways strike 
dispute and I am glad to say the Agent agreed that instead of looking at 
the paymeiit of bonus as a demand for increa.se in wages, it could very well 
be considered as a rey^uest from them to participate in the profits to which 
labour has also contributed. I would ask the European employers as also 
the Indian employers to treat and consider the labour question from that 
sympathetic stand. 

Sir, to appreciate the wasteful expenditure in Civil Supply one has to 
examine certain figures. I will refer first to the procurement scheme of the 
pvil Supplies. The supply po.sition is this: In 1945 the aituin crop is 
6 million fi hundred thousand tons. I have for the purpose of enabling 
the members of this House to understand it converted it into maunds and 
crores, which means 17 crores and 82 lakhs maunds. Aus and boro crop is 
2 million tons which means about 5 crores and 40 lakhs maunds 


Mr. ABU TAIYAB MAZMARUL HAQUE: On a point of privilege, 
Sir. It IS understood that every member of this House will have the same 
privilege so far us the time allowed for speech in this House is concerned 
in owe* some (If us have got 5 minutes and some 10 minutes, but here 
we find that the hon()urable member opposite has alreadv spent more than 
minutes by now.

Between January and May whi<^ is 
the time for getting the supplies, Government has only got 17-3 per cent. 
Of this otailahle surplus ana for this we have to jimy heavily to the buying 
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iigeiA. Theiefore, it is absolutely necessary to away intb tiiese iirocur* 
£jig jigeuts. You haTe got to depend upon ih4 eb-operation of the people 
in erfer to procure the surplus food which ^ould be kept in the locality 
unto the charge, under the vigilance and under the care of the people of 
the locality. We know, Sir, fiat the Storage scheme has dignified itself 
into a Leakage scheme, for more leakage happens than storage. We know 
that in procurement which goes to the procuring agents very little amount 
is handed over to the Government. So far, Sir, with regard to the Procure* 
ment and Storage scheme. 


Now, Sir, I have got one word to say with regard to the Distribution 
scheme. You cannot leave distribution in the hands of salaried officers: 
you must get the co-operation of the people therein. The Ministry, I 
think, knows very well that in Dacca a non-official committee which was 
set up worked the whole scheme without any cost to Government and they 
spent lakhs and lakhs of rupees in giving relief by selling rice which was 
given to them amongst the population at one rupee or eight annas higher 
than the controlled rate. Then, Sir, with regard to cloth distribution we 
were told that cloth rationing could not be introduced in six months time 
and we all know that in Calcutta several non-official committees tm>k upon 
themselves the task of interinf distribution of cloth without any cost to the 
Government. I am sure, Mr. Stark will testify that the non-official cloth 
distribution committees did their work very well.

Try to Wome indef>endent of the obstacles put forward by vested interests : 
try to brush aside the obstacles put forward by black-marketeers, racketeer# 
and profiteers. Then you will have complete co-operation from this aide 
of the House as you find you have the co-operation of your supporters. 

Ttm HoiPble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. S^ker, Sir, I rise to 
tackle a very formidable task of replying to all kinds and manner of 
criticisms levelled from all sides of the House on the Budget proposals for 
the year 1946-47 which I presented to the House the other day. 

Sir, I sm grateful to such members who had some kind words to say 
for me and for the budget which 1 presented. I hoM the Hou^e will realise 
the limitations under which we are working aina the limitations unto 
which we had to preeent this budget. When we assumed office the financial 
year had already commenced : the Governor h^d already prepared a budto 
during the Section 93 Administration. W^e had to frame a budget onjks 
basis of the budget that had alreadv been prepared and whatew modifioa* 
tions and alterations that we could make within the short time our 
disposal have been incorporated in the proposals which are before the House, 
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• flif, in thin respect I think out positioir can be very ai^tty deacribed m 
tta words, if I can quote a poswi—

Mr. Haripada Chatterjee initiated the debate in Bengali- I think he will 
appreciate the difficulties of this Ministry, that we had to assume office 
after the commencement of the session and had to present the budget in two 
or three months' time. So I quoted a Bengali poem so that our position 
might be clarified. 

Sir, 1 propose to deal with the major issues that have been raised during 
the discussion of the budget in this House. But it will not be possible or 
feasible to deal with all the points of very minor or local interest. I shall 
deal with the issues as thev were raised by the various speakers who parti- 
cipated in the debate in the strict order of their participation. 

, Sir, Mr, Chatterjee who initiated the deb|ktc raised some very pertinent 
issues. He said that there was no careful planning, that the administration 
is top heavy and that we have maintained a Governor at the cost of Rs, 10 
laklis and (Joniiiiissioners of Divisions at the cost of Rs. 5 lakhs. He has 
also criticised the provision for air-conditioning in the Secretariat, the 
provision for 400 Jeeps, inadequate provision for aliolition of the zamindary 
system and the provision of Rs. 15 lakhs for a temporary Medical College — 
probnhly his objection in this case was that the college was of a temporary 
nature. 

Sir, I shall deal with all the.se isisues as they have been repeated by 
every member following liim. I shall also refer to the members who 
raised those issues. , 

Sir, with regard to the first [>oint that there is no careful planning in 
the budget^ I have made it (dear that our proposals comprise all branches 
of natiou-lmilding activitie.s and I would also like to make it clear that 
thev are merely the foundations on wdiich the future Development projects 
will be buswl. The proposals which 1 have presented before the House, so 
far aythe Development budget i.s concerned, are only for an interim period. 
For this financial year a comprehensive plan and programme is being drawn 
up so that all the future Development projeids may fit in and dovetail into 
the Development proptwals now before the House. So his criticism that 
, there has been no t'areful planning does not take into consideration the f^t 
that other projei'ts are being prepared and are in the process of preparation 
which will fit in with the scheme that is under the examination of the 
House and that the w'hole Development project — all the projects taken 
together — will be best suited to the development of the Province as a whole. 
Mr. Chatterjee says that the administration is top heavy. Personally I 
admit that administration, to a certain extent, is top heavy, but he must 
realise that we are working within the four corners of the Government of 
India Act of 1936, There are a lot of limitations which have l^n imposed 
on us: we are not a sovereign body: our Province is not, indewndent. 
Therefore much as we would like to do away with certain ^omalies that 
exist and do. away with high-salaried officiala I must admit tlmt we are 
unaWe to do so. I would like to jmint out to Mr. Chatterjee that as fan 
back as in 193S I personally table# a resolution in the House for a 
oi the salaries of Imperial Service Offioera, for I f«dt that the salaries pwd 
to the Imperial Service Officers were not in conformity with the poor cono^ 
timi of the finandial resources of the Province and that they were not 
aempa^hle with sisales of pay of other kinds of semoos. This rwpl^ 
Um was ado|^ to House without any opposition and to ptroooedinga 
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forwarded to the Secretary of State for India. But m spite of the 
that eight years have since elapsed no action has been taxen. Sir. t 
just referr^ to that'to show that even if we make a decision in thie 
[^mse it is not within the competence of the Provincial Government to give 
oiflEict to that.

Tim Hoil*bl6 Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I would like to 
Mr. Chatterjee to hold his soul in patience. I will deal with all the major 
issues. I would like to tell him that he should understand that even in 
Congress Provinces or in Provinces where the Congress really holds the 
power there has been also a provision for extra allowance under the head 
“Pglice”. 

/Sir, so far as the air-conditioning in the Secretariat is concerned, this 
hm been referred to by Mr. Jyoti Basu. Mr. llafiij|ue and Mr. AnnadA 
Prasad Chowdhury. The position with regard to this is, as I have made it 
clear in my statement the other day, that this project was adopted and 
sanctioned auriug the Section 93 Administration. It has been asked why 
is it that we had to adopt the project which was sanctioned during the 
Section 93 regime. The position is that orders had already been placed by 
that time and if we did not want to go through with the project we had to 
pay a very heavy compensation to the firms whi(di bad been given the 
contract. So, when the file came up before me I had the option of two 
courses — either to scrap the project and pay a heavy coiniMJUsation of almost 
about a lakh of rui>eos or to go through the project. 1 would have iMsen lu 
favour (►[ rejecting the project altogether even if we could cut down our 
losses. But the position was this. The administration is now expanding. 
The Secretariat is not in a position to accommodate the expansion of the 
various departments. We have then to build another annexe or to build 
another additional Secretariat so as (o ucroinmodatc the yarious new 
departments and branches of departments thai are beinjr cteAted, specially 
in connection with the execution of development projects. By introduction 
of this air-conditionins scheme it was felt that the aeemnmodation m the 
Secretariat would be increased because the .space in a room could lie utilised 
for more officers. If for the sake of ventilation and other purposes to* 
room which is beinff utilise.! by one officer could be halved. 
could be made to accommodate in a r.ami j.rovided there is 
So this was the main reason which Iwl us to go through with the project 
and not to scrap it by payment of heavy compensation.

I can assure tne House that this 
Mbistry is very conscious of the fact that unless the zemindary system is 
abolished the position of the tenantry and raiyats cannot be improved, and 
if we have got to make progress and if we have got to have more money for 
"Hevelopment and other improvement, then we must make all the rent- 
receipts available to the State for the benefit of th people of this Province 
and the interests of the reraindars and the interests of the intermediaries 
will have to be acquired by Government, and when that has to be done 
sufficient provision for payment of compensation — if the Ministry decides 
that question, it has not been decided yet — will have tc be made afterwards. 
So, tne provision that is made now is merely for establishment charges in 
connection with settlement operations. 


Mr. Chatterjee also referred to the provision of lls. 15 lakhs for tempo- 
rary Medical College and he wanted to know whether the scheme was of a 
temporary nature, and if so, why. The scheme regarding this temporary 
Medical College is this. It is proposed to take up a six years’ lease of the 
portion of the American Military Hospital at the Lakes in Calcutta which 
lies to Ihe north of the Southern Avenue from private owners and also the 
Calcutta Iniprovwinent Trust to enable 1,()00 Medical Licentiates with war 
service to obtain their degrees during the course of five years after a course 
of 24 months’ further study. The Government of India will bear the total 
capital expenditure in connection with the establishment of the college 
and with the cojlege there will be a thousand bedded hospital, and so far 
as the establishment cost of that hospital is concerned, tne establishment 
cost will be spared equally between the Central Government and this 
Provincial Government. For the present this is a scheme, ns honourabla 
members will realise,, for a pericwl of six years. 


As Mr. Gladding has very rightly pointed out, the Government of 
India have made it known to us that they will allocate only about a sum 
of Rs. 69 cTores for our development project for the next four or five years. 
We do not know what will be the future set up of the Government of India 
and we do not know what the (msition of the Provincial Government will 
be vw-a'-rtj the Central Government. So, it is not really possible at this 
stage to indicate a scheme of this magnitude without making arrangexomit 
or making sufficient arrangement for its recurring expenditure. Therefore, 
the scheme, as honourable memWrs realise, is of a tempoeary nature and 
unless we know what our financial position would be after six years or what 
will be the position of the Centre rt>-fl-rw the province — unless we know 
these things, it is not possible to launch a scheme of that magnitude for 
all time to come. 


Now, with regard to the provision for 400 Jeeps, which has also been 
the subject-matter of severe criticism on the floor of this House, Sir, I 
Wittild like to explain the policy with regard to this provision. It was 
proposed to obtain 400 Jeeps and keep a reserve of 10 per cent, in Calcu^ 
and allocate the balance to the districts so as to fapili^te moffusal District 
Officials to tour in the rural area. Perhaps it is realised that for want of 
proper touring facilities high Government Officials cannot visit out-of-the- 
way places in the interior of the district. They do not like to go off the 
beaten track wi^ the result that people living in riual ar^, m comers 
and out<^f-tiie»way places are not in receipt of amenities of life which they 
am entitled to, and institutions located in these places suffer for want of 
pfoper supervision. An honourable member of tius House said that most 
at &e officials who will enjoy the benefit of this provision are in ppssessiott 
it motor caw but we have niade it clear that it is the Government a policy

Now let me deal with the point raised by Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu 
who said that the budgetary' policy of Government has not changed. Sir, 
may I point out to him that no previous budget ©ver embraced such 
ambitious and large scale development projects? I fail to see the ground 
on which he makes this allegation that the policy has not been changed. 
It has changed, but I think that the extent of limitations under which w« 
have to present this budget may also be taken into consideration. 

Another item which has also been severely criticised is, what has been 
described by Mr. Gladding as ‘'hoot fiasco.” I shall take up this mattai 
presently. I would like to make it clear tlmt we are not responsible for thii 
fiasco. It is a legacy which we have inherited. I will explain very briefly 
the position with regard to this matter. 

The total payment made in 1944-45 was 10 lakhs. 

In 1945-46 . . 1 croro 57 lakhs. 

Outstanding bills duo for payment in 1946-47 . . 96 lakhs. 

Total . . 2 crores 62 lakhs. 

The amount of loss hitherto reported is 1 croro 73 lakhs. 

The policy adopted in placing orders has been that the Department o; 
Civil Supplies, which was in charge of the project, bad the work executec 
through the Director of Industries and a Military Officer with suppose 
knowMge of boat building. Advance payments were also made to p^ie< 
entrusted with boat building work. The members will realise that the oon 
struction of boats was undertaken at the time of war emergency. The boati 
were ^stroy'ed in Eastern Bengal as a result of the denial policy, and there 
fore, ft was felt that some boats must be immediately placed at the dispose 
of persons wiM> had suffered a huge loss, so that normal trade of the country 
oould be resumed. With this idee the whole thing hi^ to be crushed through 
end edvunoe payments had also to be made to parties entrusted with boa' 
building to enable ibem to obtain raw materiw and pay labour. Sttol 
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uinuot oft®B Mtoniitsd to M miidi m 60 pw coot. TJBfortuiiotely tho oob» 
lya tf t illii fnun^ in «nch a way that Qovemmant iad very little power of 
^Irol, and I am aUo told now that at that time it was represented that this 
wai ik only way in which the work could be done. 

Dr. iUDCSH CHANDRA BANERdEEs The contractors who were there 
had never any connection with this business. 

Tha Hoii*hlf Mr. MDHAMMED ALIs 1 will make enqoines jn ihli 

connection. ^ 

1 hate made some enquiries and found that the contract was framed in 
such a way tbht even if the boats were found defective, Government were 
liable to make payments. I must confess that I could not think that such 
could W the position. 

Mr. d. Ci CUPTA: Are you going to make an enquiry? 

^ Tlia HOfl'ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: 1 agree with the honourable 
memW that it calls for a searching enquiry, and t tissure him that a ^rch- 
ing and sifting enquiry will be made into this matter, and whoever is held 
mole and responsible, due punishment wdll be meted out to him. 

Dr. SURE8H CHANDRA BANERdEE: How long will that enquiry 
iakeP 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I am afraid, I cannot foretell, but 
we will have thfl matter done as expeditiously as possible. 

Dr. SURESH CHANDRA BANERdEE: Will tlmt enquiry be depart, 
mental and the report placed before the House? 

The Hon'bli llr. MOHAMMED ALI: 1 will consider the matter. 

It lias also been stated on the floor of this House by more than one 
member that the acquisition of land, building, tools and plants will cover 
crores of rupees. The honourable members must realise that the pre- 
requisite for launching into big development phius is tluit they must spr^d 
over a number of years. This is the first year in which we are undertaking 
development projects and in the initial sUige a lot of money will be required 
for the purchase of equipmeut, etc. In future years other schemes which 
will be made to fit in these schemes will not necessarily consume such a lot 
of money for building purposes. Besides this, there is another point which 
I would like to place before the House. The Government of India insist that 
a large port of the money should be spent for building purposes, because the 
Government of India feel that in order to solve to some extent the unemploy- 
ment problem, huge constructions should be undertakeu by the Provincial 
Government, and Uiat is the reason why they are agreeable even to pay us 
76 per cent, of the cost of coustniction so far as acoommodation ol police is 
concerned. We are building a lot of barracks for police, and even though it 
does not normally come within the normal Development project. Government 
of India i» agreeoble to contribute towards the cost of construction of 
biuldings, on the ground that this will go a long way to helping the unemploy- 
ment problem, and give some money to the labouring classes. 

Or. iURESH OHANDRA BANERdEE: Eos it any connection with the 
reconstruction plan in England? 

The HMPble Mr. MOHAMMED ALU X am^afraid, I not know. 

(Interruptions. ) * 

Mn BRlAKERl There has been too much inteiTu|ition.

Thm'e been a lot of criticism about internal administration of the 
Civil Supplies Department. It is not possible for me to go into details now. 
The matter will be fully dealt with when honourable members move their 
respective cut motions. ^ 

Themi" is another point regarding Government subsidy. It has been 
stated Mr. Nishitha Nath Kundu tliat Government are purchasing i^ce at 
Us. 1(5-8 and selling at Rs. 13 to Rs. 10, and yet showing loss in trading 
transaction. Sir, 1 shall not deal with this matter now fully. Sir, my 
honourable colleague, the Minister for Civil Supplies, will deal appropriately, 
when he moves the demand in respect of the procurement openiliouH of the 
Civil Supplies Department, with the circumstances relating to the loss on the 
sale of subsidized food. All that 1 need say at this stage is that although 
the purchase price of rice alid paddy has come down, the exisleuoe of 43d 
stock procured at highly inflated prices raises the valuation of the total 
quantity with which Government has to deal in the course of the year. The 
margin of loss is being steadily reduced, but the stage has not yet been 
reached when the loss can be fully eliminated. 1 nuiy state for the informa- 
tion of the llouse that the loss on this score was as much as Us. 13 crores and 
95 'lakhs in 1944-45. With improved storage facilities and stricter super- 
vision coupled with reduction both in purchase price ami in the quantity 

f mrchased the estimated loss in the current year stands at 2 crores and 30 
akhs. I can assure the House that constant vigilance will be exercised and 
the most stringent efforts made with a vie^y to minimising the loss as far as 
practicable. 1 am umible to appreciate the observation nia(ft> by Mr. Miles 
that the loss on the sale of subsidised f<K>d should not appear in the Budget. 
It is a well-accepted principle of budgeting that all looses which can be 
ascertained should be wTitten off against the revenue afid this writing off 
should be shown in the Budget to enable the House to vote on it. Any 
deviation from this principle will be unsound both financially and 
constitutionally. ' 

As for the costing I have got figures before me regarding the average cost 
of rice per maund. In April, HHH, the purchases were made at Us. 13-10-4, 
in May, 1040, at Ks. 13-12-0 and in June, at Bs. 13-12-7. This is made up 
as follows: — The price of bare rice in sites in April, 1040, is Hs. 11-1-6. 
Addition due to freight, commission, transit, and loss, etc., is Ks. 2-8-10. 
This is how the total of Rs. 13-10-4 has been arrived at. In May, 1940, the 
price of bare rice is Rs. 11-3-9 and addition due to freight, etc., Rs. 2-9-0. 
total being Rs. 13-12-9 and in June, 1946, the price of l)are rice is Rs. ll-3-o 
and addition due to freight, etc., Rs. 2-8-11, total being Rs. 13-12-7. Our 
average selling price ex-godown to wholesalers as well lor direct retail sale 
in Government shops in Calcutta only is Rs. 13-8-3 for the period from the 
Ist July, 1945, to the Slst December, 1945. So you will realise that the 
allejMtion that Government is purchasing rice at a very low cost and making 
^ profit on it is not correct. Government have to make a lot of expenditure 
on top of the purchase price at sites and then Government have to sell to the 
wholesalers at a lower price tlian that at which rice is sold by the wholesaler 
to the retailers and then by the retailers to the (^nsumers. On top of the 
(Government price the wholesaler makes bis margin of profit and then from 
the wholesaler it passes on to the retailer wbo makes nis margin of profit 
when rice is sold to the consumer. Therefore, the margin of difference 
between the purchase price and the price at which the consumer obtains rice 
is not absorb^ by GovOriiment. (Mr. J. C. Qurrs : You could get 4 crores 
in this businees.) 

Mr. Kundu has referred to political prisonert. He took a good deal of 
interest in political prisoners even during the last tenure of his office and 1 
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f i to ui«wer« lot of qoMtiiM. Wo liad #a adjoarn- 

MBmotion in tiu otber Honae and I ntada the pontion of Gownunent clear, 
hope Mr. Kundit will reoliM that thia Ministry has released all secniil^ 
^prisoners includiatf some of those who were arrests by a Government which 
wal mann^ at uat time by friends and representatives of Mr. Mundu’s 
Ministry has lieen able to release them also. 1 think the 
Aonourable member wiH realise that this redounds very much to the credit 
of this Ministry. 

Bir, a comparison has been made with other Provinces. 1 think, it is not 
Hrictly speaking correct to compare our case with that of other Povinces. 
(Dr. Svnum Ch. BAKsan : Why not?) Apart from utter difference in the 
political situation in two or three Provinces Mr. Eundu should realise that in 
other Provinces soii^ of the Ministers have walked from behind ihe prison 
to the Secretariat and they have been able to release their friends and 
party-men whereae we are releasing prisoners who are not our party-men. 
it is to the eternal credit of this Ministrv t|i^t they appreciate the civil 
liberties of the people and they have been able toSrelease all security prisoners. 


Mr. DHIRENDRA NARAYAN MUKHERdEE: Soon you will be going 
to jail and we shall be releasing you. (Laughter.) 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. MOHAMMED ALIS Mr. Maiti has raised an important 
point regarding reduction of salaries and allowances of Ministers, Speaker 
and other members of the Assembly. I would refer him to the Provinces 
Which are now being administered by his party-men. He probably knows 
salaries of Ministers and members of the A^embly have been increased 
in Oiose Provinces after the assumption of olEhce by the Congress and in many 
oases they have been doubled (Mr. Euian Sankar Rot: Not to the 
•xtent you afe getting.) whereas salary of Ministers in this Province is the 
same as it was in the year 1937 when the Provincial Autonomy came into 
existence and 50 per cent, less than what it was before the ushering in of the 
Provincial Autonomy. (Mr. J. C. Gupta: And much less than the 
Governor’s salary.) 

Now, 1^ come to the puint raised by Mr. Debendra Nath Sen. He has 
referred to the fact that there is no labour policy of this Ministry. 1 do not 
want to deal with the matter; the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Depart- 
ment will deal with it when this subject will come up for discussion under 
the appropriate head. 

I shall now deal with the points raided by Mrs. Nellie Sen Gupta. She 
has referred to the scarcity in Chittagong district which she has the honour 
to represent. So far as Chittagong relief is concerned, I would deal with 
this matter now. (Mr. Md. Habibullah Chaxtphurt : What about 
NoakbaU relief?) Mr. Fadul Quadir and other members have also referred 
to Chittagong and 1 want to tell them what steps we have taken so far and 
what we propose to do. As to measures so far taken the immediate action 
on the part of the district authorities was the mobilisation of all staff, 
irresnective of departmental duties, for rs^lief operations. Assistance from 
the Military was called in and supplies were conveyed to the affected areas 
by air. The total supplies deliverM by land, air and water up to 19th July, * 
have been —

A large number of nbilantbropic and other bodies who volunteered their 
aid were welcomed ana assigned specific duties in definite aonen*^ For. the 
moment most are engaged on medical work. 


The^^fea affected has been split up in eleven-thana chafes and eiacji of 
tlibm has been placed under one officer of the status of Sub-Deputv Oolleotor 
or Debt Settlement Officer. These 11 charges have been so far divided into 
54 sub^charges each under a subordinate officer. Sub-charges have been 
divided into wards though their exact numbed cannot be stated now. 

So far as Public Health Directorate is concerned stepis that we have taken 
are 10 sanitary units, and 19 mobile units have been deputed and ahe already 
at work in the district. Twelve additional mobile units have been ordered to 
proceed to Chittagong from-tieighbouring districts. One Malariologist with 
six assistant epidemiologists has been deputed. Sanction has been accorded 
for local appointmenl of one doctor and 20 health assistants. Then assistant 
sanitary inspectors have been despatched — 


Mr. FAZLUL QUADIR: What al>oui veterinary? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: So far as the Department of 
Agriculture is concerned, the Itelief Department will meet the cost pf up to 
one lakh maunds of paddy seed for free distribution to persons whose croM 
have been destroyed or damaged by fictiod and who are judged not to became 
to afford purchasing such supplies. The Director of Agriculture has already 
begun the pr(x^urement of seeds (25,000 inaumls aw alreaily available in 
Dacca; 2,00t) maunds in llajshahi) which will he distributed through District 
Agricultural Officers under the control of the District Magistrate, 

Fertilisers will also he despatched for distribution in the area. 

Introspect of replacement of cattle details of actual loss and types of 
animals required are awaited. Thirty -seven vetvinary assistants luive been 
posted to the area for general inoculation of livestock. I hope that will 
satisfy my friend, Mr. Failul Quadir. 

Fifty-two thousand maunds of rice were already avaibihle with the Distriot 
Controller for distribution. A further allotment of 45,000 maunds was made 
from the stocks of Assam rice lying on the jetties.. In addition to the above, 
attempts are to be made to provide broken rice for the establishment of cheap 
grain shape* Relief IMpartment permits of the use of standard quality rice 
ioT such establishments in brokens are not available. These shops will re^d 
at Rs. 5 or Rs« according to the Collector’s estimate of the purchasing 
power (Mf the recipients. 

So far as the distribution of cloths to which Mrs. Sen Gupta drew our 
attention is 6oncerned, 11,2^ pieces of sorcci, 7,120 pieces of dhoHi, 20,000 
pipt^ of children’s garments, 12,893 pieces of kuriatt 14,742 pieces of 
bumkets, 1,20,000 multi-vitamin tablets. 1,861 pieces of mats, 40 maunds of 
jute twine, 10,150 pounds of barley and ten tons of milk powdw have been 
despatebea. Of the milk powder, five tons are already available in the 
district. I hdpe the Houss will realise that we are making all mrangemento 
to give relief to the distressed people in Chittagong. If, however, it is 
found that ihede meastires are not adequate, we assure the H^se that we 
shall take every step io give relief to the suffering public in Chittagong and 
other floodretrieken areas. There shall net be anv scarcity of monsgr avaBaUe 
lor tiie> puxpoee. Thisi I hope, will satisfy Mrs, Neiuie Sen unpta and 
oOiirf: i i

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED All : Mr. ShaniHuddin Ahmed Ehoudkar 
has ^iid that three-fourths of the development work is being devoted to the 
proejctH for West Bengal. 1 would like to tell him that so far as this 
allegation is concerned, it is not <*orrect. He will realise tluit this is only an 
interim plan of development for this year. Necessary arrangement will be 
made when we take up other proje<‘t.s and then he will be satisfied that every 
district in the province will be equally benefited. In this connection I want 
to make two idiservations. The <‘urrent year’s provision only represents the 
initial stage. Even if there is lack of uniformity in distribution at the initml 
stage, it will be finally ironed out. The House need not entertain any 
apprehension tluit the <laim of any part of the province will receive less 
attention than it deserves. The seisind iM>int is that distribution of develop- 
ment projects, district by district, is under (xnnpilation ami as soon as they 
are ready the House will have an opportunity of judging for itself how' the 
provision affects ea<h (hstri< t in the province. 1 am sure Mr. Khoiidkar 
will see then that the nee<ls of Eiist Bengal whicli contributes substantially 
to the economic life of the province wdll lie kept in the toretront. 

Mr. Ganen Bhattadiarjee has said that although scarcity of food was 
anticijMited, Government did not take any steps. You will realise that some 
time ago 1 rel erred to the criticiMins of Mr. Kumlu that goilowns had been 
I’onstructed ami were lying empty. I'liat w'ill go to show that all pre- 
cuiutionary steps have betui taken and are being taken to meet any sifuation 
that might arise. So ho need not entertain any apprehension on this score. 

Sir, Mr. Miles has referred to the (piestion of im|K)siiig the Kales Tax 
at nianufucturer ami inqmrter stage and he also referred to llu* leakage and 
evasion of the commercial tax. I would like to tell him that we are taking 
all steps to see that there is a check to evasion. I agree with him that there 
is eonsiderulde leakage in our revenue.s from tins .sourci* and there are all 
aiirts of Uictics which are adoptcHl by shop-keepers to evade payment of taxes 
oud we are trying to take all steps to see that there is no leakage or evasion 
of Uix. I am sure that Mr. Miles and other members of this llouse do not 
expect me to disclose to the House w hat steps we will take because this is a 
confidential matter which, if disclosed, will frustrate the very object we have 
in view. But I cjin tell the Hou.se that a proper machinery is being set up. 
So far as imposition of this tax at the manufacturer and importer’s stage is 
Concerned we cannot under the loiistitutiou lavy a tax like that because a 
tax on maiuifuclurers will In* an excise duty. As regards a tax on import 
it will l>e a duly leviable In the Outre. As such, (here are lots of diflScufties 
in the W’ay of im}Hising at the st<»ge of the manufacturer or at the stage of the 
importer, for they might Inith go beyond the provincial sphere. I am 
grateful to Mr. Miles for tlie various suggestions he has made for augmenting 
our revenues. I have alrwidy indicated in my statement tliat we ore con- 
sidering proposals so as to augment our revenues hut w'hatever tax proposals 
we will bring in will not affeef^the poor. We have no intention of taxing 
the poor. Itather we want to tax the rich for the benefit of the poor ana 
every Government worth its salt must tax the rich for the benefit of the poor. 
There was one suggestion by Mr. Gladding that we should revise the rates 
of the Commercial Tax so as to increase the rates for luxury articles. I can 
tell him that that matter is also receiving our most earnest consideration. 
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Aether criticiflm is that our departmental projects have no plan at ^ 
fpy ^ departmental projects. Necesaarily they 

must be departmental projects, first because I cannot understand how a 
comprehensive plan can be drawn up without any initiation bein^? taken in the 
first instance by the respective departments oom^rned. The Agriculture 
Department must draw up a plan for the Agriculture Department The 
Public Health Department must act'ept resjxmsibilitv for the formulation of 
schemes for the improvement of public heiilth. In this sense the Provincial 
plan cannot but be a collection of departmental schemes, hut our object must 
be, as I have already stated, that these plans must fit in with the whole 
development project of the province, the schemes must dovetail into one 
another and it is our lookout to see that this is done. 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

Sir, I find that I am time-lxirred, I cannot reply. I had given indication 
that I would require more than an hour, hut I am sorry that time has not 
been allotted to me. My idea was to reply to all the points, hut if they are 
raised again during the voting of demamls. 1 am sure I shall he able to* give 
siitisfactory replies to all meiuhers of the House.

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: The collective fines were imposed under 
the authority of the Provincial Government when Mr. Kazlul lluq was in 
power, and we think that the Government of that time with the support of 
the Congress coii.sidered it juslifiahle to impose the fines, (Cries of “No,” 
“no,” from the Opposition IxMiches. ) An<l as that Ministry was functioning 
with the support of the Csingress, it can oidy he presumed that the collective 
6nes were imposed wdth the clear understanding and supmirt of the Legis- 
lature of that time. Government is of ojunajii that a wlufloaale refund of 
the collective fines will defeat the jiurjio.se for whith they were imjxised. 

Dr. PROTAP CHANDRA CUHA ROY : I.s tin* ILm’ble Minister aware 
that in United Province.s and in other (Vmgress provinces, i-ollective fines are 
being refunded? 

Mr, HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: The jxisition in those pmvinces is not the 
same as in Bengal. 

Dr. PROTAP CHANDRA CUHA ROY: W ill the lion Me Minister be 
pleased to state what is the difference? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: In those provinces where the Congress 
is in power, the (’ongress leaders were eulogizing those who took part in the 
excesses and holding them out as piitriotM, while the Government of this 
province holds a different view of their action, and here comes the diflerence. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: W’^ill the Hou’Me Minister he pleased to 
state whether in view of the admission that there was in certain mses police 
ex(i€ss does he consider the desirability of returning collective fines in such 
cases? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED; Yes, in some <a»«s more than 50 per 
cent, of the oollective fines have already been refunded. 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Will the Hon’ble Minister 
he pleased to state whether he is aware that a demand for enquiry into the 
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police exceeeea was made in the province of Bihar and it was turned down by 
the Oovemment? 

Mr. HAMIDUOOIN AHMEO: Yes. 

Mr. SHAMtUDDIN AHMED ICHONDKAR: Is the Hon’ble Minister 
aware that the reiisons for turning down the demand for enquiry in the 
province of Bihar are the same as they are here? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: Yes. 

Mr. dYOTI BAtU: Will the Hon'ble Minister be pleased to state 
whether Ooveruraeut is afraid to hold an enquiry into the police excesses?

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: I have already sUted that in certain 
cases fines have bcfui refunded on individual merit. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to .state on what Iwisis 50 per cent, of the cx)llpctive fines were returned and 
why not the whole fine? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: The whole amount of fine collected in 
the district of Mi<lnaporc was refunded Wiyiuse of the economic distress 
prevailing in that <listri(‘1. In other pLu’e.s, refund has been made on 
iiidividuiil merit. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Will the Hon ble Minister be 
pleased to state whether in view of the admission that there have been jM>Iice 
excx\s.s4*s and c-olloctive fines returned, do the Uoveriiiuent consider the 
desirability of holding an enquiry into those excesses? 

Mr, HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: Oovemment do not desire to hold an 
enquiry. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Will the Uon’ble Minister be 

pleased to state the jeusou therefor? 

Mr, HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: Because it will .serve no useful purpose 
an<l it will only embitter the feeling.

GOVERNMENT BILL. 

TIm BMgM Motor Spirit Silos Taxation (Anmdmnt) Bill, 1S4S. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALl: Sir, I beg to iutroduot* the 
Ibnijal Motor Spirit Sales Taxation (Amendnieiil) Bill, 194b. 

(Secretary then read the short title of the Bill,) 

Sir, I to move that the Bengal Motor Spirit Stiles Taxation (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1940, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, the object of the Bill is to raise additional revenue by enhaneiu^r the 
rate of tax leviable under the Bengal Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Act, 1941, 
as amended up-to-date, from 3 annas to 8J annas per i^allon. In moving my 
motion I can anticipi^te objections ba.sed on a (ymiparisori of the rates of this 
tax prevailing in other provinces. It may be argued that as in no other 
province the Motor Spirit Sales Tax exceeds 2 annas per gallon, it should not 
be raised to the high figure of annas per gallon in this province. 

Sir, my answer to this is simple. The House is already aware of the 
enormous gap between revenue ainl expenditure in tlie current year’s bmlget. 
No other province is in the unhappy predicament in which Bengal finds itself 
today tlirough the pressure ol circumstances over which we have no control. 
We nuist exert ourselv«>s to the utmost iii the matter of self-help in order to 
justify and strengthen our claim to financial assistance from outside. Such 
avenues of ta.xation as are open to us must he exploited to the full. It is 
iiecess;iry at the s^ime lime to ensure that only such nuNisure.s are adopted 
for the augmentation of re\enue as will place the burden on shoublers host 
able to support it and afTect the poor as little as jHissihle. It may be argued 
that it may ha\e an indirect effect of putting some burden on the poor by 
consequentially enhancing the bus and taxi hire and by increasing (ho freight 
charg’es. To this 1 would s,i\ that bus and taxi hires liave been adjusted to 
the 2-rupee level puce of petr<d. Therefore the present iniTejised tax will 
only ab.sorb the fall in the dealer’s pru'e. If we raise the tax to annas, 
that is to >a\, the level jirevailing in duly, last year, there will he no txmse- 
(juential increase in the hus and taxi fare and thus the Imrclen of this 
taxation will not fall on (he piMir people. Judged by this principle the 
selection of the Motor Spirit Smiles 'Fax for an enhancement of the mte of 
levy IS not ojion to any criticism or objection. 

Tt may ]>e .siiid that even if an incre^ise in rale were justifiable, Hindi a 
large increase would cause hardship. Sir, as already psiinted out in the 
Statement of Objects and lieasmis, the present measure does no more than 
obsorb the fall in the dealer's price of petrol which has taken place in recent 
months. On the 1st of July, 194o, the con.suiner was paying an all-inclusive 
price of lbs. 2 per gallon in Bengal. Out of this amount He. 1-13 was the 
dealer's price and 3 anna^i was the tax. To-day the dealer’s price luis come 
down to He. 1-7-G but the tax fontinues to be 3 onnaH per gallon. Thus the 
all-inclusive price today is He. I-IO-G. The only effect of the present 
measure will be to put lack the all-inclusive price <jf petrol in Bengal to Hs. 2 
per gallon, i.e., to the level of Ist July, lUV). So it will he seen that 
Government are asking the exmsumer (si pay no more than what he wa* 
actually paying on 1st July, 1945. ** 

Sir, a word al>out the probable yield. I^ast ywir due to heavy military 
con.sumption, we had a revenue of 1G3 lakhs from this source. The heavy 
miliutrv consumption has ceased and according to present consumption 
trends we. can expect no more than Rs. 40 lakhs during the current year at 
the current mte of taxation. If the House approves of the rate I am now 
propo.siug, and the present Bill is enacted, the total yield of this tax will not 
exceed I crore and 15 lakhs. Even then our receipts from this head during 
the current year will fall short of the laat year’s receipts by as much as 48 
iakhs. 
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Sir, I am quite sure that the honourable members will appreciate the 
position and support the measure. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion for acceptance by the 

House. 


Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, Mr. Nikunja 
Behari Maiti in whose name the motion stands is absent up till now. May 
I have your permission to move the motion tliat stands in his name? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, I beg to move that the Bengal 
M(»tor Spirit Sales 'raxulH»ii ( Aineinlnu‘nt ) Ibll, be eireulated for tlie 

purpose of eliciting oi»iiii{)ii thereon by the 31 st December, 1946. 

Sir, in moving this motion I shall spefik a few words on behalf of the 
party to which I have the honour to belong. No taxation measure can be 
supported in view of the fact that Government is not attempting to economise 
and to avoid wasUge of money that is going on for some time past. This 
Government is reHj>onsible for criminal waste of public money and unless 
they take steps to avoid this waste and to remove cx)rruption and bribery, we 
cannot entrust this Government with any money. This is the principal 
reason wdiy we are opjmsed to the Uixation of motor spirit sales. 

Moreover, there are other retisons for our opjH)Hing this Bill, It has been 
said by the Hon'hle Minister in <*harge of this Bill tliat it will not tax the 
poor people. I urn afraid I must .say that it will t^ix poor people in this way. 
During the [)eriod of war the motor service was practically stopped. Now 
that the war is over tlie motor service must begin and it this tax lie imposed, 
it will affect the iiHJtor service. It has been said that if tins tax be imposed, 
the price <»f motor sf>irit wilt not be higher than what it was before and during 
the war. What was the price before the wary From exp<Tience we can say 
that during the war all tlie motor service.s were stopped. Now* if this tax is 
imjKised, the condition of m(»tor service will he joopaidised Sir, it has been 
riaid by the Ifoirble Minister in cliarge of this motion tliat it will not affect 
the poor people. I shall put one ouestion to the Hon ’hie Minister as to why 
he has not alndished control regarding motor spirit now that war has come to 
an eiidy After the cessation of w’ar, expenditure on all heads must decrease. 
Tax was realised by (iovernment on account of war and now with the 
cessation of hostilities expenditure of the Fivil Supplies De].mrtment must 
cease to exist. (Vores of nijiees are spent only by this dejwirtmeiit. Control 
over motor spirit must be decsmtrolled and motor servii'e must be resumed 
beeause this service is doing immense giHul to the people of this province. 
If motor spirit i.s taxed in this way, then it will affect the motor service and, 
as I have already said, Cioveriiment will be responsible for criminal waste of 
public money. For tliese two reasons, Sir, this (Kivernment cannot be 
entrusted w’itb any public money. 

I would like to say another thing. I am told by one of my friends that 
in Midnapore motor service has not l»een resumed on account of the fact that 
the sale ot motor eai'yhas not lu*eu «lee<uitr(*llt‘d. I emphasi/.t* that control 
over the sale ol im)loi should be aboh^bed imnoMliately and the system 

of decontrol should be introduced thereby increasing the revenue of the 
province. Instead of imposing fresh taxes, you should introduce the system 
of aWlition of ('ontrol. This will inrrea.se the revenue and there will ^ no 
necessity for enhancing the tax which will ultimately have to bo borne by 
the poor people. 

For these three reasons. Sir. I oppose the Bengal Motor Spirit Sales 
Taxation (Amendment) Bill, 1946.

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Sir* there ie a demand for additional transport, double the number of 
tranaport, to oope with the huge passenger traffic from the suburbs of 
Calcutta. Many people desire to go in for motor buses and motor transports 
but they will be scared away by reason of the additional taxation sought to 
be impoaed. 

Sir, my submission would be this: Drop this Bill. In any case, let it be 
circulated for eliciting public opinion. The policy of control should be 
abolished so that ordinary persons who desire to go in for motor buses and 
motor cars may purchase them in order to cope with the huge passenger 
traffic. This is my submission.

Mft MANORANJAN DHAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, generally speaking I 
am not opprjsed 1<» the principles of taxing the rich and articles of luxury, 
but here in Bengal what are the stern realities? Here rules a MinLstry 
which is not at all resixinsive to public opinion. Sir, we have just heard, 
only a few minutes ago, that the Ministry is not in favour of instituting a 
thorough eiKiuiry into tfie police excesse.s and the wanton highliandedness 
oominitted throughout Bengal in suppressing different national movements 
and <lemoustrat ions. On similar and other very imj^rtant burning problems 
of the day the .Ministry is without any plan and indifferent. As 1 said, they 
are not at all responsive to public opinion. Such a Ministry and such a 
Government should not be entrusted w'ith any fund. 

Then again, Sir, this tax will also increase the pas.senger road transport 
cost. Sir, this is a fKiint which was dealt w'lth by various members. 

Another jKunt which 1 wish to rai.se here is this: You know, Sir, that in 
the country (here are varumx conimodilKvs, there are varhuis articles, which 
before reaching the consumers, are earned by motor transjHirt and neces- 
sarily this fresh im|K)sition of tax upon motor spirit will also have a natural 
reaction on the price of siudi articles, because the cost of carrying those 
articles will thereby he increased. There is no safeguard against this 
increase. So the price of consumers* goods will also iiuTease. I, therefore, 
think (hat this tax should uot he introduced now. This is an important 
point wbieh I wish U> impress upim the Ministry for consideration. 

With these few words I 8upp<»rl the motion for circulation. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir, in rising to support the motion for 
circulation I wisli to make two observations . Firstly, the Finance Minister 
Rtated that the receipts fr<»m petrol tax are expected to come down from 
“ Hs. 1 cixire (10 Ukhs to IN. 40 lakhs on the ground that heavy military con- 
sumption has ceased. But. Sir, there is still very large civil demand and I 
wonder whether Government cannot do anything in obtaining relaxation in 
regard to the supply of petrol to civilian |>opiihttion, because that will still 
bring a very large yield from this tax to Ooverninent. 

The second observation 1 have' to make is this: Our opposition to this 
taxation, Sir, is tliat it might iiicrejn.se the transportation co.st and 1 have one 
lugge.stion to offer. Tu lourse of his reply on the budget discussion, the 
Hou'hle Fiuaiu'e Minister ;«stated that he was considering the possibility of 
mposing a graduated sales tax. Now, what 1 suggest is this: Can’t he 
impose a higher tax on petrol supplied to private owners and retain the same 
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tax on petrol supplied to bus-owners or other public transport agencies P That 
can be easily done so long as there is control. Different types of coupons 
might be issued to different types of vehicles. I think this suggestion of 
mine might be considered by the Ministry.

Mr* C* W, MILES* Sir, we think that the Itill can be taken into oon- 
fiideration on tlie Hotir of this ilciu^e. W'e do not like lh«^ Hill. The main 
argunieiit.s again.st eiih.UH eiuent ut the lax are; it establishes a <langerous 
}ii eci'deiit tiiat lediiclioiis made by pMMlm‘ei> •should la* oINef by taxation 
Incli tnllo\\> that ni» ie«lurtmii in uidu-tnul and tian'pmt e(»*Ht will be 
possible. 

Secondly, the projKised inrrea.se also offsets the reduction of d anmis in 
the excise duty given by the (Vntral (j<)\ eminent in March, 1114(1, the 
expreSvS purpo.se of encouraging road trunsiKirt. The proposed inerwse there- 
fore conflicts with the policy of the Ontral Uoverunieiit. 

Thirdly, the Bengal tax is already higher than the tax in any other 
province. The hi^fhest rate in other provinces is 2 annas which means that 
if the Bengal tax is increased by 5^ annas it will be 3 times higher than the 
highest tax in any other province. 

Fourthly, except for very rare occasions of joy-riding petrol is not a 
luxury but an essential element in the industrial economy of the province. 

Fifthly, the tax was imposefl in 1941 by this (hjvemment for the express 
purpose of raising funds for road construction. It was not the intention that 
it should be usecl as a means of reducing budget deficits. 

However, Sir, we realise readily that there are arguments in favour of 
the tax; A very heavy deficit in this province must l>e reduced as far as 
possible. We have already urged upon the Finance Minister tWt he should 
explore all avenues to raise funds. We know that bus and taxi fares and 
transport rates are fix^ on the basis of a petrol price of 2 rupees per gallon. 
So long as petrol rationing continues and the purchase of lorries, trucks* 
etc., is restricted road transport development cannot be effect^. Some 
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people in this country and in thi« province pay their share of taxes. Others 
do their lw;«t to avoid them and since the province and the country as a 
whole is faced with enormous development proj^rammes there is no possi- 
bility of taxation heiii^' substantiallv decreased for many years ip come. 
This ar#(\ieH that those who pav w'iil have to go on dipping their hands 
further into their pockets. In tfie case of petrol, however, the tax is easily 
coIIec'fe<I and evasion is extremely difficult. Therefore, the burden is borne 
eqiuilly as it should be. However, Sir, weighing up the pros and cons we 
of this party would advise a middle course and would suggest that the rate 
of tax should l)e increased <mly by two annas until 31st March, 1948, and 
we would like to hear from the Hoirble Minister what he is prepared to do 
about this. 

May I have one last word? If the “Statesman” reporter is listening to 
me, my name is Miles. (Ixiughter. ) 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I oppose the motion for 
reference of this Hill for eliciting public opinion. My reasons are obvious. 
It is Ibis that it is not the practice or parliamentary convention to refer a 
taxation measure for eliciting pulilic opinion. There is a stronger objection 
in this piirticuLir caw*. The objection is this that this Bill will affect the 
richer section of the community, ((’ries of “No, no” fix)m the Opposition 
benches). I 4un f'oining to tluit and it is intendeil to ntili.se this tax for the 
benefit of the people. The duinh tiTining millions in this province are not 
cufmlilc of voicing their opinion in lavour because they are dumb as I have 
already mid, but the pers<inH who will he affected by this tax measure are 
wpable of \oicing tlieir [uotest. Therefore, Sir, \ou will not be able to 
gjiuge the great volume of opinion which should he in favour of this taxation 
measure. This is the additiimal reason uhy this taxation proposal should 
not be sent for eliciting public opinion. 

Mr. DatUi has Maid that In* is against all taxation measures, because he 
does not think tliat this Miiiistrs is capable of utilising the funds properls . 

I have already answered tins criticism of bis when we bad another Hill for 
consideration before the House. I need not recapitulate. 

Mr. Ikitta Hiiys that control on motor spirits should be relaxed. I 
presume ho refers to the nitioning system now in force. This is a matter, 
Sir, which is outside the sphere <»f the Provincial Government and as such 
1 am afraid we cannot promise any measure so as to relax the existing 
rationing system. 

So far a.s the decontrol of motor ears is concerned, after the cessation of 
hostilities the inuitrid on used cars has already been relaxed and the control 
on new cars Is also very shortly going to be rehixed. 

Mr, Maiti has referred to matters which are not pertinent to the quest i<»n 
before us and I do not think that they txill for any reply. 

Mr, Das Gupta h<is referred to bus fares in the district of Bogra. I think 
he has given an illustration that bus fares have risen in other parts of the 
province, and he attributes this rise to enhanced taxation. I would like to 
tell him that the cost of petrol is only an infinitesiuml part of the cost of 
transport. Other spare parts have gone up very much m price — by about 
300 to 400 per cent. Tyres are not at all available. The Transport Com- 
panies have to purchase them in the bUick-market at something like 500 
to l,iH)0 per cent, over the price and therefore I think his contention that the 
rise in bus fares is due to petrol is not tenable. 

Mr. Bose says tliat black-marketing is ffourisbing under the very nose of 
Government. 1 think he realises that no black-marketing can ffourish unless 
there is public support to some extent behind it. It is not possible for 
Government to stop black-marketing. Government can at best control it. 
hkok-marketing can flourish unless the public also supports it. 
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Mf* BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: The control is most dsfcotirs. 

TBi Hoil*bl6 Mr, MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, Mr. Miles has referred to th# 
Central Government s reduction in their tax so «s to enwurajro r(\ad develop- 
ment end transport. Mr. Miles probably knows that the Central Govern- 
ment, when they reduced their tax, unticipiited tluit the ratiouiiiK system 
will be abolished very shortly, but circuiiistanees have changed and the 
Government of India has not yet been able to withdraw the control and 
therefore no Wrm will be done if we take advaiiUige of this fall in price and 
of the reduction of the Central tax. Mr. Miles has suggested, and we agree 
to this proposal, that this should be for a short jieriod. AVe c;ni review^ the 
position afterwards. If the Provincial Government feels tluit ixwid develop- 
ment will be retarded by this tax, the Government of Bengal will have no 
objection to the repeal of this tax. 

So far as the other questions are CHincerned, I am sure Mr. Miles wdll 
agree that it i.s necessary for us to augment our revenues. We are faced 
with a huge deficit. He has said that he is prepared to support this t-axaiion 
measure provided it is not very stiff. There have been representations from 
our party. They feel that we should not enhance this tax so much. I am 
prepared to accept an amendment to tlie effect that the tax should be increased 
to a certain per cent, upon the existing Kite and that a jieriod will be fixed. 
If such an amendment is moved I shall accept it. Sir, I opiHise the motion 
for circulation. 

Mr, NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR : Sir, the Hi m'lde Minister has 
not exactly stilted anything alxiut the sugge.stion nuide by Mr. Ik)se alxmt 
n<»t affecting the fHKjr man or the |KK)r <Mui.sumer.

Sir, I have mad^ a slight change in the dale because it was subsequently 
found that the Id holidays and other holidays intervene and memliers would 
b« bui\' also with cut motions. So, the date should be 9lh September 
instead ol dlst August. 

Sir, this is a Bill which has been hanging fire for more than five yeiirs. 
Soon after the introduction of Provincial Autonomy, the attention of Govern- 
ment was drawn to the desirability of safegimrding the rights and interests 
of thoituon-agricultural tenants in urlxin areas of the provint'e. Under the 
existing law the relationship between the landlords and tenants in resjiect 
of such lands is regulated by contmct. The Trsinster of Property Act, 1882. 
c‘<jnlerred in tact very little statutory rights on llu' tenants iK'vond w’liat was 
not efnlxMlied in the <-oiitrac( between the parties. On the otlu’r hand 
section 10(1 ot the A< t proMdes that in the absence of a t'-onlract a lease of 
non-agriciiltural lands lor purjKises other than manufacture shall he deemed 
to be a ItMise lixiiii iiKiiith t4> month terminable on tlu' fMirt of either le.ssor or 
leesee by lo days' notice expiring with the end of a month. This precarious 
right has been tull\ exploited b\ the landlords ami it has Ikmoi found greaitly 
detrimental U» the (le\elopment of urlian ureas. As a result, a volume of 
public opinion exfires.'ieil itself in favour ol (xmfernng .some detiniti* statutory 
rights on non-agncultural tenants. 

Accordingly on the 1st August, 1938, Government appointed u committee 
oonaisting inostl\ of the memliers <»f the Legislature to investigate the rights 
of the tenants of the non-agricultural lands in the provinci* and to 'Tmike 
recoin inendat ions as t-o wliat <smh! be done to pro(e< t them from eviction at 
the will of their hiiidlords. landing the rejKirt of the <smimittee and the 
passing oi a comprehensive Act regulating rights in l•on-4lgri(’ultural lands, 
the Bengal Nou-Agricultural Tenancy (Temporary Provisions) Act was 
passed in 1940 staying eviction of non-agricultural tenants uud the term of 
the Act has since been extended from time to time. The current term of 
extension will expire on the 29th May, 1947. 

The committee submitted its report in May, 1941. The reoominendationi 
. made in the report were larefully ^msidered by Government and it woe 
decided that the non-agriculturul tenauis should l>e given better ie<‘urity by 
legislative enactment. A draft bill w^as prepared accordingly as early aa in 
September, 1941, but it could not be introduced due to war emer^noy. It 
was, however, circulated by the Revenue DeporiineDt for eliciting public 
opinion and certain modifications wete made in the Bill in the light of the 
opinions received. The Bill thus modified was intnodveed at the metding of 
the Legislative Assembly on the 5th March, 1945, and referred to a SmeoA 
Committee, but no further progress could be mada owing to the application 
of Section 93 of the Government of India Act. „ 

Government have decided to introduce the Bill in the current session of 
the Assembly which I have just introduced and I am just moving it for 
reference to a Select Committee. The provisions of the prtsent BilVare the 
same as those of the Bill introduced in 1945 except that the application of 
the Bill to any land vested in, or in the possession of His Majesty fOr the 
purxx>se of the Crown Representative or a por^ authority wf a major port or a 
railway administration has Imm^d barred by amesiding clause 60 , as the 
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Provincial Legislature is not competent to legislate with respect thereto. 
The substantive provinions of the Bill have been sinnmarised in the State- 
ment of Objects and Reasons. 

For the purpose of this ifill Che non^agri cultural tenants have been 
divided into four categories: the^Brst category^those of linknown origin 
or which originated before tUe Transfer of propert;<^ Act, 1882. They are 
proiKj.Hod to be given permanent, heritable and transferable rights. The 
second c:ategorv~ those who are holding under unwritten lease for a specified 
T>eriod of not less than 12 years. And the third (-ategorj — those who are 
holding under a written lease but without specification of any period or 
without a wTitten lease but originating from after the Transfer of Property 
Act, 18<S2, in either wise the period of possession not being less than 12 
years. These two categories (2 and 3) should be transferable on payment of 
a laiullord’s transfer fee but they should have a pernuinent heritable right. 
Then the fourth category’ — those holding under a WTitten lease or otherwise 
for a period of mf»re than one year but less than twelve years with provision 
for payment of compensation under <:ertain circumstances in esase of eviction. 
It also proposerl to provide for conversion of agricultural holdings- within 
jnuni<'ipal areas into non-agricultural holdings. 

The liill has been -drafted U> provide for these protective rights and also 
to confer other imidenUd but necessary rights on the non-iigricultural 
tenants of the <lifTerent cla.sses. 

Sir, these are the main provisions of the Bill and it has been before the 
public’, for more than five years as the original draft w’as published in the 
g<izett#: some time irt 1941. S«» the public are fully aware of this and as a 

matter of fact the tenants of this <‘lass have bwii imsisting that this Bill 
should be passetl with the least |K)ssible delay. 

With these words, Sir, 1 coinmeud my motion for the acceptance of the 
House.

Mr. MUHAMMAD I8RAIL: Siri 1 want to a (ew* words on this 
Bill. I congratulate (ioveniineiit tor after all briuM'iii^ up the Beii^ral Noii- 
Agricultural Tenancy Bill before the House. Sjj, this Hill has a very 
chequered history. Every one know’s, as the lUm’lde Ministei luis just now 
pointed out, that it was in the }ear 1940 that <lue to public a;xi<utiou (govern- 
ment w’as iorced to brin^** up a >ion-A^jricultural (Xeinporar\ Pnovision) 
Bill, and that was |Kissed into an Ai t. Sir, that Act ha.s Imhui in force for 
the bust () or 7 years, and is bein^^ extended \ear after year In the ymr 
1941, wlieu the first J^ea^ue Ministry w\is in otiice, oiii* Bill waH ini txiduced, 
but it could not lie put throu^'b, because the Ministry f(dl. In thojQueail- 
time, a second Bill was iritrcMlucod in Mandi, I94o, |)ut that also could not ixei 
pushed throupli, liecausc Section 99 was introduced in the province. 

The Ilon’ble Alinister has pointed out that the pr»*sent Bill is intended for 
the develojuneiit of uiban area^, hut, Sii, e\en in luial areas there' are haU 
and ba^rs where the Beii^^^al Tenancy Act is not applicable. Here also ths 
tenants are ejectable with lo days' notice. There has been .serious a)jrilatk)Q 
ai^iust the operation of this Act in llos.sainpore, Bhairah in Kishoreganj, 
^rsinpdi in ])acca, etc., where hundreds of person.s have been evicted, and 
the people are still .sufferinjx ^^reat liardship as a result ot mirh etietton. 

My friend Dr. Sure.sh Thandra Baiierjc^e has just now^ j)oint(‘d out that 
Calcutta has been excluded from the operation ot this Act. Why (’abutUl 
has bc*en excludcHl, it w ill be for the Select ( smmiittee to find out ainl ll it is 
within the scnipe of the Bill, it will be up t^ii them \<> incliale ( alcutta. 
will confer no ri^^ht and that will not heli) in tin* frrowtli of bazars and liuts 
will confer no riyht ami that will not help in the ^..^nouh (»f bazars and hats 
which are now jrrow'in^r up with the pr<»jrre**s of cdvilization, industry and 
commerce. So 1 would urj,^e the flou’hle Minister and the Selectr (’ommiltee 
to see that so far a:, hats and bazari* are <onccTtie4l, they Inust he hrou^dit 
within the purview of the Bill. In hnn^ririK Calcuttu within the purview of 
the Bill, we want to ^ive benefit not to any particubir section or a particular 
class, but w'e want to ^;ive benefit to all. We have no objection to extend 
the benefit of the Bill to f’alcutta bihourers whoever they may lie. 

It haij aUo been pidiited out that diHtinciioii has Immui made between 
classes of tenants. That might W in ac‘cordance v^ith the rec ommiuidatioiis 
of the Non-Agricultural Tenancy C’omraittee, hut when we find that the 
zemindari system itself is going to W alxilished, I wonder whf' there sliould 
be any distinction Wtweeii tenants and tenailts when we are going to confer 
light on them. 
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I have another observation to make ; it is in regard to payment of talami. 

Under the Bengal Tenancy Act that salami has been abolished. In the Act 
of 1928 talami was £xed at 20 per cent Why the eame salami should he 
insisted upon, so far as Non-Arfcultural Tenancy is concerned, is not under- 
stood. So I urge upon the Select Committee and the Hon^ble Minister that 
salami need not be paid when it haa>been abolished in agricultural holdings. 
So my submission to the Hpsi’ble Minister, also to the House, and particularly 
to the members of the Select Committee, is that class distinction shoiHd be 
abolished, and in rural areas, hats and bazars, brought within the pi^view of 
the Bill, as also the Calcutta and Howrah industrial areas. Sir, with these 
words I congratulate the Hon’ble* Ministei^ for bringing up this Bill. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, I have only one suggestion to 
make for the consideration of the members of the Select Committee and the 
Hon’blaAfinister in charge of the Bill. ' The suggestion is this that at least 
persons who have been evicted after the year 1941 should be restored to their 
original position. 1 hojie the non’ble Minister will find it possible to make 
a provision like this in the Bill. 

The Hon’ble Mr. 8AIYE0 MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN; Sir, as regards 
Calcutta 1 personally thought <^iice .that it should be included in this Bill, 
but Hubseouently I found that in that case the Bill would be very much 
delay(‘d. Such dra.stic changes cannot be made hurriedly. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJI: Make one or two months' delay 
but still do it. 


Th. Hon'bl. Mr. 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: As u luattrr

Then, as regards clusssifioation of tenaiirv, it is absolutely necessary 
btvattHe even in the Bengal Tenancy A(‘t we have chissification of tenancies 
>\e have occujmncy.ruivuts and non-oecupuncy raivats. There are dilVereiit 
cksses of raiyat.s and therefore chussification is neces.siirv. Evidently there 
are tenants who have hohlings only on one year’s lease and there are tenants 
W'ho Iwve holdings fixmi time immemorial. These two classes of tenants 
ehould pot certainly have the same right. If a person who lias taken lease 
tor one year says that he was taking lease for one \ear only and that though 
JiiH lease would j-xpire after ono year, lie should have the same right as a 
uerson who has been holding u tenancy from time immemiirial. that would 
be absurd. Similarly some special cou.sideralion should be made for those 
who have taken for 'ZU yeas or more than IZ years. The (luesliou of rights 
of tenants of difterent categories will have to be I'onsidered in the Select 
(committee. If the majorit\ of members think that they should be otherwise 
tluui the Bi 1 as it will emerge from the Select Committee will be placed 
liefore the House. 


riieii as regards the question as to whether this Bill will apply to rural 
areas, 1 think it does apply to rural areas. It is not confined only to urban 
areas Ih^ Select (hmimittee will also see that the draft is made*^ in such a 
way that it is absolutely clear that the Bill includes the non-agricultural 
tenancies of rural areas also. 

One of my friends has raised a point regarding salami. That question 
will also be considered in the Select Committ 4 ?e. 1 may remind my friend 
however, that we were in a better position to abolish salami in the case ol 
agricultural tenants, because that was an altmib which could not be realised 
so far as it applied to affricultural tenancies, but here I am doubtful whether 
that principle will apply at all. In any case we are going to consider this 
point also in the Select Committee if the members thereof so wish. 
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.pother point has been raised by an honourable member regardi ng the 
lot of the persona evicted. I would draw the attention of my friends to the 
fact that we had for that reason passed a NonrAgricuItural (Temporwy 
Provisional Act as far back as 1940 stopping all evictions of agricultural 
tenants. No tenant has, therefore, been evict^ since 1940. 

Ufa DHIRENDRA HATH DAXTAt Mr. Speaker, Sir, probably the 
Hon'ble Minister is not aware of the fact that h view of the ruling of the 
High Court that in the case of an appeal from a tenant and not from a 
landlord the Non-Agricultural Tenancy Bill does not apply. The ruling of 
the Hon’ble High Court as reported in*^the “Calcutta Weekly Notes’" is that 
in the case of an appeal from a tenant the Bengal Non-Agricultural Tenancy 
(Temporary Provisions) Act dcp not apply and on account of that there 
have been several cases of eviction. In such cases they should be restored. 

The Hofi’ble Mr. SAIYED MUAZZAMUPDIN H08AIN: I take note 

of it. If my honourable friend will give me the particulars of the High 
Court ruling .

Since the passing of the Calcutta Improve- 
ment Act, 1911, the metropolis of Calcutta has made rapid progress and 
has developed. But for want of similar provisions for the Municipality oL 
Howrah that sister city could not improve. It is now felt that provisions 
ehould he mafic so that the jurisdiction of the Calcutta Improvement Trust 
may extend to the Municipality of Howrah so that the Municipality of 
Howrah may also develop on the same lines like that of Calcutta. This 
Bill has been hanging fire for a long time from 1937 — 

Mr. 8U8HIL KUMAR BANERdEE; From 1916. 

The Hoffi’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Yes. but since the autonomous 
reforms came, the (|uestif)u has Keen hpnging and a Bill was introduced to 
amend the Calcutta Improvement Act of 1911. It went into a Select 
Cominitt(*e, and the present Bill which has just been introduced in this 
House is us it has emerg(Ml out of the Select Committee. All the recom- 
mendalions of the Select Committee have been incorporated in this new 
Bill. Therefore, I would like to place Iwd'ore the members spme of the 
ealient features of the Bill. The main provisions in the Bill are — 

(1) Extension of the Calcutta Improvement Act by the Provincial 
Government to the Howrah MuniciiKilitv and its neighbourhood (clause 2 
of the Bill I . 

(w) Appointm«*nt ol additional menibers on tlie Board of Trustees, 
VIZ., (i) u member ol tlie Indian (Uiamher of ('oiniiHTce, (ii) a member of 
the Muslim Chamber of Commerce, (tii) Chairman, Howrah Muuicipality, 
Magistrate, Howrah, (r) two Commissioners of the HowTah 
Muiiieipality , {vi) two other persons intere.sted in the (levelo])ment of the 
Hfjwrah Municitiality to be apjiointed by (if'vernment (clause 4). 

(d) No liusiness relating to the Howrah Muni(‘i])ality f)r its ueighhour- 
hofxl shall he transacted at a meeting unless three Howrah Trustees are 
present at the meeting (clause 12). 

(*n (u) A Howrah (’ommifUee shall he constituted consisting of the 
Chainmin, the six Howrah Trustees mid not more than four other trustees 
tdecled l)v the Board [ projiosefl section 2()A(/), clau.se 14]. 

(5) The Howrah Committee may associate with themselves other persons 
}pro|u).sed s<‘ctinu 20At2), clause 14]. 

(r) All matters eonnected with the operation in Howrah or its neigh- 
bourhoiMl, shall he considered fii>i by the Howrali Committee, and the 
Board in making any decision fui such mutters shall consider the recom- 
luendutioiis of the Howrah Committee [proposed section 20(A)(J), 
clause 14]. 

((/) Ihe flecisioii of the Board as to whether anv matter is connected 
with the operation in Howrah or its neighbourhood shall he final [ proposed 
fsection 2llA<h'), clause 14], 

(c) The Howrah Committee, subject to the approval of the Board, may 
appoint sub-coimuittee.s iproposed section 20B, clause 14). 

(•>) {(i) The Board shall, us soon as may he possible, frame a general 
scheme for the drainage and sewerage of the Howrah Municipality and 
may at any time frame an extci^ion of the said general scheme to any area 
in the neighbourhood of the ifowrah Municipality when the provisions of 
the Act are extended to that area [proposed section 67 At I), clause 35}. 

(6) The Board may frame a separate scheme for the con.struction of out- 
fall works, pumping works, etc., without detriment to the framing of the 
rest of the said scheme [proviso to section 67A(2), clause 35]. 
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(c) The Board shall transfer constructions made under the Howrah 
Drainage and Sewerage Scheme or any extension of such scheme to such 
municipality or municipalities as the Board may with the prior sanction 
of the Provincial Government determine [proposed section clause 

35]. 

(6) For financing the oj)erations of the Board in Howrah and its 
neighbourhood a separate fund shall be constituted, to be culled the Howrah 
Fund to which will be credited — 

(i) the proceeds of an additional stamp duty of two per cent, on transfer 

of immovable properties including long term leases within the 
Howrah Municipality (clause 3G); 

(ii) a contribution from the municipal fund of Howrah enuivalent to 

one-half per centum jkt quarter on the auuiml rateable valuation 
of holdings within the Il(»wrah Muuicijmlity, there l)eing an 
obligation on the Municijail rommissioners of Howrah to make 
up the deficit if the combined proceeds from these tw'o sources 
fall short of two and a half lakhs of rupees in any year (proposed 
section 88A, clause 4tl), 

(Hi) an annual sum of not lcs> than three lakhs of rupec.s to ]»e contri- 
buted by the Board from its present scnirccs (j>ropos<Ml section 
88B, clause 40). 

(7) The Board is authorised to transier in an\ financial year from its 
Calcutta Fund to its Howrah I'und bv way of loan an\ aiiumut not exceed- 
ing three lakhs of rupees provnlcd tliat I'xci'pt uith the prior sanction of 
Government, the aggregate (Oit^tanding amount of nueh loan shall not at 
any time exceed ten lakh> of rupees ipioposud se< tion HSI\ elause 40), 

(8) Government, after approving and sanctioning the Howrah Druinagt* 
and Sewerage Scheme, shall contribute one-lhird (d the (uipitul I'ost of tlio 
^scheme. Tins is the projxised new section SfiJ), that is, (duuse 40 of the 
amending Bill. 

(9) No moTie> from the? Howrah fund shall he applied in repayment of 
any loan which wa.s not taken for the purposr oi ojierations in Howrah 
Municipality or its neighb(uirhood and n<> niom*N from the (ailcuita fund 
shall be ajiphed in rej»aymenl of any loan taken for o}>(*rations in Howrah 
Municipality or in its neighbourhood. 4’his is in clause 43. 

(10) The Proviiu'ial (n»veinnient on bidng furnished with necessary 
infonnation from the Board shall fix annually wdiat proportion of (he total 
cojit of the management of the Hoard shall h*‘ jjaid tioin tlie Howrah fund 
to the Cab'utta fund on ae<‘ount oi tin* cost (d management in ri*sj»ect of the 
Howrah Municipality. This is provided for in clause 53, 

(11) The Capital Accounts and the Revenue Aecfuints of the Calcutta 
and the Howrah funds shall he kept separately provided that subject to the 
apportionment of the cost of management between the Calcutta and the 
Howrah funds made by the Provimual Gc»vernment, the whole cost of 
management of the Board in any year may be rmid out of the Revenuo 
Account of the Calcutta fund. This is jirovided for in rlau.se 54. 

(12) The Board shall maintain a ( losing balance of one lakh of rupeen 
for the Howrah fund. This is provided for in clause 58. 

(13) On dissolution of the Board the assets and liabilities of the Board 
in respect of Calcutta and its neigh bourliwHl shall devolve on the Calcutta 
Corporation and the a.ssets and liabilities of the Board in respect of the 
Howrah Municipality and its neighbourhofMl shall devolve on the Howrah 
Municipality. This is provided for in clause 68. 

(14) The Provincial Government may, notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the Act, by order^do anything which appears to be necessary for 
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the purpose of removing any difficulty which may arise in giving effect to 
the provisions of the Aet in Howrah Municipality or in any area in its 
neighoourhood and in the Calcutta Municipality or in any area in the 
neighbourhood of the Calcutta Municipality. This is provided for in 
cdause 69. 

Sir, it will thus appear that the provisions of this Bill are non-contro- 
versial and will go a long way towards relieving the congestion in the city 
of Culcutlu f)y giving increased facilitie> for living in the city of Howrah. 

1 Ijope tliifi Hill will receive the unaiiiiiieus siij)}>ort id the House and there 
will he no difficulty in going through the Hill as expeditiou.sly as possible 
specially in view of the tact that the Bill has been pending for legislation 
for a long time. J am sorry to find the l^eader of the Opposition shaking 
his head. I thought that a Hill of this nature would receive the support of 
the luemhers id the Opposition as it is iiojm onf rover.-jial in its provisions 
and Hjiecially hecause it tries to do some good to the people within the 
limits (d the city td Howrah. 

Sir, with tlo'se words 1 commend my motion for acce])tance of the 
House. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA BHANDARI: Mr Speaker, Sir, this Bill in 
extending ifie operation <d thi^ Calcutta Improvement Act to Howrah is 
welcome, hut 1 would draw tlie attention <d the Hoii’tde Minister to one 
important matter in thi.s eonnectuui. (lood tilings are mentioned in the 
preamlile of the (!alculta Improvement Trust .\ct as well as in section •)2 
of the Act n'g-arding ndiouMug (d’ the jieople ot poi'rei' sc'ction and working 
classes who are displac<‘d or who are likelv to lie displaced h> any improve- 
ment scheme, hut ver\ little has as yet hecn done in the Calcutta area for 
rehousing of the poorer and working i lass^s. Sir, tlu' iiis(-retiouary nature 
of section is mainls resjionsihh* lor the same. If the provisions id that 
section could ha\e lu'cii made obligatory, such thing’s would not ha%e- 
huppened. 

Sir, I would read out the preamfde <d the .\ct and the relevant section 
52. Whereas it is ex|)e(lient to make )>rovisiun tor lh(‘ impi dveineiit and 
expansion id ('alcutta, etc., and tor the ndiousing of peisoiis of the jioorer 
and Working classes displaced f>v the execution ot an improvement selieme, 
etc. 


Section ■> 1 ! is ridevaiit. That is the only section whicli provides tor 
rehousing of the poorer classes and working ela-sses displaced or likel\ to 
he disjilaeed h\ an improvement scheme. The Board may frame schemes 
(herein called rehousing sehmnesi for the eimst rindion, iuaintenan<‘e and 
management <d such and so many dwellings and shoj>s as they ina_\ cmisider 
ought to he jirovided tor jiersiuis id the poorer and working classes who are 
displaced h\ the execution of any impro> ement siheme sanctioned under 
this Act or are likelv t(» he displaced fjy the <*xecution of any improvennuit 
scheme wliieh it is inteiuled to frame or to Mihmil to the Provincial (Jovern- 
ment for sanction. Kverv rehousing sidieme shall he suhmitted to the 
Provincial (iovernment who may either sanction it witir or without modi- 
ficutioii or refn.se to saurtion it. The Board shall not themselves construct 
dwelling*i or shops under a reliousing seheiiie uniess they are satisfied after 
definite enquirv that no other person is willing and able to construct them 
and -is prepared to construct, maintain and manage them under the control 
of the Iloard. 

Thertdore, it is di,scre(iomiry on the part «if the Board of Trustees to 
make provision or to make a scheme for rehousing the displaced, the poorer 
classes and the working classes. It is in their discretion. 

Sir, the state of things in our present society is such that ver>' few 
people in authority^ however great they may be in other re.spects, c>ome for- 
ward in their dismtion to do any good for the poorer classes. Therefore, 
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in tkis state of things the provisions for doing any good for the poorer 
classes should be made obligatory. I think that before proceeding with 
this Bill extending the operation of the Calcutta Improvement Tcust Act 
to Howrah, the provisions of this section should be amended or recast so 
that it would be obligatory on the part of the Improvement Trust authori- 
ties to make and execute a scheme for rehousing the pot»rer classes and the 
working classes before any schenie which is likely to <lisplace them is sanc- 
tioned because Howrah abounds in j>eople t»l the poortu* i‘las''i*s and working 
classes. This should be done first and it this be not done, the same thing 
will happen here. Therefore, 1 will request the llou’ble Minister to giv<* 
special attention to this iin[)ortant matter and recast (his set'tion before 
])roceeding with this Bill. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, 1 would like to make some id)ser\a- 
tious with regard to this Bill. I support my friend Sii Bhandari and (he 
arguments he has already oifered. 1 need not rej»eat them. 1 come from 
Howrah, the dirtiest town in the world. Mr. Speaker, 1 am not exaggerat- 
ing. It is the dirtiest city in Imlia, it n. the dir(i<*st city in the world. 
Sixty years back, the Sanitary Commi.ssioiiers report etf the husttrs as 
veritable hells and things have not sima* improved at all. In the six years 
of this war thousands of military lorritvs have been running there and roads 
are really cesspools. Theretore it is nei'es.sarv that the interest of the i)oorer 
(lasses should be looked into. Now (Ih 3 ])opu!ati(m is mairly (i liiklis of 
which, 1 thiuk, more than SO prr cent, are cindnvs or workers. Those who 
are living today in Pilkhana, Tikiajiara. (ihusuii, Seelliustee and in such 

i) la(‘es re([uin* improvement, but if they are ousl(‘d by f«>rc(* from their 

hom(‘s, that would be worse than help to them, (iovernment an* in the* 
habit of ousting men fr(»m their bonie.>*ti*a<Is as they are trying to di> else- 
where. Al)out l-')0,t)0(l peasants outside (’aleutta are btdng ousted from 
their homesteads, and for tin* jmrpose of extemling Paleutta, I am afraid, 
similar things might be done in Howrah, so that tin* im])rovem(‘ntK might 
be made for the ttara of the mills, but it will be a great haruHsment 

for th(‘ poorer (las.ses. So unless provision is made for housing them 

j) roperlv and houses are eonstruc‘ted and the\ are given those n'sideutial 
(quarters, the hustccs should not be de!m»lislH*d . Before that any attempt 
to demolish the husfee,^ will mean that they will hav<* to live on the foot-, 
paths. Sir, I supt>ort my friend, tin* preMoUs sp«*aker. 

Then I would like to add only «>ne word that one imaginative Chairman 
of the Howrah Municipality said long ago— six years l>aek “T feel (he baby 
is moving” meaning that the Bill is coming. It has taken six years to 
move and I hope it will not take any longer period and the proverbial mouse 
will not be produced by a mountain in labour. 

The HoffPIHe Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I asHOciafe myself with 
what has fallen from the lips ot two honourable members of tho Opnouition 
regarding necessity for providing housing arrangements for bu^t^e dwellers 
before their eviction, but unfortunately any amendment of principle in this 
Bill will be ultra vires, because this Bill (;xtend.s the jurisdiction of tluj 
Improvement Trust to the H(»wrali Municipality. But I inay tell the 
House that we have in contemplation a legislation for rehousing the Ifustee 
dwellers. I may aW) tell the House that a special and new Branch is 
being created which will i>e attaciied to the Public Health and i/ 0 <*al Self- 
Government Department. The new Branch will deal with rehousing imd 
town planning. All these matters will he taken up by Government. They 
are aware of the necessity for providing l>etl4*r housing facilities to the 
poor town dwellers. Therefore I can assure the House that we will do ()ur 
utmost in order to solve the problem. I would request the honcmrable 
members to bear this in mind and to accept the prorimans of the Bill as 
they stand at present. ^ 
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The motion of the Hon'ble Mr. Mohammed Ali that the Calcutta^ 
Improvement (Howrah Amendment) Bill, 1946, be taken into considera- 
tion, was then put and agreed to.

Sir, in the present Bill not only a member of the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce, a member ot the Indian Chamber of Commerce, but a member 
of the Muslim Chamber of Commerce, liave al.so been put in Sir, I do not 
object to this, hut what 1 object to is the oIlli^^^lon of the Marwari (Diumber 
of Chamber. It all the other Chambers t»f (%)miiierce can la* representetf 
on the Board, i <lo not see any rea.S4jn why a member of the Marwari 
Chainiier of Commerce cannot W put in. In fitness of things, if a member 
of the Muslim Chaml>er of Commerce can be included now' in a new' Bill, 
whv cannot a member of the Marwari (.'hamber of (Nunmerce also be 
included. (Cries of "no", “no" from the Government benches; “they 
are not Bengalees**!. Sir, the Marwaris should not be excluded. They 
must be represented on the Iniurd. They cannot be driven out. They are, 
for ail practical purposes, residents of the city of Calcutta, and have got 
large intefests in this city. It is known to everybody in this House, that 
a large number of members of the Muslim Chamlier of Commerce are non- 
Bengalees. I do not object to a member of the Muslim Chamber of 
Commerce being put in. But what I want to say again is this that when 
a member of the Mu^m Chamber of Conmierce can be included, there ia 
absolutely no reason wy the Marwaris who have long settled in Calcutta 
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And hare been canring on busineiSs here should be kept out. So, I hope 
that a member of the Marwari Chamber of Commerce may be put in. 

Tht HOfl’bto Mft MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, it is very refreshing that 
the Deputy I>eader of the Congress Parliamentary Party is advocating the 
cause of Marwarin. (Cries of “hear, “hear” from the Government bencheS). 
Memljers on this side of the House are very eager to protect the interests of 
minorities in this province, and I can assure the honourable members that 
the interests of the minorities in this provin(‘e will never be neglected by 
Govermnent. Sir, so far as the prescmt amendment is concerned, it will ba 
creating a dangerous precedent if it is aece])ted. We will never know 
where (o tlraw the line; because all kinds of special interests will be put 
forward for inclusion on the Hoard. There are members of the Parsee 
<‘,ommunity, Anglo-Indian eomniunit,\, ScTieduled Caste community, and 
other <-oinniufuti(‘s wlif) can e(jnall\ fcreseiit tlceir claims for representation.

Mr. OHIRENDRA NATH OATTAs Mr. Speaker, Sir, Mr. Sushi] 
Kumar Banerjee ha*^ mo\ed his amendment No. VO lie is not saliHfieil 
witli the de(‘ision of the Hoard. He uariK that there slionld he a provision 
of prefiTrinjf an appeal if the majority of the Howrah imonhers think that 
the decision is a/rainst them. Hut Mr. Stark wants more. He wants that 
the decision of the Board .should not he final hut thal the decision of a 
partic ular individual, the Chairman of the Hoard, shall he final. We also 
want the existence of a ri^rht of appeal. We want to .see that the* decision 
of the Hoard should not he finals hut Mr. Stark, not to speak of the decision 
of Board, wants the decision of a particular individual, who is to presido 
over the Board io he final. Sly friend Mr. Sn.shil Kumar Banerjee is 
certainly a^raiust that apprehending? that even the decision of the Board 
may affect prejudicially memhers of the Howrah romrnitt<‘e. As we find 
th^e are only 4 rnemhers out of HI memhers of the Howrah Committee, 
fiJh’ decision of the Board may prejudicially affect (hem For that he 
wants an appeal to he preferred to the Provincial Government. I am quite 
sure, Sir. Mr. Mohammed Ali cannot have any objection to the amendment 
moved by Mr. Sushil Kumar Banerjee. Mr. Banerjee not being a lawyer 
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baa put in 48 hours in which to prefer an appeal so that there may not be 
any delay. If I were to draft it I would have put in at least a week within 
which to prefer an u{)peal. But Mr. Banerjee wants to expedite the matter 
and for the purjiose of expedition he has put in 48 hours instead of a week. 

Sir, the second proviso is consequential, if, as a matter of fact an appeal 
be allowed or an appeal be accepte<l. He wants that the decision of the 
Board be stayed pending the decision of the Provincial Government. 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, you are aware that on the preferment of an appeal the 
execution of the decision of the lower court is stayed until an order is 
passed by the appellate court. This is provided in the (’ivil Procedure Code. 
Therefore he wants a p^)vi^o to the effect that as soon as the appeal is 
preferred the deidsion of the Board he stayed. So it is a consequential 
thing. 1 think Mr, Mohanmied Ali, who is in charge of the Bill, will 
agree to the ainendtnent of Mr. Sushil Kumar Banerjee and oppose the 
arnendineiit of Mr. Stark.

Mr, CHARU CHANDRA BH AN DARI: Sir, hy accepting this amend* 
ment, au anomalous position will 1 h» creaU»d because the terms on which 
transfer will he made have lieeii einuiierateil above, that is. the transfer is 
to be made on the <’ondition that the municipality to which the transfer is 
to Iw made will Ih* respon.sible for the npkeen and maintenance of those 
works and the municipality oonoerned will bear the reouiring cost of 
maintenance. Again, in this amendment it is said that it will be transferred 
'On the terms to be eettled.

set tiou (it I » There it is .stipulated that the transfer will made on roudi> 
tion that tlu* munu ipalit\ (oiu t’inetl will he ri'sptmsihle for the upk(kq> of the 
work and il uill heat the recuiniiL' cest <»f tlie maintenane<‘ of the w6tk. 
But tills ma\ Ik* iih uiisisttiiit willi the terms which the Provincial (levern- 
ment j>r()}>os(‘ to .settle 

A^rain, as re^^ards the quest mn of c()mp<‘n.Hatii>n, the spirit iinderlyinjc 
th<*se improN ('incut works is quite iiicon.sisteiit with taking: an\ (‘ompeiiaatirm 
from aiiN municipalil\ hecausc whcia' tlu* municipaht\ are tinancially «tron|f, 
the\ would liave themselves takt'ii up such projects and e\(*cuted them.

So, 1 think this amciidiiM'iit will onl\ crcat«‘ an anomalous jiosition 
h\ tlo' transfer (d woiks to iin\ municipality otlo'r than tin* Howrah Muni- 
cipality licc.iiise if they do not accept llo* transfer on that condition on fiay- 
ment of ( oin jteiisat ion foi the woiks, the\ may not underfaki* to hear tile 
re( urrHi^*- cost for ni.n ntenatn e (d tlic work.s, otlicrwise why Mliould they 
come forwaid to pay the < oinpeiisat ion ? In tliat » ase tliey would liave tiiem- 
eelvcs taken up sin h s( hemes .md e\e( uted them and tin* spirit umh'rlying 
these impioveinent works does not justif\ or demand any comjtensalion from 
any municipality otlicr than the Howrah Municipality If that municipality 
other than tin* Howiali Munnip.ilitv does not (onn* forwaid to acc4*pf the 
transfer, in that i ase an arnunalous po«^ition yvill he i rented because in tfiat 
4‘a.se there \\ill he no transfer and the improvement Trust or the Board y%'ill 
he saddh'd with the recurnnir < ost <d maint^-nance for evei without >rettin|i? 
ari} result. So, I oppo.se this ameiidmeiif . 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH OATTA: Mr Dejmty Speaker, I want to 
make the jio.sifion < lear. It tin* outfall works fall in any mumeipality other 
llian (he Howrah Municipalit y , t)n*n the transfer takes placs*. In transfer 
there are two (*ontractin^^ I>arlies. Tlie transferor will lie tin* Board and the 
tran.sferee y’lill he tin* munn ijialit \ other than the Howrah Muiiicipalit.v , In 
clause tlTu ) it has been lanl down that the other munieipalitv shall he 
respon.sihle for the upkeej) and maintenance of these outfall works. 

Then, IKir, if the other muiiicijrality is called upon to pay a certain amount 
by way of coinjrensution. they may not aeree, that is my friend’s contention. 
berauiM* they may feel that these outfall works, the pumpinff wuirks and 
eewaffe disposal works do not benefit them to a large extent. Under the Act, 
they are responsible for the upkeep and maDagernent hut they may not agree 
to the payment of a certain compensation money. In view of that fact they 
may' feel that these pumping*works will not benefit them and if they do not 
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»gree to the payment of the compensation money, as there are two contract- 
ing particH— the trarnrferor the Board and the transferee the municipality 
otner than the Howruh Municipalitv — then an anomaW is bound to arise. 
In view of these facts, 1 oppose niis amendment. There is absolutely no 
necessity for tlii.s amendment. It is clear that the municipality other than 
the Howrah Municipality in which the punijdng works are created will be 
held re8ponNil)]c for the upkeep, management and, it will appear, for the 
future cost of these works, as laid down in section ()7C. This amendment is 
nhsolutely unnecessary and 1 oppose it. 

Thi Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I 
wouhl like to exi)lain tin* pf>sftion. Tlie position is this that this amend- 
ment intends to provide that if any part of any work — outfall .scheme or 
pumping project or works of that nature — is tran.sferred to any other muni- 
cipality other than the Howrah M unicipalit \ , tlu- transfer .shall be on such 
terms and subject t<j the payment (»1 such coinpiMisation, if any, etc. The 
honourable member did not pay attention to the words “if any“. It i.s not 
necessary that when the W(»rk is traiisterred it will be always on the 
bnViTs of j)a\ment of compensation. There may be (*ases of transfer without 
any compensation. Now, Sir, the llowrali Municipality is excluded from 
the o|H*ralion ot this umemlnnmt. l)e(ause the Howiab Municiyialit y will be 
contributing towards .scheme. Diere i.s y>rf)visioii in this amending Bill 
for yiayment ot a certain aimmnt of m(me\ from the fund of the Howrah 
JM unieiyiality . If ant yiart of the scheme is transferred to the Howrah 
Muiuciyiality for maintenunee, tin* Hf)wrah Muniiipality will not he called 
uyion to pay an> (omjmn.sation towards the ea})ilal outlay. If the work 
hay)pens to he within tin* jurisdiction of any munici])ality other than the 
Howrah Muni(M]»ality, then <’ertainl\ the maintenance cannot he entrusted 
to the Howrah Munieifmlit\ , Ix'cau.se it ma\ lx* situated outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Howrah Municipality. If the iiiaintenance is to vest in that 
iiiuiuciyiality , I lien the re.s)>onsihilit\ has tn he undertaken hy that muni- 
cipality. 1 he honouruhie inenih(*r has yxiinted out tlial if tin* municipality 
hud lH‘eji ill a position to nas for the ('ost ot the scheme, then they c*ould have 
undertaken the sciieim* lliemselves. It would not iiave been iiecessarv for 
the Imyiiovemeiil 'Frust to tak<‘ it over and to make if oxer to th(*m. It is 
not provided that the <‘ntiie cost of the schi'ine will he realised It is a 
mutter whicli will he taken into considerat ion— the tinaneial ymsitioii and the 
ability of tlu* municipabtx to pax lor the maint<*nance will certainlv be taken 
into consi(b‘r.it ion bx ( ioxernim'iit in assessing tin' .iinount of (•om})eusution 
whii'b tile municiynilitx is to pay fowanls canita^ outlay. It may be "i j)er 
(“tuit. or it may be 10 yier cent. It need not be cent, per cent. I am sure it 
will eertuinlx not be c<‘nt. per t'ent. Tln*refore, that question which the 
honouralih* nM'iiilx*! has raised in ihi.s House dot's not arise. The honourable 
member will ivalise that if the Improvement Tru.si makes over some part of 
the scht'me to a muiucipalitx for maintenance, they would do so w'ith their 
consent. None wtiuld yiropose to transfer any yiart of this scheme to a 
municipality for maintenance unless that munit ipalitx is a consenting party. 
So ftir the oyieiation of this amemlmt'ht «-onsent of iMitli the transferor and 
the transferee will he net'essarv. Without that it is not proyiosed that the 
work of maintenanee xvill he thrust on the unwilling shoulder.s of any 
inunix’ipulity . therefore, 1 hope the House will accept this amendment.

The f|uestinn is if notice has been 
given by a member of the As.sembly whether another member of tiie

In this connection. Sir, on the point at issue In'fore you, I submit, that

Mr. A. F. STARK: Sir, 1 wonhl like to sujfl^esl that it is not desirable 
that om‘ party sliouid pirn h the hahies ot ol}u*r paiti<*s. 1 would like to 
support Mr. (Jupta’s Mi^j^i^estion that this amendment is to he moved by 
a memher of anothei party other than the Kur()]M*un Party* it should be 
moved a.s a short -notice amendment. 

The Hon*ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I have no objection to per- 
mission heinir praiited to Mr, Khuitan to move the short-notice amend- 
ment, because 1 have also been j^iven induljrence of the meinbers of thia 
House in this respect and T have also moved a short-notice amendment. 
So I cannot lepritimately shut out any short notice amendment. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: So fur as this jHiint is concerned, T would 
not jrive any rulinjr off-hand nor i.s it necessary to jfive any ruling since 
the Hon’ble Minister is accepting the short-notice amendment. 

Mr. DEBI PRASAD KHAITANS Sir, 1 Wg to move a short-notice 
amendment that in clause G9, in the proposed section 178 after the w’ord 
“anything” in the second last line, the w'orda “not iricoimstent ivith tbe 
provisions of this Act” W inserted. 

The reasons for this amendment are that the word “anything” that 
ooenrs in clause 69 of the Bill is of too wide a nature and in oi^er to explain 
it, I will just read clause 6]^as it stands, vis., “if any diffieult^r arises in 
gif i n y effect to the provisions of this Act in the Howrah Municipality, or 
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in any area in the neighbourhood of the Calcutta Municipality or in any 
ai^a in the neighbourhood of the Howrah Municipality,” then note the 
word« “the Provincial Government may, notwithstanding anything con- 
tained elsewhere in this Act, by order do anything which at^pears to it 
necessary for the purpose of removing the difficulty”. 1 l»ve not the 
slightest doubt that the members of this House have only to concentrate 
their attention on the w’ord “anything” to find out that too wide powers 
are being taken up by the Government for the purpose of removing the 
difficulty. In the recent past w'e have sufficient expel^ence of how advan- 
tage has l)een taken of the Defence of India Act and the Defence of India 
Itules for purposes for which the Dtdence of India Act and the Defeiibe of India 
Rules were not intended at all. There is no reason why we should not fear 
that if the word “anything” in an unqualified manner is allowed to remain in 
this section, such wide powers will vest in the Government that the members 
of this House and perhaps their descendents may bave to regret in future 
‘ £qr having allowed Government such wdde powers. Nor do I think that 
tfie Hon’hle Minister w'ould like to have such wide powers vested in the 
Oovernment either constituted by himself and his colleagues or future 
Governments that may come into existence. The amendment that I have 
been allowed to mote by the kind con.sent of the Hon'ble Minister and by 
your indulgence restricts the w'ord “anything” to methods not inconsistent 
with the piovisions of this Act. I will not give examples of what powers 
the Government may get if the word “anything” is not qualified. I will 
leave it for the Hon’hle Mr. Mohammed Ali to guess them for himself and 
the honourable members to guess and I have not the slightest doubt that 
if the Ilon’ble Minister in cliarge will give one seconil's thought to this 
problem, he will accept this amendment witliout the slightest hesitation. 


lift DH IREN DR A NATH DATTAs Sir, liere the Legislature is 
giving wide powers to tlie executive. The rule-making power is vested in 
the legislature whrrh give* authority to tlie executive for the purpose of 
■earrying out the different provisions of the Act. 

Sir, during my experien(‘e as a lawyer for the last years I found 
that any law by which power has been given to the executive by the Tjegis- 
lature is not inconsistent with the provisions of the Act nor is it repugnant 
to the provisions of the Act. 8o, here must neces.sarily he some such 
qualifying words as “consistent w’ith the provisions of the Act”, not 
inconsistent with the powers of the Legislature to make laws, and those 
provisions should not he repugnant to the provisions of the Act. The 
powers rest with the Legislature to make laws and the exei'utive has not 
got the power to make laws. So. the executive should not be allowed such 
wide powers as may enable them to do anything they like; they cannot be 
allowed to commit munler or anything of the sort and their power should 
ftlw’ays he restricted. 

With these words, I support the amendment of Mr. Rhaitan. 

Mr, 8HARFUDDIN AHMAD: Sir, I rise to opimse the amendment of 
Mr. Rhuitan. It has been said by my friend, Mr. Dhirendra Nalh Daita 
that during his long experience as a lawyer he has not seen such wide 
powers being given to the Government. I would submit here that all the 
68 clauses that have been accepted by the House are nothing but limitations 
on the powers of Government. The last clause, namely, clause 69 which 
runs as follow^s, provides some powers, if any: — 

“If any difficulty arises S giving effect to the provisions of this Act 
in the Howrah Municipality^ or in any area in the neighbourhood 
of the Calcutta Municipality or in any area in the neighbourhood 
of the Howrah Municipality, the Provincial Oovernment may, 
notwithstanding anything * contained elsewhere in this Act, by 

order do anything which appears to it necessary for the purpose 
of removing the difficulty.” 
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So, Sir, the power that ia contemplated to be given to Gbvemmeiit by ihia 
clauee is very very limited in its application, because of the existence^ of 
the words any difficulty arises about giving effect to the foregoing 
provisions of the Bill’*. 

Sir, as I said there are 68 clauses which have been adopted by this 
House, and they cover the whole field. So there is very little power left 
to Government to be afraid of. ThivS provision is intended only for the 
purpose of meeting unforeseeiv* circumstances which might create difficul- 
ties and deadlock. * This is only a means to getting out of difficulties, if 
anv arise and the legislaturtv might not he in session at the time. It is 
only for such limited and rare occasions that this clause is neceasary. 
The fear raised in the mind of Mr. Datta is not probably justified. 

Mr. I8WAR DAS JALAN: Sir, if this proves true, as my friend has said 
just now, then 1 do nof find any ground for objection on the part of Go%wn- 
ment, because wliat he says is this: that the (lause as it .stands means thut 
the Government is not empowered to <lo anything which is contrary to the 
provisions of the Act. Then what is the harm in accepting the ameudmeut, 
so that no Court can put a contrary meaning. If the coniontion of mV 
friend Mr. Sharfuddiii Ahmad is corret't, 1 hoju* the Hon’ble Minister will 
accept tlie amemlment. 

I have got one more point to ad<l. What we propo.se is "not inconsis- 
tent with the provisions of tin* Act.” Now if tliis is opposetl, then may I 
lake it that tiovernnient wants to make orders wliieh aie md consistent wdth 
the provi.sions of the Act. If this is true, are we going to give veto power 
to the Exe<‘ntive over tlu' I/<'gi>latufeh We )ihv»‘ ])asse(l various sections 
of thi.s Bill, and we do not sei* an> reason wljy we should again empower 
th«‘ Executive to do away witli thos«* sections which we have passed in this 
House. If we authorize the Exeeutivj* to do .something which is inconsis- 
tent with the (»rovi.si()ns of the Act, then * certainly we authorise the 
E.\ecuti\e, to act in a manner whuh may nullify the w’hole Act. The»*^ 
.should the la'gislature gt\o sueli poW’«*r to th«* Executive?' (Certainly not. 

1 hope the llon’ble Minister will consider this point. 


The Hon’hie Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Mr Deputy Siaaker. Sir, I 

regret it is not p<»s.silde for me to accept tins aimuolinent . [ would give 

only two reasons. Firstly, I would najuest niv friend, Mr. Kliaitan, U» 
read clause (iJt along with hi.s umeiidment, and tlnui he will realise the 
implications of the aincndinenf . Let me read the amendment .—“if any 
difficulty arises in giving efteet to the provisions of this A(‘t in the HowraK 
Municipality, or in any area in the neighbourhood of the C^ilculta Munici- 
pality, or in any area in the neighbourhood ot the HowtjiIi Municipality, 
the Provincial Governimmt may, not withsturnling anything contained 
elsewhere in this Act, }>v order do anything not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, which appears to it necessary tor the purpose of 
removing the difficulty.” Sir, if the arnendinent is accepted in this form, 
it becoih^s seif-c’ontrailictory. In one plaee it is “not withstanding any- 
thing contained elsewhere in thi.s Act“ and in another place it is “not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Aet”. Therefore, if this amend- 
ment is accepted it becomes self-eontradictory and will ereate a lot of 
difficultie.s. 


Secxindly, a lot ha.s been said about the intention of Government to usuip 
wide powers. That is far from correct. If the clause is accepted as it 
stands it does not confer any power on Government. honourable 

members should see the implication of the fist sentence in the clause which 
is "if any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of the Act 
that is to say, the power that is beinif taken by Government is only a power 
to remove deadlocks, and is very strictly hmitedi as my friend 
Mr. Sharfuddin Ahmad has* very correctly pointed out. The power is inis. 
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if in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, or in implementing them 
lUljl difficulty arises, then Government can remove that difficid^^. the 
hononrable members will realise that the power is not at all i^de as is 
apprehended. No question of arson, murder, or looting comes in here. I 
would ask my friends, Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta and Mr. Ipiaitan, to 
rea<l the clause again: “if any difficulty arises in giving effect to the 
provisions of the Act”. Mark the words “if there is any difficulty”. So 
in the ease of there being any difficulty the Government will remove that 
difficulty. Notiling further. Then again read the laai sentence of the 
clause “whitdi appears to it necessary for the purpose of removing the 
difficulty”. Iliue also the power is again limited. So I do no| see any 
reason why members sliould be getting alarmed. It i.s only necessary in 
order to see that the provisions of the Act are carried into effect, and 
nothing beyond that. "Jdiere is no question of taking any power by 
Government. 

Sir, similar provision is in existence in the Garden Reach Municipal Act. 
There is nothing new and nothing alaniiing. Mr Khaitan asked me to 

S Ve a few minutes’ thought to his amendment. I shall in return reque-it 
p. Khaitan most re.sjiect fully to give a few seconds’ thought to the impli- 
cation of his ameiidnieut. He will find that if it is accejited it will be .self- 
contradictory and illogical. Honoumhje members should realise tlhat 
Government tnke.s only a limited power to implement the provisions of the 
Act only to remove any difficulty if and when it arises. So I hope the 
honourable members will not be alarmeii and the amendment will not be 
pressed. 

Mr. A. 8TARK8 May I ask the llon’ble Minister, through you. 
Sir, one question y If any difficulty arises tor which tliere is no provision 
in the Act, will the Provincial Government then by an (>rdt*r remove that 
-difficulty or will the Provineial Government come to tlie liCgislature with 
an amending Rill to laake a legislation 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, the present proposal is to 
meet any difficulty which arises. In order to give effect to the provisions 
of the Act G()\ eminent may by order nunove lliat difficulty and if it is felt 
that thi're is a need lor an aimmdiiig Rill — because ue cuiiiiot legislate on 
a hypothetical basis — ^Government will certainly come forward with an 
amending legislation so that provisions may be made in future that similar 
difficulties do not arise. Rut now it is a hypothetical question : it will 
have to be decided wlieii that difficulty arises. If suc h diffii ulty ever arises 
niul if it is litH'essary to bring in an umeiidiiig Rill, it will certainly h© 
done. 


Mft PRASAD KHAITAN: Sir, I crave the indulgence of 

replying to the Hon hie Minister as a result of his request I have given 
a careful thought both to the provisions of the Rill and the amendment 
which IS now before the House. 1 would again request the Hon’ble 
• tbougiit to the amendment tliat has been moved 

Rt this House. I would first draw his attention to the expression “any 
ditnculty . “Any difficulty” refers not only to points arising out of this 
Act but also to the enforcing of the Act. And as Mr. Stark ha.s pointed 
out, if there is no provision in the Act to this effect and if it is thought by 
the Government that somethin^ should he done in spite of the absence of 
any provision ki the Act, could it be carried out by an executive order of 
th© ^verument!* Sir, the clear an^ww given by the Hon’ble Minister is 
—and h© has given hut a loyal interpretation to the clause which has been 
supported by him — that Government would have the power to carrj’ it out 
to winove the difficulty, if any. by any means that Government find suitable 
mthout coming, to the Legislature or even without getting an Ordinance 
issued. 
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Thf Non’Me Mr. MOHAMMED ALIl Sir, I snid it would depend upoi 
the nnhire«of the difficulty. 

Mr. ilEBI PRASAD KHAITAN: But, Sir, there is uot the ilfghtaa 
doubt tliitt Government is bein^ armed with powers which were not withir 
their coutfuiplation when they drafted this clause of the Bill. I submil 
that the expresl^ion “any difficulty” occurrinjr in the ftrit line of the amend’ 
ing Bill is so wide* — and 1 think nothing can Iw further wider, which ma^ 
not be in the contemplation 'of the Government at the present moment 
— and still gives such wide poWer^ to the Government that they may oni 
day regret having acceptwl it, ami they will be pressed not only by thf 
Improveiieni Trust hut also by some memhers of the public to overcome 
all difficulties arising out of the Act on accf)urit of its heneficent provisioufl 
and carry out the purposes for which the (hilcuttu Improvement Act luav 
not be intended either the (Calcutta Municipality or the Howrah Muni« 
cipality or nwighhourlng arca>. In their own interest Government should 
iu>t theiefore j>ress tins elause without this beneticiul amendment that has 
be*‘n objected tr». I would turtlier submit that even if this clause 1« 
ciiiried unamended by this House, the Hoiride Minister should gHe 
further thought to it and get it amemUMl in the Upper House. 

The motion of Mr. Debi Prasad Khaitnn. at short notice, that in clause 
fib. in the prr»posed section 17H after the word “anything” in the se<M>ud 
last line, tlie wonls “not consistent with the provisions of this Act” be 
inserted, was then put and lost. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMOAR: Sir, before you put clause 
to \ote will the Hon’bh* Minister consider tin* suggestion made by 
Ml Khaitnn’^ In respect of clause (»?t, when the Bill pusses through the 
Ujiper House, will In* reineniher the suggestion about making a suitable 
amendment there at least on clause titff' 

The Hoii’bte Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I would discuss the mattm 
witli Mr. Khiutiin and I hopi* 1 will be able to convinoe him. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDARs Sir, thf only thing for bin 
to consider will be this: There is no knowing as to when and for how lonp 
this ]>rnvince may or may not hi* ruled under section 9-1, It would bt 
dangerous, I tiiink, to inemhei.H of both sides of tin* House to give sucf 
illiniitahle powers in the hands of the Go\ernment. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER; The di seiission on this <*lause is closed. 1 
hope you will not pn*ss this matter. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT«MAZUMDAR: Sir, I would ask him tc 

consider this (juestion. I have nothing further to press. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The Hon’hle MinisbT has agreed t( 
discuss the matter with Mr. Khaitun. Tlierefore that ({uestion does no 
arise.

Assembly, he passed. ^ ^ 

Mr* DEBI PRASAD KHAITAN t Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir 
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Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The honourable member will remember 
that we are not sitting beyond nix o'clock and that is why no recess for 
pnyer has been given. If the honourable member wants' W speak, he 
must finish soon. 

Mr. DEBI PROSAD KHAITAN: I will speak a few words just to 
draw the attention of the llon'ble Minister to the necessity of certain 
improvements near Calcutta, and I do not think I shall take more than two 
or three minutes. I welcojne this Bill, and I congratulate the Govern- 
ment that they have included sub-clause (4) of clause 2 empowering the 
Government to issue notifications and included within the purview of the 
Cahmttu Improvemtnt Act any specified area in the neighbourhood of the 
Cub'utta Corporation or of the llowrali Munici])ality. It is a matter of 
regret to me that one aineinlinent notice of which was given by Mr, Anandi- 
lal I’oddar, being aniciulment No. d, was not allovv’ed to be moved, but I 
would particularly <lravv llie attention of the Government to the necessity 
of taking immediati' .stejis for the improvement of that portion of the 
neighbourhood of Calcutta wiiich lies to the south of tlie railway lines and 
south of tlie Dhakuria lake. It (|uite true that Government have taken 
steps for certain improvements on the eastern side and the development 
of the salt lake area, but on reading the report of the (’oinmittee that wa.s 
appointed for the improvement ot the salt lake a very unfortunate sentence 
appears that in order to develop that area a period of about twenty years 
will be required. Surely, th<‘ population of (’alcutta is extending on a 
much more rapid rate and it is desirable that the natural w’ay in wliirh 
Calcutta is extending, namely, touutrds the south, Government should see 
to it and take immediate steps t(» extend the operations of the (’alcutta 
Improvement Act to that part of (’alcutta which lies to the south of 
Dhakuria lake and south oj the railway line, nani(‘l\, areas which lie within 
the Tollygunj and Hi*liala municipalities. 1 hope that the Government 
vv'ill consider (hat matter an a v<My urgent measure; olheiwise, the city 
W'hicb is already developing towards the south will develop in a hajdiazard 
manner. Later on, if the Calcutta Imjuovcnnmt Tru>t want to extend its 
ojKsrations, the cost of land theie will go uj) and mmdi of the land will 
have bwm built upon and it may not be possible tor the Improvement Trust 
to take such methodical measure.-^ ^is they could bt‘ in a position to take 
at the firc.sent moment. H is veiv^ necessary that a layout of the develop- 
ment in that ar(*a slnuild be nunle as s(M»n as ])ossib]e in order that there 
may be a very methodical dt'vtdopmcnl . That is the onlj point to which I 
wanted to tlraw tlie HouTilc Ministers attention. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir. I wel- 
come this legislation hut 1 want to point out that this (hiicutta Improve- 
ment Act was passed in 1911 hut since then there has not been much 
improvement in that urea. So, even after the improvement of Howrah if 
We find tiiat there was no improvement in the hustee areas, I shall consider 
fjhat this is not an Improvement Act. 

Sir, there are certain sections in the Calcutta Improvement Act, as for 
instance, section ’M] which deals with improvement schemes and section 52 
which deals with rehousing schemes with respect to poorer classes and 
working class people who will he displaced by the improvement schemes, 
but it IS regrettalde that this Act was not enforced for the last 35 years. 
It is regrettable that so far as hustee areas are concerned, there is not much 
improvement or rather there ij^no improvement. The law should be so 
amended as to make it compulsory for the Government to make improve- 
ment so far as hustee areas are concerned. I am afraid, Sirj whether any 
such legislafion will shortly be passed, but I feel the necessity of a legis- 
lation for the purpose of improving hustee areas of both the city of 
Oaloutta and of ine Howrah iowm. I request the honourable members to 
look into the mqtter so that a legislation which, I think, is absolutely 
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naMsar^is immediately taken in hand and we shall welcome this leiris* 
lanon. With these few words I again congratulate my friend for bring- 
belated Jegislation. ® 

Tl» Hoft’fHe Mr. MOHAMMED ALI. Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I 
have b^ely a few minutes at my disposal. I do not propose to detain the 
House because we have not yet adjourned for prayer. 

Sir, I am grateful to Mr, Datta for his congratulation though I do not 
deserve it. I am not responsible for this Bill. This Bill was referred to 
the Select Committee and adopted by our l»artv long ago and I presented 
the Bill as it emerged from that Select ComimUee because the Bill had 
lapsed. So, I canot take any credit for it because the Bill was adopted 
long ago. 

I have heaad what Mr. Khaitan and Mr. Datta have said. I promise 
them that I shall consider the question <»f revising certain provisions of the 
Bill if it is deemed ex|H.Hlient. \\ e may incorporate certain provisions in 
the Calcutta Improvement Act in the light of the experience gained during 
the long period of more than dO years in the working of this Act, and it 
uo feel after examination that certain clauses should he amended or certain 
new’ provisions should he added, certainly we sliull (‘onsider that question. 
But the scope of this Bill was limited inasinin'h as it only tried to extend 
the operathm of the (Calcutta Improvement Trust to the Howrah Munici- 
paliH’ and its nciglibourhood. A\ e shall examine tlie (juestion of amend** 
ing the Calcutta Improvement Act so as to provide for butter working of 
the Improvement Trust within the jurisdiction of the Calcutta Corporation. 
Tl»at is a matter which we shall consider later on. 

As regards the question of housing, I think I told Mr. Datta what our 
future plans are in tliat respect. We do propose tti bring a legislation for 
providing housing ami we also propo.se to establish a Ilousing Board and. 
further a new Bramli attached tf» the Jiocul Self-(iovernment Department 
is being cj(‘ated so that the question of towii-j)lanning and housing can be 
taken up by the (iovernment. 

Sir, with these words I again thank the lionourable members for the 
willing co-o[)erution that they hav« rendered me during the piloting of 
this Bill. 1 do not take any credit for this. The credit is not mine. I 
simply happened to be in the fortunate poaition of piloting a Bill by which 
the people of Ilcovruh and its neighlxmring areas w'ill be benefited. Tills 
Bill was uc(ei>led in principle by the members of the House in 1943. 

The motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Mohammed Ali that the Calcutta 
Improvement (Howrah Amendment) Bill, 1940, us settled in the Assembly, 
be passed, w’as then put and agreed to.

Tivis figure includes cases where only a jxirtion of a house 
ban been requisitioned, e.g., where two or three rooms have been taken over 
for the purposes of the Rationing Department. 

(it) The number of residential premises released from reiiuisition between 
the middle of August, 1945, and 31st May, 1946, is 2(M). 

(tit) Nil. 

(c) It has been impressed on all concerned that now that the war is over 
every effort must he made to release requisitioned premises as soon as 
poss^ible. With the removal of the major portion of the Government of 
India, Supply Department, from Calcutta, a number of premises occupied by 
departments of the Oniral Government in this city have been vacated. The 
Muitary authorities are co-operating, and the Standing Quartering Board 
reviews the position weekly and releases as many houses as possible. 

Mr. tlMAI. COMAR j&HOSE: With reference* to answer (h)(i) in 
view of the fact that one year ha# elapstd since the termination of the war 
and in view of the answers given to (5K«ih and (r), will the Hon'ble

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMEOl Will you kindly repeat the question? 
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1^ BIMAL IHIIilAR QliOit; In view of iht fact tliat a year has 
slapSiA sines thl^teraination of the war and also of the fact that a major 
poriiodt of the Ooternmeiit of India Supoly Deptrtment has been removed 
and there is no residential premises under the American Forces and ^e 
farther fact that it has been impressed on all concerned that these reouisi- 
tioned premises will Iw released forthwith, why only 20 per cent, of the 
premises requisitioned have so far been darwinisitionedy 


Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: There are some formalities which have 
to be undergone before the houses are derequisitioned. That necessarily 
will take some time. Further all the military i)ersonnel have not b^n 
removed from Calcutta at once and still there are many i)itMnises which 
are in occupation of the military. 

Mr. BlMAL COMAR CHOSE: Will the Hon 'hie Minister lie pleased 
to state what are the formalities which are necessary for dcreipiisitioning!* 


Mr. HAMIOUDOIN AHMED: There are so many questions which 
have to he examined. For instance, in .s<»me cases, (he houses have lHM?n 
improved, and the authority whieh ha.s made the improvement may 
necessarily claim the <’ost of improvement. In other cases there may las 
damage (‘aused, and somebody must usertain the amount of damage that 
has been caused and the owner is entitled to some compensation for any 
such damage, and w*hen any dispute arises, arhitrutiou is ajupiunted which 
adjudicates the amount of compensation to he awarded to the owner. 
Another ijuestion may arise, viz., when any improvement has heem made 
by the military authorities, the owner or the party concerned may l>e asked 
to pay the ciunpensation. If he agrees, it is well and good, but if he does 
not agree, the next higher landowner is approached whether be is agreeable 
to pay the compensation. Many such formalities have to be undergone 
before any (lere<juisition is made. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAXUMDAR: Will the lion ble Minister 

be pleased to state whether the only formality that stands in the way of 
early derequisitioning is the disputes referred to by tin* Hon*ble Minister? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: No, that is not so. I have already 
stated that there are many houses which are still in the occupation of 
military authorities, 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Will the Hon’ble Minister 
be pleased to state whether disputes with regard U) claims are allowed to 
stand in the way of speedy derequisitioning of houses? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: Sometimes. 


Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: With reference to the answer 

that out of 985 houses only 200 houses have been derequisitioned so far, 
will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state on what principle this pre- 
ference is given in the matter of derequisitioning these houses r 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: It is not in the hands of the Provincial 
Government. The Standing Quartering Board review the whole position 
and they declare w'hich house can be derequisitioned and which cannot. 

Mr. A. F« STARK: Will the Hon "ble Minister be pleased to state 
what does'the Government intend to do when the Defence of India Bales 
expire at the end of September?

1 think 
the question of compensation has not been settled. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH CHAUDHURY: Will the Hon’le 
Minister be pleased to state bow many bouses have been released in the 
months of June, July and August? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: 1 ask for notice. 

Mr. d. Ct GUPTA. Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state why 
a survey by chartered engineers cannot be made and pending the settle- 
ment of disjiutes about compensation or otherwise, the premises cannot be 
released ? 

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED: It is in the interests of the house* 
owner that the question of compensation should he settled first. Once the 
houseowner is put into possession, further difficulties may arise for settling 
^ the compensation.

was reading it out — some portion of it . (Interruptions from the 

Government benches.) You may contradict it but please have the courtesy 
to hear me. While Mr. Dalta was so reading from his paper with hi's 
eyes fixed on that portion wUeh he was readiiw, there was such a din and 
bustle on ihe other side that it was impossible Mr. Datta eithar to hear 
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you or to see that you were on your leg^. Is it therefore proper for you, 
in the first instance, to call for an a]>olo^y from Mr. Datta instead of 
calling to order the memWrs on the other side of the House in spite of 

their table-thumping and in spite of their threats of “direi't action^’ 

(Loud cries from the (Government and also from the ('ongress inches.) 

iir. DEPUTY SPEAKER: But Mr. Dutla has not said what you arc 
saying now . 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAIUMDAR: But you have without hearing 
him called for an apology from him which i^ most unfortunate and 
unprecedented. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I appreciate the s]>irit in w’hi(‘h you have 
made the observations. If really Mr. Dutla did not see that 1 was on my 
legs, he must have said so. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Ihit without hearing a 
statement from Mr. Datta you could not ask for an a]K)logy. 

Mr, DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am t'leiuired to accejit a statwlnCnt from 
my friend if he says that he did not see that I was on my legs. \!,ou are 
making the statement in his presence and unless he makes a statement of 
this nature, I am not prepar(‘d to arcept it. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Did von n<»t s(.< Mi DaUu 
reading .♦ paper ,tnd atlei loiving '-eeii it your''o!l, how could \ou. without 
Imariiig anvtliing liom ,\fi. Datta, reaMuiahly <‘ail toi an afiology from an 
lioiioii ralde momla*! ot the I1 (mih« i*. more tli.in I ran say. It sfM*ms that 
^(»mr of the lionouraldc mnulm'. on the ollirr '•idc liaNe made up their mind 
A{ least to take the dire< ( aet'.on «i| flir»\viiing our \oiees and not allowing 
us to make oiii ^uhmisNums to (he Deputy Sfieaker. But I must say that 
(lie honoiiralile menih-UN on (he other ^ijh* must know thal in this venture 
of direct aeticm tlo‘V < anmtt « ow doan on this sole ol the House. We 
havi* s(M*n then helate<l imitatifui ot direct lotion which is (he Im»sI form of 

flatterv to the Congress (Loud noise and in(erni]>tions from both Hides 

(»f the House). Sir, if I am interrupted I owe an iddigation to return that 
compliment to the interrujitors. If y(Mi do not exereim* v<‘Ui authority to 
see that memlMTs of tlie other side exteini the I’ourtesy to llo- Dejiuty Lender 
oi the Congress party, you cannot exp(*<( tlie ‘«ame courtesy from this side, 
for I would most re'.pe<‘t fully submit to you that courtesies are reciprocal. 
The meiiihers of the other sWe may thus shahhily treat the Dejuify la*ader 
of the Opposition in this way. Let not those members remain eomf)laeent 
that by virtue of their 118 niajorit\ votes they can ride roughshod over tlie 
rights of the speakers, over the rights of the meinher'* of this House. I 
would humbly nMjiiest you. Sir, to reconsider your decision regarrling apology 
and then Mr. Datta will In* in a fwisition to have his say and not before. 

Mr. ABDUL MOMIN: Both .sides should he allowed t4) s])eak if it ia a 
platform and I lielieve if people are allowed to speak there are jieople on 
both sides who can speak for hours together. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: We would like to hear from 
the Deputy Speaker. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 would like to hear Mr. Hoy. 

Mr. KIRAN SANKAR ROY: Mr. Deputy Speaker, I am worry for the 
excitement. Sir, I Icnow what is due to you, 1 know that unless the dignity 
of the Chair is maintained, this House will be a sort of bear garden. But, 
at the same time, Sir, I want you to realise — I s^ this very humbly — 1 want 
yon ^ realise, you being a new member of this House, that precious as your 
oigniiy is, equally precious js^the dignity of every member of this House. 
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You Hhould not have, if I may say so, asked Mr. Datta to apologise. The 
provoration came from the other side (Cries of ‘'No, ’ “no from Govern- 
ment l>^nche8 and “Yes”, “yes^’ from Opposition benches) and considering 
the situation I am directing the Deputy Leader of this Party not to offer 
any apology to you. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: On a point of order. I am really sorry 
that the Leader of the Congress Party has instead of helping you 
asked his Dejnity Leader not to apologise to you. It was rather surprising 
that the Deputy Leader of the Congress Party, an old member of this House, 
should have taken up an attitude which is derogatory to the dignity of the 
Cliair and the dignity of this House and to himself. Now, it is not unknown 
to him that when consent is refused he j-annot read the statement — it is not 
unknown to him — and it is also known to him when you were on your legs 
and when you were giving directions he cannot go on talking. Sir, when 
your directions were not being bdlowed by the Dejjuty Leader of the 
Congress Party; then the other .side begun to table-thump and shout. 

Dr. PROTAP CHANDRA CUHA ROY: ihi a point of order. 

Mr. PAZLUR RAHMAN: 1 am on u point of order. 

MF. DEPUTY SPEAKER: What is vour point of order. Dr. Guha 
KovP 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: 1 am on a point of order., l^et me finish. 
Sir, \\e expected a more dignified (M)nduct from the Deputy Leader of the 
Congress Party and we still hope and appeal to the Leader of the (’ongress 
and the Ih'puty Lead(‘r that they will restore the dignity oi this House 
by obeying yotir order. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I would res)>cctfullv submit 
tlmt tile dignity of this House can be restored b\ showing wlioleheartedly 
that without very considered fore-thought and without taking into account 
all the circumstances no member can be <*allcd upon to own u]) any wrong if 
he has committed it. I think that the situation requires that you, Sir, on 
your part may be pleased to recognise and appreciate that due to misunder- 
standing you called for an aiiology from Mr. Dattn and it is meet and 
proper that you sliould now say that you do not demand an apology. 

Mr* HARIPADA CHATTERJEE: 1 want to submit, would you ask all 
the members of that side to ajmlogise to our De])uty Leader because they 
were howling him down. (Interruptions iwul noise from Gtivernment 
l>euches.) They ought t(» know how to behave, iiow to conduct themselvog 
in this House. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have heard with great respet't what has 
fallen from the lips of the Leader of the t opposition, but I want to make 
some observations l)efore I announce my decision. I am really surprised 
to find tbut honourable members are not — some of them at least are not — 
conscious of the responsibility they have in maintaining the dignity of the 
Chair which virtuallv means the tlignity of the House. If members do not 
pay attention to and obey the decision of the Chair, it is impossible to 
conduct tlie proceedings of thi.s House. Mr. Niharendii Dutt-Ma£umdar 
first wanted to plead that the honourable Deputy lAUider of the Opposition 
did not see or near me. In spite of this suggestion from Mr. Niharendu 
DutLMaxuindar, the honourable Deputy licader of the party did not come 
forward with any statement corroborating that of Mr. £hitt-Maeumdar. 
After some time Mr. Dutt-Manumdar shifted his gnninda. First he was in a 
mood to think and say that really an unfortunate incident has happened on 
the floor of this House. Subsea uently he meant to say that it is tne Chair 
which should really withdraw inat order because, in his opinion, the Chair 
was not justified in calling for an applo^ from the honourable Deputy 
Leadar of the Onnocition, The Leader of the Onnosition stood up and I waa 
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that the matter would end there, but unfortunately he also obsarved 
that in view of certain observations made*— not exactly observationa but 
sounds made — by certain members he ^ould not advise the Deputy Lwwler 
to make amends for what he liad done. 

In these circumstances I think it is not proper for me to continue the 
prooeedinge of the House any further. It was really unfortunate tKat the 
honourable Deputy licader began to read out the reasons for his motion. 
He stood up to enquire of the reasons of my refusing consent. I was willing 
to speak out ray reasons for refusing consent an<l in fact it was for that 
purpose that I took my stand. Instead of hearing my reasons for refusing 
consent, he went on reading out the reasons of his motion. In these circums- 
tances I will adjourn the House for 15 minutes in order to ctuisider what 
further steps may be taken for restoring the dignity of the ITmise. 

I would again appeal to the T.eader of the Opposition as well as the 
Ivcader of the House to see if something ran he done for restoring the dignity 
of the House, and I would he glad if they would kindly meet me at the 
Speaker’s Chamber. 

(As this stage the nnu*^** was adjourned for 15 minutes.)

Th* Hoft^we Mr. MOHAMMED ALI; Sir. 1 hojie you will permit me a 
couple of minutes to explain the (iovernment point of view in this matter. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: I hope every (»ne will kindly hear the 
licader of the Opposition first. My reiinest the I^eader of the Opposition 
ie that he should not bring in any controversial matters. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Mr. Deputy Speaker, I know my limita- 
tion. I w'as not discussing the adjournmenl imition of my friend, Mr. Datiii. 
I was just explaining what we intended to do. You have overruled that and 
I know that in this House vour decision is final and we accept it as final, 
but as a jirotest against this policy oi the (Government to give effect to a 
party decision through governmental authority, we are withdrawing from 
this House. We will not participate in the Imsiness of the House today, 
but that does not mean any disrespect to you or to the House. 

The Hon*ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Will the Leader (»f the Oppt»- 
sitiou kindly hear me for one minute? 

(At tbi« stage the Congress Opposition meinhers en hloc ^<*ff Chamber.) 

Sir, he should hear the (Government iKiiiit of view. The wiadorn of 
Government's action in declaring the KJth August as a ho.iday h^ been 
amply justified and demonstrated bv the unfortunate incident that we 
witoeesed in this House. It is in the interest of peace and tranquillity 
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oi tke prorince that Goyernment decided to declare 16th Augiut as a holiday, 
because they apprehended that £w there was clash of ideologies between the 
two political parties, if one political party tries to create a strike or a hartal 
and another party is bent upon minimising the efforts of another political 
party, there js Iwund to be a clash — a communal clash and bickering. In 
order to avoid that Government decided that the 16th August should be 
declared as a holiday. 

Apart from that, though that was the main consideration that weighed 
with Oovernmeut, another secondary consideration w'as that the Constitution 
allows the meinbers of the Council of Ministers to retain their political 
existence. So the Chief Minister of the province has a dual personality. 
He is not only the Chief Minister of the Government of Bengal but he is also 
the Leader of a Ihirliameritary Party—he is the leader of a political organi- 
^ decision of that political organisation, he is to 
abide by that decision, he is to side with the persons who are going to request 
persons very peacefully to abstain from performing their normal duties 
On the other luind, he is also the diief Minister of the jirovince and he is 
chafed with the duty of maintaining peace and tramiuillity in the province. 
On the one hand he cannol ask the people to prevent persons from perform- 
ing thair normal avot alintis of life but he is also to s(*e, as the head of the 
iovernmeifx, that not only the normal a(‘tivitieN of Government but also of 
nrivuto individuals function. Therefore, Sir, he is a(‘tually, so to speak 
between the two In.rns of a dilemma. Therefore in order to see that there 
IS no trnuble in the province, there is m» clash— communal clash, there is

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I would he glad to tell you, I refutied 
consent to the motion on the following grounds: — 

The action of the government is an ordinary art in llie exercise of the 
power vested in the (Joverninent by section 2«'> of tlie Negotiable Instruments 
Act. I felt I would not 1 m* justified in giving consent to an adjournineut 
motion on a matter which is an outcoim' of an act of the (loverninent in th« 
ordinary admiiiistrution of law under the Negotiable Instruments Act. I 
will read out the language ol the motion which was sought to be idovcmI — 

“This Assembly do adjourn its husiness to discuss a definite matter of 
urgent public importance and which is of recent ocnirreiice, namely, 
the situation arising out of the declaration of a public holi<iay on 
the Kith August, H)4f). which has been declared a ‘Direct Action 
Day’ by the Muslim I>*ague”. 

Now’ the fitatement apjieuded to the motion does not contain any evidence 
or statement to show that any situation has arisen as a result of the order 
of the Ooyernment pasfwd under section 25 of the Neptiable Instruments 
Act. Nobody knows what is going to hapjien on the Kith of August, 
whether there is going to l»e any untoward occurrence at alL In the absence 
of any occurrence — recent occurrence, or in the absence of any situation 
arising out of the declaration of this public holiday, which, as I have 
observed, has been declared merely in tne exercise of powers vested in the 
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Uorarnment tmder the ordinary law of the land, I was not feeling justified 
in giving consent to the adjournment motion. I have acted according to 
the dictates of my conscience and the rules laid down for this purpose, and 
I am further fortified in the view I have taken by one precedent of the 
Central Legislative Assembly, This is a ruling given by Sir Sanmukh^ 
Chetty, who was then the Deputy President of the Central Legislative 
Awembly, and happened to preside over the proceedings of the Central 
Assembly, There an adjournment motion was sought to be moved. The 
motion was with regard to a forfeiture order under section 23 of Act XXIII 
of 1931 of Hombay. The Chair ruled '‘I am afraid, the (/hair cannot allow 
the adjournment motion on that jioint. The Bombay Government was 
administering an ordinary law of the land and the policy of the Local 
Government or the (Jentral Government in administering the law of the 
land is not a matter of urgency within the rules, and as such the motion is 
not in order'’. I’his ruling was given on the 7th of September 1933. In 
view of the fact that no urgmicy cou'd he proved, and in view of the ruling 
of the Deputy President of the Central TiCgislative Assembly, as is found 
from the proceedings of that Legislature, I thought 1 would not be justified 
in giving consent to the udjouriimeiit motion. 

Mr. D. GLADDING: Thank you, Sir. 

Mr. JYOTI BA8U: Sir, my point is this: after wdiat we have heard 
from you I want to know if you are going to revise your opinion (cries of 
*‘No'* “no" from the (iovernment l)enches) because just now I heard 
Mr. Mohammed Ali saying that he tears or apj)rehends some sort of breach 
of the peace and communal trouble on the lOlh of August, and that is why 
Kith of August has been declared u public holiday. Sir, — (interruptions). 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Grder, ord(*r. Mr. Basu, tliai is a hypothe- 
tical question. I’lease take your seat. 

Mr. ilYOTI BASU: Sir, I have a right, a democratic right, to express 
myself in this House, aiid are you not goirig t(» hear what 1 am going to 
submit I' Ah I was saying, Sir, Mr. Mohammed Ali has said that he appre- 
hends a breach of the peace; that is the Government point of view it seems, 
but not the point of vicvs , ot common Mussulmans. You have said that 
you don’t apprehend that breach of peace would take place. But there is 
a direct contradiction in that the (iovernment thinks (dherwise and there- 
fore Government lias declared the IGth to be a holiday. Therefore, I 
think you should, under these circuin.stances, revise your opinion. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 cannot he giiided by any opinion of either 
the Hou'hle the Leader of the House <*r any other member. Only because 
one thinks that something might happen on a problematical case of this 
nature, I do not see any rea.son or ground to revise my view. Therefore, 
SO far us this matter is concerned, it is closed. 

Now I would like to ask the Hon'ble Mr. Jog<mdra Nath Mandal to 
move that the Bengal Repealing and Amending Bill, 1945, as passed by 
the Bengal Legislative (’ouncil, be taken into consideration.

Mr. HAMIDUDDIN AHMED (on behalf of the Hon’hle Mr. H. 8. 
Suhrawardy) : C') Yes. 

(h) I’etnd lulioniiig is Ix^ing enforced under the orders of the Central 
■Government and this (iov(*rnment is not res)H>nHihle for its continuance. I 
am indebted to the War Transport Department of the Government of India 
for the following statement : — 

“Tetrol is not produced in most of the Empire countries and the 
requiiemeiits of the vaiious units of the Hritish Commonwealth of 
Nations lune to Ik* met tiom available Empire production plut 
itii)M»rts from non-Empire lountries. At present, ow'ing to dollar 
complications, ])etioI from iion-steiling areas is in a very abort 
supply and the total amount f«>r distribution to the Empire eountriea 
is not suilicient to im*et their full demands. Strict rationing in the 
Hritish Empire countries must, therefore. W continued to ensure 
{a) the availability of jH'trol for essential requirements; ib) an 
equitable distribution to the consuming public; and (r) that there 
is iM> waste of dollars through the purchase of an excessive quantity 
of American petrol. The falling oflt in demands by the Army doea 
not make an euuivalent amount of petrol available for civil nurj^oaes, 
any supplies tiuis Itecoming available to the Pool, are ultimately 
distributed jwriodieijly on a global basis.

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: I mav tell the honourable 
memlier that we are just at present examining a scheme by which we 
may launch an anti-malaria drive near about the city of Calcuitu, 
namely, in the huxtee areas. We are examining a scheme h\ which there 
may he an attempt at larva-control and spray of that well-known 
in'sectici(le D.D.T. AVe may .send squads of anti-malaria units, mo that 
they may make a regular fortnightly visit to the htt$fevn in and around 
Calcutta, they may spray each and every hudee with D.D.T. , and at the 
same time tackle the neighbouring breeding grounds where mosquitoes 
arc br^ and thus we may have thia larva-control. We hope that by 
thin measure we shall be able to tackle the malaria problem. We have 
schemes for the rural areas. If I am to outline them, it will take 
a lot of time. I would request the honourable member to hold his soul 
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in patience. When the demand for Public Health and Medical Depart- 
ment will come up, I shall be able to satisfy him that government are 
taking up large scale schemes for the control of malaria. 

Or. DHIREHDRA HATH DATTA: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to tell us whether there is any scheme for the rural areas? 

The Hon’ble Mr. MOHAMMED ALI: Yes, Sir, the answer is definitely 
in the aflirinative.

Mr. MAFIZUDDIN AHMED: Yes, Sir. 1 have already rei)lie«l to a 
portion ot thii ou«wtion, namely, that Government have realised this and 
une oonsideriiif^^ this question for including: other elements. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH CHAUDHURY: Will the Hon ble 

Minister be plea.sed to state whether these committees are functioning at 
the present moment, becaiuje in his reply he has stated that only one sub- 
committee has submitted its report. 

Mr. MAFIZUDDIN AHMED: Since the Ministry went out of office all 
these committees ceased to exist. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH CHAUDHURY: Will the Hon ble 

Minister be pleased to state if the present Government is considering the 
desirability of reviving those committees again. 

Mr. MAFIZUDDIN AHMED: I do not think any useful purpose will 
be served by setting up those committees again, because we nave got 
something to work on, and that is the o-vear draft plan, and now the 
Post-War Reconstruction Boanl which is known as the Development Board 
have been examining all the schemes that have been placed before them, 
and after making amendments, additions or alterations, they accept it 
and then recommend it to Cabinet. 

Mr. MUHAMMAD OHAUDHURY: Are we to 

understand that these committees did lot do anything, and it was a sheer 
waste of public money and energy? 
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Mf« MAFIZUOOIM AHMED • Certainly not. They did some useful 
work. 

Mfa BIMAL COMAR CHOSE* In view q| ^ the fact that (he draft 
5-year plan was drawn up by officials diiritiji: the Section 1)3 repinie, and 
in view^ of the further fact that the IX'velopiiient Board also consist 
mostly of officials, will the Hon'ble Minister he oleased to consider the 
desirability of re-examining the whole Post-War Plan by a boani consist- 
ing of non-officials who should be more ac<juamted with the netnls of the 
country ? 

Mr. MAFIZUDDIN AHMED: I do not agree with my friend to set 
up another purely and wholly non-official body to examine these plans. 
They are before (ioverniueni and are going to be examined by the l>evelop- 
ment Board, and as I have just now said, (it»vermnent is considering the 
desirability of introducing non-official elements into these committees. 

Mr. BIMAL CHAHDRA 8INHA: AVill the lion bh Minister be 

pleased to state, if schemes that have been declanal accented by the 
Finance Minister in his budget statement come into clash with any other 
schemes drawn uj) by the (lovernment of India, which should be tinal?

DEMAND FOR GRANTS. 

7-~Land Revenue. 

The Hon’ble Mr. 8AIYED MUAIZAMUDDIN H08AIN: Sir, on the 
recoinrnendatiou of His Excellency the (Governor, I beg to move that a 
sum of Ks. 7(1,58,1)00 be granted for expenditure under the head ‘*7 — 
Land Revenue''. 

Sir, in moving this motion for the grant I .shall refrain from referring 
to the different heads of the Budget. But 1 think 1 should give an account 
of the drastic change which has taken place in the Depar&ent since the 
presentation of the last Budget. (Several voices: To the microphone, 

f lease. The Hoii’hle Minister then went over to the mike to speak through.) 
am sorry, Sir, the mike is not working. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Sir, is there any maintenance section 
in the Legislative Assembly Department? 

Mr, SPEAKER: No, it is maintained by nuui under the Communica- 
tions and Works Department. 

Mr, NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir. money is in your hands 
and I hope you will enforce on us (hat we won’t sanction it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No Certainh it is not in the hands of the Speaker. 

The Hon’ble Mr. 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN HOSAIN: Sir. I shall 
speak at tlie to]) of my voice and I think you will be able to hear me. 

Sir, as I was just saying, I should acijuaint the House with the fact 
that tin* Revenue Denartmiuit has undergone a drastic change since the 
presentation of the lust Budget and it was in accordance with the 
reconimendutions of the Howlands Ciunmittee that the Relief and 
Rehabilitation section of the Revenue De|)artme.nt has been transferred 
to the Co-operative Dejiartinent, iitid on account of that Revenue Depart- 
ment has no longer wiything to do with the distribution of agricultural 
loan. But it is rather anomalous that although loans are distributed by 
another Dt)]»artment —the Co-operative Department--the Revenue Depart- 
ment has got the responsibility of realising tlie loan. We would watch 
this and give the presiuit new sy.steni, a trial fiji some time before we can 
conic to any decision as to whether it is an improvement on the previous 
HTstem. 

Sir, T should mnv like to give a short account of the main activities 
of the Departimmt and of the different schemes that the Department has 
taken up for eoiisideration for the information of the House. I may at 
once say that the most important subject that has been engaging* the 
attention of the Department is the abolition of Permanent Settlement 
which has been given the first priority in the programme of the present 
Ministry. I am fully aware of the fact that the delajjr in giving effect 
to the recommendations of Jlhe Land Revenue Commission for acquisition 
of all rent-receiving interests has given rise to a widespread feeling of 
uneasiness in the country. There is an overwhelming public demand 
for changing the existing system of land tenure which allows the whole 
hierarchy of rent-receivers, from the proprietors down to the lowest 
Cttliivating raiyats, to intaroept a large part of the legitimate share of 
the prince of the land. Hie balanoe of opinion horns the contention 
that without the abolition of PennaMtft Bettfement no oo-os'diiiated land 
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and ngricnltural reconstruction of the country can he put through to 
ensure, (1) an economic holding for each cultirating family with fair 
rent and fixity of tenure, (2) fair prices and fair marketing facilities 
ior agricultural produce, and (3) an increase In the yield of crops and 
extension of cultivation. The Bengal Administration inquiry (\>mmittee 
has strongly urged on administrative grounds that (loverilment should 
give the earliest possible effect to the recominendutions of the Land 
Revenue Commission. Immediately after the formation of the present 
Ministry I took the opportunity of thrashing the wliole subject in a 
conference of expert Revenue Officers of (iovernnuoit , both past and 

? resent, with a view to decide on what lines the recommendations of the 
iand Revenue ('ommission could be given effect to. 1 may inform the 
House that my department ha‘< already formulated the i»ec«‘ssary 
legislative proposals which are now under con.sideration of the ('a)unet. 
I need hanily sa\ that it is a far-reaching and momento\is matter which 
will touch the very life of the people ami as such requires vt'ry careful 
and detailed consiileration by (iovernment us a whole. 1 expect, however, 
to be in a position to introduce a Bill on the snbi(»ct during the next 
budget session of the legislature. 

Sir, another ver\ important question on which this Ministry has 
already taken a decision coiu'ertis the rights and interests of landlords 
and tenants in non-agi iciiltural lands regarding uliich, as tlH‘ House is 
aware, a Bill has already been introduced and referred to a vSel(*cf (’ommittee. 

Yet another important mt*asur(‘ has been introduced in the I pper 
House and referred to a Sidect ( ommitti'c with the object of continuing 
existing rent contnd nuMisures in ( alcutta and other urliaii areas for a 
furtlier period (d tliree years. 

I mav infonn the House that another very important administrative 
matter whicii is engaging the attention o( ( iov»*i nmeiil , laigi*-scule 
acipiisition of lands for development purposes, sueh as Moore l*rojt*ct, 
Hariiighuta Scheiiu* and so on, is coming up. N(‘Cessunl>, tlno'cfore, a 
large number of people will lose their lands from these areas, but 1 may 
assure the House that ever^ attemjit will be made to provide the 
dispossessed people with equivalent lands els4*wht‘ie in tb neighbouriiood. 
The agrarian jadicy of (jovernment has been to improva* tin* lot ot the 
cultivators and to minimise their hardship as much as possible. 

Sir, the (rovernment poliev with reganl to remissions dmj to 
agricultural calamity has also un<icrgone great rhunge. W e luiv** noir 
been giving remissions very liberally. As a rt»Mult lliere was a large-scale 
remission of rent and cess in estates direct 1\ managiMl by (lovem- 
ment in affected areas. Remi.ssion of land revioiue to the extent of 9 
lakhs was given to tlie proprietors of pt*riiianetl\ -settled estute.s on the 
ground that they may in their turn remit rents ()f raiyats, tenants 
and sub-teiiaut.s. Large scale reliefs wen* also giv4*n to the uffeetea 
people in the shape of agricultural loan and loan for house-building and 
purchase of cattle and rehabilitation purposes and oth«*r ^Uiings. In the 
current year, during out of a sum ot ti.} lakhs, <>) thousand end 

35,.T50 maunds of seed b»ans due for recovery, only a sum of 3 lakhs 5() 
thousand were realised b> viduntary collection up to May last. Thereafter 
the local officers were directed to take recourse to amicable 
collections and not to force or execute any certificate for recovery of 
agricultural loans till tfie nun and jute crops were harvested in September 
next, and to write off all unn*alisable amounts us early as possirde. It 

is only in the case of wilful defaulters who are in a nosition to pay, but 

who did not that the (Vdlectors are reqiiireil to pnKjeed with the exei ution 
of certificates against them. 

In the matter of realisation of rent in khat maliaU also under 

certificate procedure, all ^safeguards have neen taken for any possible 
misuse of powers which may cause hardship to tenants in general. 
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Instructions have been given to local officers that execution of certificates 
has only to be started after harvesting of main crops in the area when 
the tenants are expected to have money to pay their dues. At the same 
time (Government have adopted a scheme for encouraging amicable 
collection from all tenants. The basis of this scheme is direct touch of 
collecting staff with the tenants by Tillage propaganda and door to door 
collection for which a tahsil has been divided into small units each in 
charge of a collecting officer. With a view to encourage voluntary 
collection an incentive has been given to the collecting staff in the shape 
ot }>nnUH for collection on amicable basis only, (.'ollection through 
c<*rtificate procedure has thus been discouraged. The staff also find it 
against their interest to resort to it as it reduces the amount of their 
honUM. Tenants are also offered liberal coneeshions by w’ay of remission 
of interest, if they i)ay in time according to the scliedule after the harvest- 
ing of the main crops. ( Vrtifi(‘ateH are resorted to (mly when these 
directions and incentives for voluntary collections fail to produce any 
result. Kveii tlien certificates are filed only against wilful defaulters 
after giving them a warning notice and a further chance of paying off 
their du<‘s. 

It will he thus seen that the policy ot the Hcvenue Department has been 
to give the least trouble to cult ivii tors and the tenants and give 
them timi* to pay off their dues when they have money in their hand. 
Government are aware that the cultivators are the backbone of the 

country and in their welfare lie peace and piospeiit.\ of the country. So 
they must be treated with the utmost .sympath> in everything that affects 
them . 

With tliese few w'ords I move my motion. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA BHANDARI: Mr. Speaker, Sir. 1 move 

that tlie demand of Hs. 7(i,o8,0t)0 for expemliture under the head “7— 
Land Revenue” hv reduced by Rs. 100. Tlie reason for my moving this 
motion is to raise a dis<'U.ssioii about the situation that has arisen a.s a 
result of the notification (notificMition No. dated 2‘Jnd March, 194()), 

under the Laml Ae{|uisition Act, for ae<|uisitiori of vavst tracts ot lands 

comprising Tio villag(‘s with its ])addy and other lands, tor tiie proposed 

ship eanal from Diamond Harbour to ihe doj'k system at Kidderpore. 

Sir, it apjieajirt from the Land Acipiisition notification that the canal is 
to he do miles in length and 1 mile in hretulth. If the eanal he 
oonstrueted, villages of agriculturists will be effaced from the face 

of the earth, about do thousand of land, mostly fertile paddy lands, 

will be destroye<l ami one lakh peojile, mostly petty cultivators, 
will be l•(*mb*re^^ h(dmi‘h*ss. landless and de]»rived of ocauipatiori. If the 
canal he eonstnieled, then dretlging in the upper part of the Hooghly 
river will be stoppeil ami as a result that part cd the river will be rapidly 
silteil up which will have ruinous effect upon the liealth and prosperity 
of ('uleiittu and on both sides of the Hooghly river, and it will also have, 
it is u]>prehended, baneful effect upon the Damodar Valley Scheme. 

Sir, the ex[»erts are of opinion that at a very lesser cost, the Hooghly 
river can he improved .so that tliere will be no necessity of dreilging in 
the river and tliere will be no necessity for * construction of any ship 
canal, tliat is, the\ sa\ that the water of ihe Radma can be made to flow 
through the Hooghly throughout the year by nitans of a pair of guide 
luinkvs at the off-take of tl^' Hmighly river at a lesser cost. In the 
circumstances (he Government should not remain satisfied by leaving 
things at the hands of the Port (‘oiumissi oners as they say in their 
Press-Note. Both the social and the technical aspects of the scheme 
should W subjecteil to close .scrutiny by competent impartial experts 
bt'fore its final acceptance. They should not leave it to the Cmmissioners 
for the Port of Calootta, who are an interested party and no impartial 
judgment can be expected from them. 
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Sir, even if the scheme be consideml ns technicallv sound in the lonir 
I would still urgfe upon the Government to abandon the scheme and 
declare here and now that it has no intention to proceed with the 
scheme, because the objection to the scheme on social jrrimnds is all the 
more serious. No villai?e of agriculturists should be destroyed for a 
cause which is not primarily for Uie benefit of the villa^^ers. There 
must not be such lar|^e scale destruction of villa>?es, then* must not be 
such larjte scale destructirm of paddy lands, there must not be such large 
scale evacuation of agriculturists for a cau>e which is not primarily 
for their benefit. Sir, I shall make my jioiut clear. Take, for example, 
the Ihimodar Valley Scheme. In that scheme in order to save thousands 
of villages from the havoc of annual Hood, if a small number 

of villages among them have to lie acijuired and sacrificed, that can be 
tolerated 5 that ran he tolerated it, ol (MUii'st*, thi‘se displaced 
villagers lie resettled in suituhle places and he iMOupcnsated ol lierwise. 
But here the case is (piite contrarx. Here il»e M'hemc is for the benefit 
of the foreign commercial interests. It nia\ he lor the benefit of the 
big industraialists. it may may he for the benefit of the big millowners, 
it may be for the benefit of the big cities, hut for that the 

villagers and agriculturists must not he <*allcd upon to make this great 
sacrifice. IXixs an* come uhen all otlu'r interests should he miule 
subordinate to the interests of the agneulturists. I>a\s are gtuie wlmn 
agriculturists could he made to \iehl to any unreusonahle demand. 
Sir, 1 raise this point lu'cause it is a ver\ serious thing to displace the 
cultivator. There is a basic' difference h(*t\x»*en the dis)da(a‘rnenl of a 
cultivator and disjrjac'ement of any oilier man. If you displacr* a man 
belonging to the middle class from any particular land, he can 
piirsiK* his calling from an> other tilace, Imt if \ou disphu'e an 
agriculturist, you \sill siniplx kill his u hole tarnilx. You cannot give 
him an> fertile land instead. Governimuit eanimt give himU to 
thousands of agriculturist tamilics. In fact, they ('ould not give any 
land to the evacuees, speriallv of Magrahat, whose lands and homesteiola 
Were re(|uisitiomMl during the last wur for milifar> purposes. When 
the miseries of those unfortunate people were recal h-d, one will Ire 
horrified to imagine the sorr.v i»liglit in which tlic unfortunate villagers 
will be iilaeed if they he displaced from their lands by tlie construction 
of the canal Where would the\ goi" Where would fliex find ur'commo- 
datioii? No monoy can compensate the displueejneiit of the 
agrieultiiiists. (ash monex in their hamln would l>e spent out shortly 
and then th(*\ will he roving like vagabonds. In the c ire urn stances Tl 
Would urge upon the (iovernment to xxithdraw their approval to the 
scheme. In anx case the villagers xxeiild resist tlieir eviction. If all 
constitutional attciiijUs fail, they will resort to sat i/of/niha in resisting 

their eviction. 1 am not saxing this lix way of threat. What can thoae 
unfortunate pt'ople do, if all tlic c(»iiMtitulional means fail, Init to resort 
to the path of mdf-suffering ? 

There is another thing to which I would draw the attention of the 
Ministry. A critical •situation has la-mi creat<*d h\ tlie notification. 
All transactions in lands in the localities have ceased either hv wav of 
mortgage or by way of «ulc. People are not finding any transferee to 
raise money by sale or hx mortgage of their iunrls. The area is in 
distress, hecau.se there Vas alinont trrtal failure of cr<»p last year. They 
do not ‘find any means to finance their cultivation. In the circninstanc/en, 
without waiting for the decision of suh-committee of the Port 
Commissionem or the rmmsideration of the matter by the Gentral 
Government. I would urge ufMin the Ilon’ble Minister, who*nrof«(we« to be 
a servant of the agricult urisU, to realise the sentiment, to realise the plight 
of the apiculturista and to withdraw the nolificatiou and declare here and 
now that he has no intentibn to proceed with the scheme, or to give approval 
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to the scheme, or to allow the acquisition of lands even if the scheme be 
imnctioned by the Port Commissioners or be approved by the Central 
Government. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion for the acceptance of 
the House. 

Mr. MANORANJAN DHAR: Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
Kh. 76,58,000 for expenditure under the head '7 — Land Revenue” be 
reduced by Rs. 100. The reason for my moving this motion is to raise a 
discussion about the situation arising out of the wrongful disposal of 
Oovcrnuieiit /chax inahal lands and site of the “Siirya Kanta Coronation 
Mell” and the old court houses forming part of the playground of the local 
liigh^ school at Jlajitpur, Mynieiisingli, to a private person contrary to 
public policy. 

Sir, here is a nionuinental instance of a huge and fruitful conspiracy 
by a private person for UHurpation ot (foverninent lands whose accomplices 
happen to he no less a jierson than the notorious S. ]>.(). of 
Kisnoreganj, the /7/o.<f rnahal tahsildar and some henehmen of theirs. The 
story in brief is this: These lands comprised in P. S. dag No. of the 
Government estate No. of Mymensingh Collectorate contained the Civil 
Court premises and Bur Library for over a (‘entiiry until March, 

A short while after when the (hnirt and the Bar Library w^ere shifted else- 
where for some accidental reason^, the local schoid authority approached the 
rnahal authorities for settlement of those lands and they took lease of 
those lands for making a playground lor the students. They were using 
those lands since then by paying due rental to Government." During the 
last famine, the S.D.G. took jat^session ol those lands under the Defence 
of India Rules, for starting a gruel kitchen there. After the term of the 
Dt'fence oi India Rules t*\'pired, posst*.ssion of t host* lands was rest(»red 
to the st'hool (‘onimittee. In fact, th(‘se sites were in public use from 
time immemorial. Actually the students were using them for the last 
25 or do u*ars. To the surprise of the local people all on a sudden 
towards the beginning iif last May, one Dr. Nabi, the Sujierintendeiit of 
th^ local F.R.L. hospital of Bajitpur, in c(dlusion with the local khas 
inahal tah.trldar ami with the definite consent of the S.D.O,, Kislioregauj, 
who had no right to interfere, took possession of th(»se lands 
surreptitiously and began to (“onstruct houses there. Sir. there was situated 
“Siirva Kanta Coronation Well” which was sunk by the donation ot the 
late Maharaja Surya Kanta Acharya Chaudhury of Mymensingh, of 
Bengal partition agitation fame. It was sunk for the supply of drinking 
water to the ]>eople of the locality in (‘ommemorating the coronation of a 
British King ami the heneficiaries ot that well were all sections of the 
public of Bajitpur since then. Dr. Nabi, contrary to the public interest, 
was now’ going to obliterate the existence of that well by throwing earth 
into that well. Not only he was making an unwarniiited attack upon the 
prescriptive rights of the people but also thereby he was hurling insult 
at the noble memory of that illustrious son of Bengal, I mean the late 
Maharaja Surya Kanta Acharya Chaudhuri of Mymensingh. This is the 
story in brief. 

Sir, a few’ weeks ago, I along with some brother M.L.As. approached 
the Revenue Minister. After hearing us he gave an assurance that 
the matter would be looked into and that an order for stopping further 
interfenmce with these lands would he issued, f do not know’ whether 
any ()r<ler has been issued TTr whether that order has reached the local 
officials. But the fact is, as I have just learnt from a letter received 
yesterday, that Dr. Nabi is defiantly going on constructing houses on 
uoae lands. ^ He has already finished the construction of some houses 
wre and going to construct other houses. How strange it is that local 
officials would not protect the Government lands in ike public interests 
Hhey lie going to deliberately n^lect their clear duties of protecting 
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Govennnent lands and thereby protectinff the public interest with impunity. 
These things should be stopped. I would uree upon the Hon’ble Minister 
not to remain complacent about it. I have heard that newspaper reports 
to the effect that the Revenue Minister issued an order for stopping further 
interference with the lands, reached Dr. Nabi ; but I now find that 
Dr. Nabi is going to construct hou.ses there in spite of that. He must be 
asked not to proceed with further construction. Both local Congn*ss and 
League are agreed that he should be stopped and 

(At this stage the member having reached liis time-limit resumed his 
seal . ) 

Mr. BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir, 1 beg t<» iMuve that the demand 
of Ks.

Sir. it is strange that though the .scheme will alfect a very large 
number of [leople and local rcMdents, still no representative (d the people 
was taken int(» that ('ommittee Tliat Committee alter some labour 
drew u]) a ,‘>c*iieme lor the n'clamation ol the Salt Lak«' ar«Mi, and (lovern- 
ment by publication ol u lujtihcation in th(* “(ah’Utta (razette , dated 
the 11th (October, l!)4o, notified that the> were going t(» acquire 72* 
square milt's of land for the so-called reclamation of tin* Salt Lake area. 
I deliberately use the word “so-called . becaust* it has been mitified 

that tliis land is going to be retjuisitioned f<»r three purpo.ses. Tho 

purjioses as notified in the Laml Ac<|Uisitioii Notice No. ISlMlj^.A., dated 
Sth October, I!)4o, are “wheiea.s it appears to the Oovernor that the land 
in the district of 24-lhiiganas lik<d\ tt) be neiMled for a public i)ur|iose, 
namely, rerlaiiiati(»n oj a portion ol the Salt Lakes lor the 

general improvement ol tlie health ol tlie jieople of ( alcutta, lor making 
provisions for hustle re-housing purpose's ami lor devfdopment of fisheries 
for the improvement of li**!* supply in Calcutta”. These are 

the ostensible ohject.s indeed; hut 1 will try to show that these ohjecta 

can never be fulfilled b\ the Mdi«*me us drawn up hy the ( oTninittee. 

Let me first sa> a few words un the jirojioseil development (»f fisherieji. 
Sir, you ma\ aware that fisheries grow well ordy in rivers and in 
half-saline waters, and hig fishes grou only in places where dirty water 
18 available. If arrangements can la* made to develop fisheries in tbt> 
Sunderhan areas, as provided for in the Budget, such tinkering measures 
here wnll be superfluous. Then Sir, there is another point. There is 
plenty of dirty water in the Kn.vt4»|>ur ( anal area, but this canal has been 
dug in such a way that it is above the ground level, and it is not possible 
to open the himd to allow dirty water flow into the varriei. 
The re«rult is that these at present get no suppl> of dirty water 

and there can be no fisheries worth the name within that area. If the 

existing varries can get better supply of dirty water from the ( orpfiration 
they would turn out l>etter supply of fi»h. Government have not been 
able to make satisfactory arrangements for the development of the varrUt 
in this area, and m a result the varrie$ which existed some time before, 
are faltiiig into disuse. Sir, it is strange that while Government arw 
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not in a position to maintain in proper order the existing varrie$, they 
are going to reclaim the Salt Lake area. Why? Is it m order to create 
new t 7 ^ 2 mW? Sir, I do not know' how it would be possible for Govern- 
ment to create new fisheries, if they are not in a position to maintain the 
old ones. 

Then, Sir, it has been suggested that the Lakes in the reclamated 
area, would be utilized for fisheries. W^ell, Sir, I put this question to 
Governineni : df»es the scheme as it has been presented before the House 
indicate that tliere would be some fresh water lakes, more for purposes of 
decoration than for the purpose of improvement of fish supply? I put 
another ijiiestion to (tovernmenl : how many tons of fish does Govern- 
ment get from fresh water lakes, and does the Dhakuria Lake as it exists 
at present, supply any fish at all? 

Then I turn to the next object, namely, provision of houses for hustee 
dwellers; the Calcutta Intsteex are a standing <lisgrace. It has become 
almost a (rustoin for Provincial (iovernors to visit Intsicvs' in Calcutta, on 
their assumjjtion of office. But 1 wonder, Sir, even after the visit of several 
Governors, how many hysirrs, though they are in most horrible 

conditions, have been improved in the city of Calcutta? (lovernment 
have no right to claim land before they can prove their ability to improve 
hustevs, nor liave they any right in transter people without taking steps 
to re-settle them suitably. Sir, this talk about improving the housing 
facilitii‘s for Ijustci'wnJhix looks like a story which it would he difficult 
even for the most gullible of the members to swallow. The real object 
behind the scheme is the extension ol tin* city of ('alcutta. 

Sir, we have n(> ol)j*‘ction to tlu‘ extension of tlie cit\ of Calcutta. As 
ji mutter of fact, ('alcutta is now' going to he greater, and if ('alcutta 
is to grow satisfactorily then* .should he some .sort of planning, so that 
there may not he any unplanned development. There is no <d>jection 

to the development of ('ulciittu, hut if Calcutta is to he developed we 
must ask: should it (h‘velop at this I'ost, at tlie cost of that has been 
projaised h> the Committee? Now’, wliat is the cost? The cost is firstly, 
about one lakh inhabitants will have to be ejt‘cted, their homelands 

•destrosed, and their oecu]iation ruined. The Heveniie Minister said 

that he vNill make an en(|uir\ and try to re-settle those tenants who will 
be e\icted from flaringhuta ami some other places. 1 am sorr}', he has 
not either mentioneil where he is going to re-seltle the one lakh people 
who are going to la* ejected from here. They should not be rendered 

homeless before an alternative arrangement is madt^ for re-settling them. 
As my friend Bhanduri lia.s said: even if you pay coni|K*nsation that 
is iM)1 adequate. So far as the agriculturists are concerned, 

unless >ou give them identical laml, unless >ou re-settle them, no amount 

of compensation can reall> (Munpensate the loss tliey will have to face. 
In this context. Sir. to eject theM* petqile is, my friend has said, to kill 
them. 


Then. Sir, (lovernment have expressed the intention that the whole 
land will have to he acquired under one single notification, hut the report 
aays that it will take not less than fifty \ears to develop the entire area. 
It is strange that though it will take .such a long time to complete the 
whole scheme. (i(n'ernment are going to acquire the whole land by a 
aingle notification. What is the reason of acquiring the whole land all 
at once? The rt’uson is not far to seek. If the whole land can be taken 
away at the present momeivt, it will fetch later on a price more than 
five times high than at present. What is the ultimate object of Govern- 
ment ? They have calculated that they are going to pay com|>eiisation 
at the rate of Its. Ifio per biglia at present, but when they 
wouhl develop the land (bey would be in a poeition to sell land at the 
rate of Ra. 500 per oottah for factory purposes, and Re. 1,500 per cottah 
for residential purpoeee. Now, Sir, see the margin of profit. I wy 
*with all the gravity 1 pan command that thia ie nothing but launching 
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onfall impossible and unfair speculation by the Government of !6engaL 
We have enough instances to show how tlie Government actpsitied 
themselves in the large scale trading oj^eration in the matter ot civil 
supplies. Bengal has bitter experience as to how they a(*quitted them- 
serves in the boat construction scaudle. I would say that after 
establishing their reputation in large scale trading openitions, they have 
now come u]> witli a large scale land speculation, which means extermina- 
tion of thousands and thou^umls <»f agricultural families and 
destruction of tluojsands and thousands acres of good agricultural laud. 
We find. Sir, that the (iovernment of Bengal is gradually Woming a 
big trader ami a hig speculator, but. Sir, (iovcrnmeiit are probably 
auare that the people there have become determmed not t«i go out of the 
lam) at any cost. ThotisamK ami thou.saiuls of applications have been 
sent, ami it ha> bt^ui clearlv t‘\pres>e<l by the pt*oplt* of the locality that 
even if the\ have to icsort t»» rt‘si*.tance the\ \^il1 not fail to do so; they 
are not going to «‘vacuate under any cir(‘umstance, becuu.Me they have no 
otlier place to go. 

(At this stage the blue light was lit.) 

Mr. Speaker, Sn. the time at my disposal i.s short, so I 
will not go iurthei into detail*. I would say once again that the mailer 
is vcr\ seri(tus. It ( alcutta has to t‘\paml it minnot do so at the eoat of 
tin' pool vilhigeis. The\ (‘annot sucnfici' their homestemls ami hustles 
for Inmsing tin* ric'h men. I would ask. wh\ don’t \ou put into 
opiiation the ('ountr\ and Town IManntiig Ai't, if you aie keen ahout 
ex]>amling (alcutta. ^-ou can introduce tin* legislation first. If >t)U 
have a Bill under consideration tor town ami c«>nntr> development , why 
not jnit it heion* the Hoii^c, and tiicn proceed with tin* si'heine of iK’ipiisi- 
tioii of land. othcrwi*.c, Sir, to acipiin' the land first ami then to tdnee 
the (’onnlr\ .iml 'lown Planning Act. on the statute book, would be 
toipedoing llic Planning Scheme from the \vr\ beginning. 

Sir, if the (loveinment ilo not respect the wishes and d(*miinds, the 
V(‘ry legitimate demands, of the people of that locality, there will he no 
end of trouble. It will be dangerous tf> I'reale a dis<'ontenl4*d pomiltioe 
in*ar about ( ah'utta, ami to alwa\s havr such a iliscontcnted people (#t 
this stage tin* red light was lit i making tioubb* just on tin* bordi‘r of the 
capital — . 

tThe nn'inber having reached the tiine-liinil n'sunied his seat.) 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr Spea kei, Sir. I heg to move 
that the demand of Its. for expemlitun* umb*r (In* liead “7 — 

Land Revenue” be reduced b\ Us. ]()0. The reason for mv moving fhi« 
motion is to raise a discussnui ab«»ut the delaying tactics adojited by the 
Government in the matter of abolition ot zomitnlanvK and other rent- 
receiving interests. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have heard today the opening speech of the 

Ron ‘hie Minister in charge ot Land Revenue, w ho wremw to he anxious to 

aliolish the zamindarn system. On this que.stion. Sir, the Ooiigre«« ha« 
already committed itself in its electifm manifesto. Yriu an* aware 
that the f'ougr€‘Ss in its election manifesto pledged out that the reform 
of the land system w’hich is so urgently needed in India invidvcH the 
removal of all intennediaries between the peasant and the State and that 
the rights of such intennediaries should be acquirt'd on payment of 
equitable compensation. So far as the attitude of our party in this 
House is concerned, so far back as in 1937, when this Assembly first met 

nnder the Government of India Act, 1935, we moved a resolution in 

Au^st of that year to this effect that this Assembly is of opinion that 
a Committee consisting of nine members be formed with power to oo-opt 
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expert# on the Committee to formulate a scheme and to suggest legislative 
measures required to give effect to the following and to report to the 
House : — 

To take immediate steps to acquire all landed interest in the agri- 
cultural lands of the province above those of the cultivating 
tenants and private fishery rights above those of ordinary fishermen. 

Sir, there are other portions of the resolution which I do not want 
to repeal today. The Land Ilevenue CommisHion submitted its report in 
March, 1940. Then the Government which was also a League Govern- 
ment appointed a C’onimittee under Mr. Gurner to examine and report 
mainly on the financial and administrative points of view. Mr. Gurner 
submitted his reimrt on the 27th Juh, LGO. Then, Sir, the matter was 
<liscussed by the then League Ministry in July, 1941. But the attitude 
of tlie League Ministry was clear from the repfot of the Land Revenue 
Conunission. If you reter to ]Kige 229 of the Land Revenue Commission, 
you will find that the iVrnianent Settlement and the consequences 
following from it are now the framework of the general economic life of 
the country and in the considered opinion of the then Government which 
was a Ijcague Government, tlie Finance l>t*partment was tampering with 
it which would in the long run produce financial gain to the State. From 
these tilings. Sir, it appears that reall\ the Government was 

adopting rlelaying tactics wlien they wto’e referring to conferences and 
committees. Mr. Speaker, Sir, you are aware that conferences and 
committees were the delaying tactics of the bureaucratic brand of Govern- 
ment. Now, Sir, the present attitude of the Muslim licagiie 
towards the ulxdition of Permanent Settlement is also clear. Only the 
other da\ the ( ongress Ministry in the Fnited Provinces tabled a resolu- 
tion for the acquisition of interme<liary interests between the 
Stale and the cultivating ron/ot.v and the attittnle of the League party 
there was one of opposition. When this re.solution was move<l the League 
party staged a walk-out as a mark of protest and immediately 

f(dlowing tin* walk-out of the League part>, the znwindar members also 
staged a walk-out.. . . (A voicr : Why do you suppress facts? It is 
not a (Miestion of suppressing facts, Sii, as a friend of mine says. I 
know there will be a volume of opjiosition from the Muslim League. In 
the railed Provinces Assembly an amemlmeiit was tabled by Mr. Rafi 
Ahmed Kidwai, Minister in (’liarge, that that Assembly was of opinion 
that the llijuidation of ca])italism in all its form is essential to the well- 
being of the society....! At this stage the red light was on.) May I have 

a few minutes more. Sir? 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 umb ‘rstaml, you have already surrendered three 
minutes in favour of another member of your party. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sii. I take my nejat but before I 
actuttllv do .so, 1 must ,suy that the.se delaying tactics had already been 
adoptei) and if the present Ministry als)> do so. it will take another twenty- 
five years before they would be able to give effect to the recommendations 
of the Land Revenue Commission. 

Mr. RAaANI KANTA PRAMANIK: Mr. Spe; iker. Sir, I beg to move 
that the demand of Us. 70.58,900 for expenditure under thejlegdi *‘7 — 
Land Revenue” be reduced by Rs. 100. I move this cut motion with a 
view to raise a discussion tlbout the necessity for remission ^of rents and 
loans to the c^vclone or flood-affecte<l people of Midnapore, CThittagong 
and other districts of Bengal in suitable cla.sse8 of cases to be settled in n 
oommitt<M3 of the Collector and the members of the Legislature of the 
district concerned, 

Mr. S^k er. Sir, the terrible cyclone of October, 1042, wrought 
ittdesoribnme ha^oc in Midnapore, from the effects of which the distiiot 
hm not yet recovered. The euheequent years also, Sir, have all been 
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yem of infiiiite distrws and mi^ries. The land haa auffered from 
floods and draught in different places, and from chronic famine in all 
places. The ill-fed and unfed human skeletons have looked in vain to 
the Government for sufficient relief. The Government, us usual, go 
mercily in their narrow groove, while the pe<»p!e of the cyclone and flood- 
affeoted areas of Midnapore, Chittagong and other places (lie hy 
thousands. Sir, it is the clear dut> of the Government to arrange 
adequate relief works on a comprehensive scale in Midnapore and other 
places. In Midnapore, the Government have l»een forced to carry on 
some relief work operations which are quite iruideijuate to meet the 
situation. But the Government are f(dlowing a policy which negatives 
the contemplated benefit under the relief schione. Ttc Government are 
realising the different loans granted to the pe(»ple with utmost severity. 
The loans, Sir. were taken by the people, when they were starving and 
were on the verge of d(‘atli. That periisl of serious ocM)i)omic 
crisis is not yet over, on the other hand, it has deeiu'io'd in some res|)ec(s. 
Therefore, by following a policy of realising the (lifforent loans from the 
I>eople at this time, the Government are only driving the people to ultimate 
ruin and despair. This relentless realisation of (lovernmcnt ioaus in the 
afflicted areas must he stopped if p(‘ople are to be saved from 

destruction. Sir, I do not say that loan realisjition should he stopped 
in all cases. I only denuind that loan realisation (^lould he stopped in 
suitable cases, — in rases, where any realisation of loan will mean 

intensified distress and rum, — and where, therefore, loans sluuild he 

remitted. I have no ohj(*ction, Sir, loans Ixdng r(*iilis(Ml in suitahle classes 
of cases. Similar to loans, rents must he rcmittixl m acute 
oases of distress and should he realis(‘d onI\ in suitahle classes of cases. 
This ])olicy of remission and realisation ot loans and rents only in suitahle 
classes of cas<‘s should lx* strictly iollowcd 1)> the Government, 
ami I suggest tiial in the aftlicttsl distriits, u committee should he forimjd 
of the ('olhx’tor and the memhers of the Legislature of (he district 
concerned. Thi.s committee will d(*cide suitahle claHH(‘s of cases where 
loans and rent.^ may he remitted. t)iil\ h\ following this judiidous policy 
of remis.sion in fit cases, cun the (lovernmenl lH‘lp the people. The 

Government, however, witli their <dd hureancratic outlook depend on 
their unsympathetic officers in the matter of loans and rents. They never 
care to look to the real needs of tht* peoph*. That is why they deserve 
condemnatiim. 

Sir, with these words I commend my motion for the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr. JADABENDRA NATH PANaA: Sir. I lx g to move U.ut the

Mr. 8HITANC8HU KANTA ACHARJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, ou 
rising before the House to comment on the laud revenue system of liengai 
1 crave the liberty and patieiiee of the legislators ft>r the reason that the 
subject is highly tecdiuieul and with muu\ complications and implications. 

Sir, as a representative of the zemindars and a member of the vested 
interested class, I venture to decdare in this House in tlie words of 
Shakespeare: Friends, Bengalees and countr\ men, lend me \our ears, 

1 come to bury the l^erniaaient Settlement and not to ujihold it! (‘‘Hear ’ 
“hear" from (’ongress benches.) To >ou all it may sound like a devil 
quoting the Scripture, but, believe me, 1 want to do away 
with the zemimhiry s^^stem for no other reason than that it is a demand 
of the country and it is eonstantl\ expressed trom the press and platform 
that the present land tenure system is a bar to the progress of the countiy 
and the prosperity of the people. I do believe that the zemindary 
system is no longer a bed of roses but of thorns; it is a dead system and 
the carcass remaining is contaminating the good air. I beg of the powers 
most earnestly to remove it at a ver\ early date, but not to utilise the issue 
as election slogan and propaganda to deceive the ignorant people. 

Sir, Bengal Government’s decision in their post-war plan for the 
State aciiuisition of the zemindar y properties on the basin of the Bengal 
Land Uevenue Commission, lb‘lS-4tb hu.> been jiulilished, but where is 
their blue print and with what s\stem are they going to substitute the 
zemindar y system ? As u responsible citizen I fenl the House should 
demand a thorough and synteiuatie plan ou this issue from tha Ministry. 

Now, Sir, I beg to draw the attention of the House to some problems 
connected with the present land revenue system vii-a-vis Government 
administration. Sir, it has become the fashion of the day to attribute all 
defects of administration to the zemindars, whether they 8e political, 
economic or social. Takii^ the administrative aspect, Iftenspars area in 
millions of acres may be divided as follows: Permanent ly-semed Estates — 
37*37 million acres. Revenue-free Estates — 1-97 million acres, Temporarily- 
settled Estates — 3-34 million acres and estates held direct by XJovem- 
meni-^’66 million acres. 

Nqw« Sir, taking this as a fundamental basis, I contend that the 
re V l Wi me .estataat. wy small in total acreage and should be 
ilHiHinlir mnnh betwr off thaatthat under the permanentlj-settled estates. 
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But are the conditions of the raiyats in this area in any way better than 
those under the zemindafsf Certaiidy the poverty of the pcNople in this 
area cannot be attached to the zemindars. 

May I question here, Sir, what improvements the Government has 
made during the last 20U years in the e'^tutes held directly bv them? Can 
the zemindars be made responsible for the sit*kening of the raiyats in 
this area? On the other hand, if I am f^rmitted, Sir, I declare with 
no hesitation that all political and economic movemeiita of the country 
have been thwarted mercilessly by the Government with the 
help of a section who dream in the line of Mirzafar ami Ciniehand. Sir, 
I am afraid that by helping the present (iovernment on this issue, at 
this juncture, we should be committing a great disservice to the 
political and economic causes of the country. Sir. as a representative of 
the zemindars, 1 frankly tell you that I urn ever anxious to hand over 
our rights for the gootl of the country to the National Goverutneiii, but 
not to a caretaker irrevsponsihh^ corrupt Government. 

Sir, hardly a session of the Assembly pus.ses when tfie zemtndars* 
income or rights and privilege.*^ are not eurtaile<l and all these in the 
name of improvement or betterment t)f the country and the people. 
The Government takes agricultural im’omc-tax. hut the improvementa 
they have introduced in the field of agriculture i.n nothing hut man-miide 
famines. The educational tax finds it.n way in the spread of cominunalism 
and disintegration of the counlr\. 

Again, Sir, can the (ioveinmeiit ju.stify it.s action reganlmg the 
exi>enditure of the amount c(dlecte<l as ioad-('ess? AV e know that 
(iovernment will find its excuse by turning la-fore the House, the deficit 
figure of the budget. Hut, Sii . here I beg (juestion the honesty of 

the (iovemiiKUit on one point. Phe (iovernment is ever anxious to 
increase the Agncultiiial lncom(‘-tax to mak** up tlie deficit budget, but 
feeling shy to extend it to tea gardeii.s— w liy ? is it because the proprietors 
of most (If tlie gardens hehmg to the ruling natiiui? Sir, do you think 
it will 1 k' wise on our part to gi\(‘ charge oi our peojilc in the hand of a 
puppet (iovernment of the Imperialist p(»wei 

Then, Sir, there are 2, Sod thou.sand land holding units in the 
province. On’ a modest calculation, if every unit is a family of five, we 
find 14 millions of Bengurs population are coiim-eted with land. Again 
for such units there are oflicers who also mumtain their families. 
Moreover, it i.s said that dl millions belong t<i the agricultural population. 
Taking inery thing in view, 1 .shall not he incorrect to observe 
that one-third of Bengal s p(»puiation w'lll be hit h^ the abolition of the 
zemindary system. As I hold no brief for this decaying .system, I heg to 
draw the attention of the House tn the fact thai without creating fresh 
field for absorption of this Iiulo- population the abolition of zrm/n/fary 
system is sure to cn-ate an unprecedented ealamily in the country. 
And. Sir, the wor.st victim of tin*' ihao^ will Imi the middle 
clas.s population who are the torch-bearers of all jirogreasive movementfi 
in tlie country. To be frank, Sir, I find some sinister motive behind 
this move. Sir, if T am permitted, I wish to observe- here that Permanent 
Settlemant today only exi.sts in name. Of the 47 clauses ceded by liord 
Cornwallin, most and majority are gone. Under the circumstances, 
through you, Sir, 1 w^ould request my fellow legislators to think twice to 
givf theiir Vferdict on this iMUe. 

Noir, Sir, coming to the social side of tbe picture, I wish to observe 
thai every country should have her own ideology for the rebuild in 
of tbe society in all its aspects. Ours is the ideology of **saar^him* .

Miharajadbira) fiir UDAY CHAND MAHTAS BAHADUR of 
BurdwanS Mr. Speaker, Sir, I welcome this opportunity of saying a few 
words on the cut motion just moved by mv friend Mr. Dhirendra Nath 
Datta. I would like to point out to my coUeagues that as matters stand 
today there is not a single zemimhiT who does not realise that the 
zemitidarjf system requires changes and I am sure there are none of us 
who would actually not like to see the lot of the poor agriculturists 
improved. Hut, Sir, in the last few years many changes have 
been made in the Land Rijvenue Syatem of the province; but may I ask 
in what way has the lot of the agriculturists been improved? Whenever 
changes have been introduced it has been said these changes are 
necessary to alleviate the sufferings of the tillers of the soil. Sir, when 
the Agricultural Income-tax Bill was introduced it was suggested by 
some of us that the money so realised should be earmarked for 
agricultural improvement within the province. Bnt it is common 
knowdedge that out of the money thus realised not a penny goes towards 
improving the land or those who live on it. So I am afraid that the 
abolition of the zvmlndary system alone will not improve the lot of the 
cultivators. On the other hand the machinery that Government may 
have to set up for collection of land revenue wdiich i.s at present easily 
available through the zemindam will cost much more. What is there 
to prevent another Department like the Civil Supplies Department being 
set up for the ])urpo.se of rent collection? It is not unkmiwn to any ot 

UH that the rate.s of rent that already exist in private zemhidnrie^ are 

much le.Hs llian in Government /•/<«.< mnhniy. Moreover the nbolition of 
the zemindar If system do(‘s not mean only removal of scmie top men, hut 
it means tin' upsetting of the whole s(K*ial fabric of the middle class of 
Bengal. May I request my colleagues to ]>ause and think that hy 

abolition of ihe system a crore and So lakhs men will be unemployed and 

may 1 ask what the Government is going to do with regard to re-employ- 
ing them or what is Government going to do about saving 
them trom starvation. Therefore, it would be much better instead of 
hurrying through such an important mestttire to take all these matters 
into careful consideration before making any radical change in the existing 
Land-Hevemie sy.stt'in. 

1 wouhl personally request the Revenue Minister to consider the 
Lund llev(*nue ('ommissiou’s Uej>ort very eurefully and nurticularly with 
regard to tin* matter of a«lequate c<mipensution to all rent-receiving 
interests according to the suggestions made in that report as 1 uttder- 
staml that a Bill is being drafted by Government at the present nfoment.

Three cut motions havt* been moved 
in ri'spect (d soiut' land atajuisition ]U’oceeilings. Sir, in one word 1 can 
HUN that these are legal jiroceedings and if the ('ountry is to develoj), to 
ud\ance iinlustriiill\ . w«‘ must havt' tliese procceilings for acquiring land 

for establishment <d' industrial conc(*rns, bm utmost caio is l)eing taken 
to st»e tliat h'Hst trouble is givtoi and least inconvenience is caused to 
hohlers of hoimvstead lands ami every attempt is made to re-establish 
them in other newly reclaimed areas. 

One other (djjecti<m is regarding settlement of some klitis mahal land 
in Bajitjuir town. As si»on as a petition was filed to me I sent it over 
with in\ orilers that no further structures should he constructed upon 

the laiu^ before tiuul (hn’ision is taken and a report w'as called for. The 

rejiort lias come hut it is not at all satisfactory un<l some more 

points have to be made clear before any decision can be taken. That is 
why a further report has been called for. 

Then, regarding the permanent settlement, I have already said that 
in a scheme involving revolutionary change in the entire land system 
of the country, I do not think aiiNhody cun evidve a draft hill within 
one or two months. 1 think a bill of this nature bus not been before the 
country for 150 years. It was in 1700, that the Permanent Settlement 
was effected and after that a revidutionarV bill i.s gtung to be introduced 
for setting at naught a thing^which was done in 1703. So you, gentlemen, 
will have' to wait for a few months. 1 do not think you will 

not have the patimice to wait for a few mouths in order to allow the 
Secretariat to prepare an appropriate draft hill for introduction in this 
House.

place in the suhdivision ot Ki.^iioregaii j. A Hindu girl aged 16 wan 

dragged awa\ troin hei house and eeitain persons -I flo not like to say 
to whicli community they belonged — eoiniintUMl criminal assault upon 
the poor girl. Information was lodged in the ihauii and a case wan 
started. The case came Indore (he Sulnlivisional tHfieer who releouftdl 

them on a hail of Us, 20(1 each. 'I’he case was (ran'^fernnl to the file of 

a Lawyer-Xl agistrate named Xli, II. N. Chaklamdus ftir disposal. The 
complainant made ohjectifuis t<» the Magistrate that it the acfOised are 
released <»n hail, then the complainant apprehends that tliey will on being 
released threaten the complainant party ami the witnesses with dire 
confle(|uences. This trying magistrate, Uie Lawyer-Magistrate, called 
for the report of the police and the jsdiee also Hummrted the allegation* 
made by the complainant. On the report of the police the trying Lawyer 
Magistrate granted the bail, but it lolb»wed that the accusef] }>eraon 
appeared liefore the Sulnii visional Officer and wanted the transfer of tb« 
case fpm the file of the Lawyer- Magistrate to the file of the Subdivisional 
Officer, Mr. Rizvi. This Subdivisional Officer, Mr. Uizvi, accedwl io 
this request ami transferred the ease from the file of the* Fiawyer-Magisirate 
to his own file and releaseil the accused on a bail of Us. lOtf. Then, Sir, 
the complainant moved the District Judge and the District Judge cancelled 
the bail. This is an instance which 

Mr. MUHAMMAD HABIBULLAH QHAUDHURYs On a point of 
order, Sir. He is referring to a case which is iub-judice. 
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Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mt the point I am dealing with 
is not guh’judice. The case is sub-judic^ but eo^ far as this point is 
concerned, the bail has been cancelled by the District Judge and it 
is not sub-jvdice. Sir, this is an instance of the abuse of power by the 
executive and prostitution of justice. 

I know of another case, Sir. In the court of the Subdivisional Officer 
of Jangipur, Mr. Azizur Rahman, there was a blackmailing case against 
one llamesh Chandra Mandal, Head Master of Jangipur H. E. School. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. I>atta, it is better to avoid mentioning names as 
far as possible. You may mention simply, the Subdivisional Officer of 
Jangipur. 

Mr. MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, I think he is referring to a matter 
which is nuh-judicv. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: It is not nih-judice. The 
Subdivisional Officer s(‘t u]) a^ person who came to file a false case and he 
coerced iiim to file a false complaint against the Headmaster of Jangipur 
H. K. School. But this Heatlmaster was ultimately acquitted. This 
Headmaster then instituted a case against the Subdivisional Officer of 
Jangipur. The Munsiff-Magistrute who tried this case has stated that it 
is om^ of the worst instan(‘es of executive highhandednes.s and he has 
granted damages to Mr. Hamesh (’handra Mandal. 

Sir, 1 know’ of another case* in the Court of Mr. A. N. Mukherji, 
Subdivisional Magistrate of Brahmanhuria. It is very difficult not to 
name them, hut I iu)W’ (h»w'n to your ruling, Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Datta, when you are speaking on the general 
miestion (»f siqiaration of judiciary from the executive, I do not think 
tnere is an> necessity to nanu* them. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: The Subdivisional Officer there 
resort(‘d to the similar metlnul. He also set up a ]»erson to institute a 
false (’as<‘. l'’ormerl> . during my school days, (luring th(‘ Partition days, 
this section 110 of (’riminal Procedure (’ode used to he prostituted for 
imperialistic purposes. And now this execntive are prostituting ami 
abusing their p<»wers not for imperial purja)ses, but for other purposes. 
8o J think, Sir, that the judiciary should he .Hej>arated from the executive. 

Then, Sir, 1 shall speak a few words about the low puv of the peons 
and ]m)eess-8erv«»r8. 1 am grateful to my friend Mr. f’haru Chandra 
Bhandari for reminding me about them. 

Of all the (lov(*rnment servants the ]>roeess-servers are the mo.st affected 
class. Their salary is only Hs. 10 to H.s. 18. and with deames.s allowance 
and interim pa^ tluMU are nid getting more than R.s. 40. At 
present they have to perform more respou.sible and risky duty than that 
of a postman, and yet the postman gets Rs. 8 to 12 more than the 
process-server. 

Sir, the All-India Muslim League, in its scission, in 1942, by its 
Eesolutiou No. 14, pledged that (he sular\ of the lowest paid Govern- 
ment servant should not be fixed at less than Rs. 50 per month. But 
nothing has yet b<'en done bv the Muslim League Ministry. (At thi« stage 
the rm light was lit,^ 

As my time is up, Sir, 1 commend my motion, with these few* words, 
to the acceptance of (be House. 

Mr* J* C* CUPTA: Mr. Speaker, I beg to move that the dem^d of 
lU.

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Sir, I move tluH motion in order to raise a diacussion about Coroner** 
Court injustice to the^ last incumbent and failure to implement Coroner’s 
verdict. 

Sir^ in cases of unnatural death an inquest has got to l>e held. The 
police holds the inouest in imifassil areas, and it is inon* or less a formal 
matter. But Presidency towns like Calcutta have the privilege of having 
a Coroner who enquires into every case of unnatural death, and it is not 
a mere formal matter. He has got to find out wliere. when and how the 
death occurred, and it is the duty of the ]U)lire to place befort' the 
Coroner all evidences for the pur[>(»se of ascertaining those farts. The 
Coroner is appointed for five years with oj»ii(»n for anotli«*r fivt' years by 
Government. Before the last ineumhent ami hw jiredtua'smir. tin* Coroner 
used always to he a non-linliun. 'J'he previous (oroiu'r, who was Mr. 
A. C. hehl ofliee for ov«*r ten >ears. Tlnui Mi‘. .Xzizul Hmp an(»ther 

member of tin* Knglish Bar. was appointed Coroner in April 
1041. In Noveml)(‘r, lltto. he. in tin* usual ('oni'.e, applied for leiiewal 
of another term of hvt* \ears. I may also mention, but subject tf» correc- 
tion by the Ilon lile Minister, tliat all the Deputy Conimissnuiers of IViliee 
and also the public had appro\j*il i»f the Nervn es of this ( 'ororn*r But in 
Novemher, llGo. as v\e all kno^\. (»ver tlii* I. N. A. Day jiriicession in 
Dlmrrumtulla, a shooting incident took lil.ne and a peisnn was killed. 
Now. the ('oroner viewo'd tin* hoily and In* held an «‘n(|iii!y. But our 
ledouhtahle Deputy Coniimssioiier of tin* South. Mr. Sliamsuddolia, who 
is by this tune knowui to evei\hf)dv. t<d<l tin* Coroner tliaf he hail got 
no evidence to call and In* could not assist the ('on>ner in fimling out 
where. wln*n anil how that ih*alh oeeuiTed, beyond saying that (he dead 
body was received at the Medical t'ollcgc. Cpon this the ('orom*r said 
that it was tin* dut\ ot the polne to place all evnience and it they did not 
<lo it, he would he under the painful necessi(\ <»( rxercising his pow'cr 
tt» somnion (he Deputy f’onnnissioiier of I’olice and others to ajipear 
before him and to gi\e inforiiiution wuth regard to all the taels. 

Mr. iSpeuker, .Sir, you arc aware this Coroner inNisled upon (lie 
appearance of the police othcers and when (lie> appeared during their 
cross-examination, materials w(*re before the .lui\ upon which tin* .lury 
returned a verdict of di*lih(‘ra(c shootings with regard to this person. 
Now, that iiiaih* the ijuestion of hi*' removal appaimt. I should like the 
Minister — of course, tliat w as under the s»M (ion tl-t adniini''lra(ion' - hut 
it is up to the present Ministrv (i» sit \^h\ a person, a gentleman who 
has done his dut\, who has not onl\ done credit to his offici* l)ut the 
Statesman had an (‘ditonal article reg^arding the m l ot thi*!

this wav he victimized or insulted because he did not fall in with the 
wishes of the Ih^puty Commissioner of the South, a person about wdiose 
activities we all know. Non-implementation of the verdict I want to 
specially emphaKize. I hope all memk^rs of the House will agree that 
this is a matter which the Minister ought to look into. 

Sir, th<Te is only one other ]>oint which I wanted to mention w'ith 
your pennission. With regard to the Itashid Ali Day and other proce^- 
sions, the j)rivilege which the Calcutta citizens enjoy of haying bodies 
viewerl hy the Coroner was denied. As the Deputy Commissioner ha^ 
the right, he ordered the disposal of the })ody without allowing the 
Coroner to view it, This is also a serious attack on the privilege of the 
House wdiich I want tlie Ministei to look into.

Tt means secret agent, 
tpy, traitor. There is no doubt that tbe word “traitor" is an unparliatnentary 
^i^ression. Similarly the word “quisling" is also nnparUasieiitary. na 
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necessity of using most respectful and courteous language with reference to 
other wjeiiibers of the House cannot be too strongly stressed. Once there is a 
Blight departure from this rule, there is always the danger of disorder in the 
Bouse, it is (Jesiriihle the the Chair should always see that one member is 
not referred to hy another member to which that member can take an 
eiception. In the ruling referred to by the honourable member, Mr. Ghose, 
regarding the use of an expression “subversive measure*' in the House of 
Commons, it was stated by the Chair that that expression was undesirable but 
he did not say that it was unparliamentary too. (Mr. Bimal Comar Ghose* 
Or parliamentary either.) He did not give any decision. He said that he 
was not in a position to say whether it was parliamentary or unparliamentary, 
but he was <lefinitely of ojiinion I hut that was nndesirabie. As soon as it was 
staU*d by tlie Chair, the member using that expression withdrew that and 
regretted. In my opinion the word “fifth columnist’’ is an unparliamentary 
word when used in reference to anolher honourable member of this House. 

Mr. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: May I make one submission. Sir? In 
the first pluee the expression “subversive activities” was not expunged. In 
the second place, if it is your ruling that the expre.ssion slumld be expunged, 
then ( erlaiii expressions that were u.sed hy other homiurable members should 
also he <‘xpunged at the same time, because tho.se words should not have been 
used either.

Mr. DAMBER SINGH CURUNG: Sii, 1 heg to moNe that the* demand 
for Bs. 14,21,000 lor exjiendituie uinliM the head ”47 ~M iseellam'ous Depart.- 
iiieiits’' h(* reduced hy lU 100. 'File Tcasun toi niovitig tlie motion is to 
raise a discussion about the lo.a ganhn lahouiers in the distiiels of 
Darjeeling ami dalpaigun. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Mr Speakei. Sii, wc on thia 
side of the House have an (tpportunity ailei a periml ot o^er toui yvars to 
draw the attention ot this House and <if the <*ountry towarrU the jirrifdeins of 
labour. In 1042 when various ineaHurcH of hardship on tlu^ general fiopuluce 
were being inaugurated by the (Bnernment, it was phunled at that time that 
those were being done with a view to win the war tor freedom and deinoeracy, 
after whir h the general people would find their conditions improved and much 
advanced than they had e\er been before. But, Sir, today as w’e look round, 
we find in amazement that all the hardships to which the labourers were put 
on false promises are now' fournl t#i he mere ruse adopted for the purpose of 
deceiving the lahcmrer.s in the interests of Hie imperialist war. Those who 
were left at large during tliose <lays did go about giving the workers promises 
and too many promi.Hcs, ami promising a better future, but, Sir, those words 
have not been lionouretl. Today the workers find themselves after the (•ml 
of the war — a war whi« h was won through tindr sw'cat ami toil— without 
employment, their imome reduced and the cost of living gone up. Bengal 
today is faced with the danger of another famine. It is in this mdting. Sir, 
that this House must give its attention to the problems of labour. I find after 
ao many years, and aher so many departments have been set up by Goven- 
inent, that the Budget ht8h Iwen transformed beyond HM^ognition. It hanlly 
beats any resemblance to what it was before 1942 or before the war, but one 
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£ads the face of the game old Cinderella in the administration of the Labour 
Bepartment. It k lumped tojfether in a section of the Budpret termed 
“Mijicelluneous”. Ah if it is hardly any problem aa yet to constitute by it- 
«elf a HpfM ial Hul>j(*r t for the Hpecializ**d attention of Government. It is 
lumped up in (he ‘'MiacellantMina” items where we are called upon to vote, 
not ejcw tly to vote but to provide for Its. 2,01,730 only for the benefit of 
Labour including the cost of administration of Government’s I^abour Depart- 
ment, lls. 30,500 out of Its. 2 lakhs are already charj^ed. 8o this House has 
no say in the inuttm* and only Its. 2,32,230 are* to be voted by this House for 
the purj»ose of the Labour Department. Sir, if you will look at the provi- 
aion made for labour welfare work, you will find that a pn‘cious sum of 
Its. »50,(K)0 has beerj s(‘t down for the work (d labur welfare work in the 
rrovince ot Henjfal. Sir, the labour situation is known to all alike, and I 
believe, the members are now feeling a^^ji^rieved by (be fact that labour in 
their helplessness should flock round the Assembly premises in order to voice 
their needs. What has this Government under the advice of the present 
Ministry done? Tliev have provided a pre<‘ious sum of Ks. 50,000 onlv for 
the weitare ot the lal)our w«irk so that this amount may be spent tor the aetual 
welfare work ainon^^ labfmrers. Now, Sir, a sum of Rs. 45.()IM) has been 
provided us a “Voted” item for tb(» pay of officers who are to disburse the 
sum of Rs. oO.OOO for the welfare of labour in tin* j)rovince of Ben^^’a). Apart 
from this sum of Rs. 4o,t)00 for the pay of officers, another sum, which is not 
voluble, a churned it<*m, bus been set down, which is Rs. 24,400 for the pay 
of a particular offic(*r of Government. 1 find. Sir, that the number of officers 
COvert‘d by Rs. 45,000 and Rs. 24,400 is 15, aful out of that. 1 be]iev<‘, one of 
the officers is the specially favoured God-chosen trtjstee of labour. He is the 
Labour ('oinmi.ssionei . ’JV) metd his expimses and salarv a sum of Rs. 24,400 
has been made a “('harmed” item. ’I'lie mortals in this Hnusi* may provide 
mon<\v Ity vole, but in its disbursement they shall have no shv. It is a pre- 
ordaim*d and pre-lmpf>s(*(l affair. This amount has b(»en set apart and mortals 
can only lo<*k at it and take it for what it is. 

In my motion 1 have raised the (|iiestion of ri'co^Miition of ri'j^istcred trade 
unions In 1!»2(J the Indian Trade Hnion A<d Mas i)as.stMl. Since then, Sir, 
20 years have elapsed and the Tra le rnion Art lias remained on the statute 
book. Hundreds of trade unions have come into e\islence and btH*n rejiristered 
under this A<’t, bat hardly a Icm oI them have a'^ yet been itM'o|i’iii‘*tMl by the 
<»mployt'rs. Altboujib it uas the babour Government in Mnjrlund vvbi('b took 
a band in jiromnl^ut inir the Indian Trade rnion A« t in 1020, in the course 
of the last 20 years vve find not a sm^rbi instance rt'^istered trade unions 
beinj.^ recognised by the indMstriali*'ts, partieular.y the jut** industrial 
xemiiidars of Benjjfal, who own over 93 jut(' mill.s over the river Hoo^'hly with 
n number of multi]»]e f‘stablislnnents. I’heso jute mill liossrs in our country 
have bcKMi miwt averst* to j^ive recognition to these tradf unions. Even lettera 
WTitten by Trade Union leaders are not answered. It matters very little 
wliether those trade unions are run bv Uon^^re.ss men or Muslim Leajruers or 
even by men whom I need not characterize, but who have helped Government 
in the name of the people and befriemb'd tliem durinfr those dark days, and 
led the workers into a morass and actually caused ln*trayal of both labour 
and the nation in this I’ountrv. I wish to know' from (be Minister in char|fe 
of T^ilmur what pedicy or definite proposals he has with resrard to the question 
of securing recognition of registered trade unions. The registered trade 
unions are at one aiul the same time a maeliinery for the advancement of 
lalmur interest and labour eoutroU They are a machinery for industrial peaoe 
and for the exercise of control among labourers and they are the beat 
repository of the collective wisdom of the lalmur movement. Wlierever a 
trade union does not exist, sporadic and lightning strikes take place, as they 
are bound to take i>lace. Wherever there is unorganised labour moveraeot 
you will find the situation growing far w’orse. 

Sow, Sir. I have niised the question of wage, pension, the qui^tion ^ 
permaueuce oi sendee and the question of bousing and other nmeiiitias to Ihe 
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jute labourers. The jute mill industrj' ha« made hufre profits and they have 
tloa6 nothinj]f to provitU* uinenitu*s to th*»ir workers. Our friemls opposite to- 
4 lay are of the opinion thaithe Keniinduri system should he abolished. These 
7 -enundaris raise 17 orores of rupees out of whit h thev pay d crores as Govern* 
jneut revenue and utilize 14 cn>res for themselves amt for Uieir middlinir inter* 
nnwlmries and tenure-hohiers. How much more the 'jute mill Kemindani are 
making out of the blood and hones of the jute mill workers and jute grow’era 
of I^ngal? Jute, vSir, is the money crop on which the welfare and happinesfi 
of the people of Bengal depend. I sugge.st that there should he an iraraediata 
enquiry made into the big and enornms protits taken hy the jute bosses in Uiis 
province. I further suggest that the jute industry should he ruitionalijiad, 
'Hieir juofits should he impoumhsl and provision nuuh* for wages, pension, 
permanence of service and other amenities. 

I would conclude hy quoting one sentence which was uttered many yoftrs 
ago bv an Knglish inv«‘stiga1or into labour conditions in tliis ('ouiitry. As 
was then said, our workers remain tonlay “half-fed. ill-clad and horribly 
housed’* to the eternal shame of the British Empire which to nnr shame 
found people in tliis country eager to safely perpetuate these conditions.

I am aware. Sir, that unemployment is inherent because of the arrange- 
ment that I'xists in the capitalistic s\ stein ot production, hut just at the 
pre'-ent moment, just at the prevent period, the (Toveriinient. both l*rovincial 
and Umitral, ha\e got a responsihility, .sinnial responsibility in the matter of 
aecentnation of this pioblein of uneniploMiient. 1 \eutnre to hold that 
beeauve <»f the sboi t-viirbted, w rong, iiuriow policy ot Government both pro- 
vim ial and central pursued during the war — a policy that was artuateil in 
the interest of Pritish Imperialism— this unemployment problem today ha.s 
assumed the magnitude thukit has done. Therefore this Got^rnment has a 
special responsibility and a sjHHial <luty to eradicate the evil ftVuii the social 
body politic. I am aware. Sir, as you also know that otlier c«>unfries in the 
world whicli are also of u capitalist complexion are trying to tackle this 
problem of uiiempbiyiiieiit in their own yvay — and I may inform this Hou«e— 
m u more auccessful yvay than what is being done here. The other day I 
was remUng in the “StatesmaH** of Sunday that the I.t«l>our Ministry in

Mr. DAMBER 8INGH CURUNC: Mr Speaker. Sir, the labour problem 
in the district of Darjeelinj^ .sj»ecia)l> in Tea Hardens is very acute. There 
are more than 100 tea ^rardens in the district. Almost half the population of 
the district live in these t<*a ^jardiois More than Oo per cent, of the«e orKiliex 
are hill tribes, tlie Nepalese, the HhutUMi and the Lepchai^. Tt is these janmlo 
who cleared the ilensi* forest and made tiu* tea j^ardetis so flourishing. Th® 
proprietors and share-holders, who are mostly in Knj/land, of these fi^ardena 
have made fortune out of tliese gardens an<l went on Imyirij,^ new j^nrderm and 
reclaimin jr new lund.s for tea cultivation with the profit of thoHe 
But what is the condition of those who are working' day and nifrht to make 
theae |>eople millionaries. Their condition is so wretched that one cannot 
even imagine that people can Ux^ in such a condition for generations. 
Though these people are living in these gardens for generations, they have 
no property at all, no house of their own, no land, no moveable property, 
what to epeak of Moveable projH*rty, they have not got even enough utensils 
for cooking thoir food— not enough clothing for covering themselves at 
night and not even enough to eat. They have been kept in such a condition 
and they are forced to lead such a life as there are no other places where they 
can go and settle. 

The membeni of this will be surprised to hear of their wages. 

Wkat do they get— -male coolies o annas and female roohes 4 annas per 
day in these days and they got this rate even during those days when nc« 
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wa» selling at one and a half seer per rupee, i.e,, during the war period. 
How can a man live with 5 annas a day, i.e., Ks. 1-4 to Rs. 1-14 per 
week us sometimes only four days work is given. The only concession 
given is that the .gardens supply ric.e at the rate of five seers per rupee 
and Hoirte gardens giye only four seers per rupee. What difference does 
it make— just seven annas more a week because the Government controlled 
rate of rice is d seers per rupee. There is no other concession except the 
cooly sheds which are most unhygienic. There is no question of bonus 
for those \vi»o lalmut so hard to produce the tea. The managers get 
thousands ot rupees as their pay and get more than double their pay (d 
the wliole year as l)onuH but the co(dies are left half-fed. 

Twice 1 .sent the resolution to tlie A.ssembly regarding the wages of these 
people and in 1944 Budget se.ssion 1 spoke depicting the deplorable condition 
of tli(*se coolies. After that the (Tovernment decided to enquire into the 
(jonditaon of these coolies. Accordingly there was un advertisement by the 
l*ublic Servifie (kuninission culling for api)lica(ions from hillnien for the 
]>ost of two labour siijici visois. Manv t)f our (jualifi«‘d boys applied. Only 
one was taken but h<* was not Jillowed to enter the tea gardens and en([uire. 
He was dejmted to eiHjuire into the condition of thost- ((Mdies working 
outsiib* the tea gurdtuis. Another p(»sl was nt>t fillt'd up but one ot the 
labour otheers from Oabulta ome \\ent to J)arji‘eling to (‘luiuire into the 
eouditums of the tea garden eoolie*i. What did he do*' (tm* tiro' nuuning 
he went direct to the .Manager ot one of the ganituis, took lea with him, 
had a nice chut and (“ume h.o k. lie diil not aneet even a singb^ eooly. 
The manager of that garden tobl the coolio^ on tb(‘ previ(»u^ day (»f this 
officer’s visit that the <^i\il Suigeon was visiting the garden next day 
and so they were to keep their sheds neat and tidy. And what wun the 
report of this officer? He said that the coolies weie getting more than 
enough; if they are paid more than wdiat they ate getting tiiev will gamble, 
drink li(|Uor and (‘reate t/ohnal. 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Gurung, please sit dow’ia. 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH GURUNG: I was given to understand that I 
warn Id Ih- given ten minutes to speak 

Mr. SPEAKER: No 

Mr. DAMBER SINGH GURUNG: While all the other labour members 
were given teu minutes, I do not see whv 1 should he given five minutes 
only. ‘ ‘ 

Mr. SPEAKER! Because you are leading from a written speech. All 
right I give you one minute more. Please burry up. 

Mr. DAMBEft SINGH GURUNG: Darjiling is a planters* raj. Deputy 
Gommissioner is notliing. They went so far that tliey did not allow even 
the Government to enquire into the condition of their coolies. They have got 
so much inflmuue even (Ui Government that they upset Government plans, 
and did pot allow to appoint a hillmaii supervise)? to enquire into the condition 
of their coolies for which it was advertised. They are the monarch there. 
They turn the coolies out of the garden on twenty-four hours notice even on 
flimsy grounds, sometimes if the (oolies refuse to send their beautiful 
daughters to their bungalows to work. I am afraid this atate of affairs will 
continue as long as this brute weightage given to the Kuropeans in this 
Assembly continues and this sort of Government dependant on their votes 
continue. 

One labour officer was posted at Darjeeling as a consequence of the direct 
action taken bv the ctKiliea of the Gt>vemment Cinchona plantation, Mangpoo, 
when four bmoers were almost beaten to death for refusing to give ratioii 
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motioned by Government. Unfortunately that laliour officer happened to be 
my brother. I «ay unfortunately becauae'l codd not«4f ^ ttgitote 

coolies agaiuNt the manager for retlreHsiiig tfeir grievim*a. But Govern- 
ment thought it othera’ise; at the instigation gf tlie.^|iailteri naked my 
brother to go back to his old job in the ('o-operative D^rtmeut. I am glad 
to say that he resignetl fmm the Government service^ and now he has taken 
up the cause of rtu* labourers and is in charge of the labour front opened by 
the Gurkha Letvgue, 

(The member having reached his time limit resumedliis seat.^ 

Mr. 8IBNATH BAHERJEE: Sir. at the very outset 1 Mhall make my 
^•mphatic prote^^t against the lathi c harge and rough treatment meU*<i out to 
ihe strikers ot the lmj>enal Bank and the l abutta Kbs tric Manufacturing 
worker-. It i- \er\ regrettabh* and if the Ilon’ble Minister would like to 
go ami see for himself 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr Banerjee. I think yon sleiuld *^H*uk on the motion 
before the House. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERdEE: Sir, the writing on the wall is V(*rv clear 
ami the ll*>irble Minister -IhmiIiI take the warning 1 am supporting the <'Ut 
imrtion but 1 am a-king t<»r more money I protest against the inadequacy 
of the staff in the Labour Department. 1 (juite agna* with mv friend, 
t'omrade /amah, lli.»t tlieie has been and is mis-use in some depart inents, 
specialU in the Labour Wellan* Department M\ only protest m that tins 
(invermneiit lias no labour jioli('\ worth the name. To ]iaM‘ a labour policy, 
tlieie must Ite a < om pi elieUsiN (* policv to see tliat labour 's employed. It IS 
not onlv the <lut\ ot tin* Minister in ( Inng-e ot this Department but Ihe whole 
Lalunet to dioiso w i\- am! meiuw in (ualei to have an imliHtiial policy hy 
wliieb the Hinplu- pejnilation m.i\ be Lri\*‘n emphomriil Duiiug tin* War 
liumlieds ami tliousamls ot jiersons were emplo\e<l and tln»y were forced in 
working 111 wai industrie- But mov what do we iiml y They are now being 
tlirowii <iul ot em}»b»\meiit Sir. this subject ot unemplovment has already 
luMui dealt wiili b\ mv tneml. t'omrade Sen. and 1 do not want to go further 
into .letails again. Sit, all the i.nlwav workers. Ordnance Lactory workers, 
woikeis in W'ai imlu-trie-. workers in Burn ainl Lo , workers in Martin & 
t o.. e\-seivice men .imi eiMlian population win* wei«- helping the military 
iindiidiiig tin* militan i lerk-. all tlieie im-n come nmbu' tin- ralegt>r> iiml 
then Tiumber i- soNeiai millnms Stuin* out ot <iespi'iat nm have gone ou 
strikt* and some have given notice of -trike beeanse (}o\ernnn*nt has no policy 
lor them. Had there been -ome ])oh{y and soim* terms agreed upon iluring 
tin* W^ar, there would be m* -u< b trouble lo->la\ . hut untfirtunatelv that w*,as 
not done. Manv bad sutVeiefl untold hardships dniing tin* war while serving 
Bnti-)i Imperialism but what i- their fatg now? 'I'lies are alsi* being neglect- 
ed to-day. AVe demand of this tiovernment to do some thing for the men 
who are being thrown out of employmofit. Tin* mimmnm ibat should ho 
done for mitigating the grievantses of labourers -wbieh I demanded at tho 
Delhi Tjubour (Tmfereiiee — i- that at lea-t 4 iiioiitbs pay sboubl be gi^en to 
them in 0 half-monthly iirstalments so that these unfortunate workers wdio 
are thrown out of emploviwcnt will find some breathing spaee, ean try to stand 
on their legi^ and be able to find noine alternative employment. A bold policy 
is needed for the Post-AA^ar development. If is, of course, idle fr» <#xpect any- 
thing of this kind from this Government. Dnly o Mazdur-Krishak 
emlmrk upon sueli a policy and solve the <piestion of unemployment. The 
Trade Union Congrefis demanded a minimum pay of Its. 40 and a minimmn 
dearness allowance of lU. 4o, but this Government has grudginglv admitted 
(hat only Us, 20 shniil«! lx* the rninimutn pay and Rs. 20 dearness allowance. 
We welcome even this small mercy but we are very sorrv to nncl that this 
Government is unable to enforce even this in tbeir own departments. Men 
«nploTed under the Oovrmment of Bonsai in the rarioiw tli^tnral Ihvi- 
(«i<m«. Pnhlic Works D.p.rtan«it, meii naployed in tku house m tho 
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(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

May I have two minutea moreF 

Mr. iPEAKERl Yes. 

Mr. SI BN ATH BANERJEE: Sir, the men empl^ed in this very House, 
or in the Government House, or in other Government Departments, the peons,' 
the chaprasin are all in the same miserable condition. I 4o not know why 
Government is unable to give effect to their own recommendation, namely, 
rupees twenty as minimum pay and nip^s twenty as dearness allowance! 
Nothing can l>e more ridiculous than this. Of course, the jute mills never 
care for any rules or anybody's recommendations. They make huge profits— 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, may I have two minutes more so that 
I can finish my point? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I cannot give you another two minutes, because I have 
got other speakers to accommodate. One minute more. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERilEE: Sir, the Labour (Commissioners’ Depart- 
ment is understaffed. The number of Assistant Labour Commissioners 
should be doubled and even quadrupled if they are to undertake the task 
they are called upon to do. They should have some authority. Their 
recommendations are simply treated with contempt and throwm into the 
waMte-pu})er basket not only by jute mill owiuts but even by other small 
employers of labour. The re.sult is. strike ever\ where. There is strike 
going on in the Martin A Co. Th<‘ (tovernmeiit of Bengal wdll do nothing 
because it is a Central subj(*et ; ev(*n tluur r(*eomm»“nrlati{)n suggesting that 
Bs. should be minimum wage and Its. 2t) th(‘ minimum dear allowance is 
not being ('onceded by Martin A Co., and otht*rs. J'herefore, '‘trikt* is going 
on. When wt' approach the Iiabf)ur CommissiomM and the llon’ble Minister 
in charge of the Department, tlu'y say that they are helph'Ss, but tin* ])eople 
of Bengal ai(' suffering. Why the (io\ernment of Bengal should be so help- 
less I do not know. 

As r(‘gards registration of tra(h‘ unioirs more than 200 applications are 
pending for several months. Then* is not .sutficient staff so that registration 
ran lu^ done quickly. There is therefore unusual delay in the disposal of 
such rases. 

Mr. SPEAKER : Yo\i have surveved all the <lepartments and enjoyed all 
the advantages. Please sit down 

Mr. R. B. WHITEHEAD: Mr Speake r. Sir, J agree with my honourable 
friend, hb* Sri)nath Banerjee, in regard to his remarks about the Labour 
Department. No provision appears to have been made in tbi.s year’s Budget 
for the expansion of the offiees of either the Insjjeetor of Factories or the 
Labour Commissioner. 

In the Budget debate last year stress was laid on the need for this by 
representatives of botli Labour and employers, while attention was also 
drawn to it by the Rowlands Csmimittee. 

The office of the Inspector of Factories in this province has to deal with 
the inspection of over 2,000 factories, but it is understood there are only six 
Inspectors for tlie purpose, 1 ask. Sir, whtit is the use of passing legis- 

lation for the betterment of working conditions ip factories if the staff for 
enforcing it is hopelessly inailequate. 

It is true that the I^abour Commissioner has now been relieved of the many 
other duties he had formerly to fulfil, but his office is still understaffed and 
the number of highpowered officers who are capable of acting as Conciliators 
it insnAoiant. 
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Industrial peace, as has so often been said in this House, is absolutely 
essential to industrial progress and Bengal has the right to know that this 
industrial peace is assured to her. But it seenis to us, Sir, that the present 
Government has given m thought to this end, and the Uon’ble Minister has 
declared no policy. * 

The many opp<»rt unities of Bengal for indu.strial develo[»meiit are frustrated 
by the present idiaotic conditions pnxlueed by the irresj>onsible use of the 
strike weapon. t'ontiufWll disbMutioii of industry by continual strikes will 
not only prevent industrial progress but will drive industries away from this 
province. Ijiibour in Bengal stands to lose ever\ thing if this hapjHUls — 
labour who are as rmu h <lependent on the progre'ts and prosperity of industry 
as are employers. 

Stress must be laid. Sir. on tire need for decisive urn! speetly settlement 
of lalK)ur disputes, and in all disputes the conciliation stag** is the most 
important. It is ab.s(dutely essential that the ndmber of official conciliatore 
in the Isilmur Commissioner's office should be grt‘atly increased. 


If conciliation fails the next stage is adjudication and the machinery for 
this mu'.! be siH'cdy and im^t be ftdiomatie (Hher piovint ial Uovernments 
and particularly Congress (io\crnments of Bornlmy and Madras have already 
unn<*un<ed llieir intentions with legard to the iiiacliincrN for adjudication. 

In Bengal tlu' pieseiil miudiim-iy will lapse within six weeks when the 
Didence of India Unles rxpire hut tiie lloirhle Minister lias not deidared his 
intentions with n'gard to this most iiiipoit.int niathr.

The ((mcilm- 
tors should always he in <liref ( touch with employers and workers organisa- 
tions and must set tiiemselvcs to the t;U»lc rtf fettling differencoi* b^diire they 
come up to the stage of a dispute. If this fails, the ( ’ommisiyoner of Labour 
of the province shouhl inter^ene and effect a .settlement, or the of

r this procedure does not sec ure the expected result (ioverninent sfioiihl lose no 
time in appointing a ( one illation Board or a ('oiirl of Km|Uir.\. The whole 
procedure should not take more than a few weeks. 

Mr (Hri culling on bis own experience as a Labour Minister went on U) 
say that he cousiclered two thinga es.sential to make this propositnm work- 
able : — 

“In the first place, workers in industries must have effective orgams^ 
tions with sanctions behind them, sanction# «et to be used capnciowly 
or without extreme provocation, e.g., an unreasoning or unyielding attitude 
of the employer in conceding reasonable conditions of service.

We dominwit partners in the industry and, Imrmg realiswl this »«e 

ererv endeavour to make labour understand that workers interests and 
« ei^oyera’ interests are Identical and therefore they can automatioally 
Icm asatiied of ^eir huxdamentol righto.tt 
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Mr. Oiri conceded that workers have an inherent right to strike but he 
inaintianed that that right should only be exercised as a last resort when 
nil (filter methods at settlement fail. He pleaded strongly /or discourage^ 
merit and discontinuance of lightning strikes and atay-in strikes. Mr. Oiri 
rontimwH — '*1 have always held, and experience has proved to me the 
fact tliat an (‘ffective internal settlement of a dispute between the parties 
themselves is of a more abiding and satisfactory nature than an external 
one imj>om*d either by the Government, a Board of Conciliation, a Court 
of Eminirv, an Adjudicator or an Indu.strial Court. This machinery must, 
however, be there automatically to deal with disputes, impartially, swiftl\ 
and ethcie»>(ly, an Pandit .Tuwaharlal Nehru declared.” 

We apj)eal, Sir, to the TIon’ble Minister to give the closest considera- 
tion to this whole matter, as no doubt, honourable members have seen the 
report by the Labour Department of the Bombay Government, that the 
total loss of working hours during the five months immediately following 
the end of the war was over o(K),()00 and during the first seven months of 
194o U]» to but excluding .the Post and Telegraph Strike nearly 3 times a< 
much, while rhiring the past (I months strikes in Textile Mills have result- 
ad in a total loss of 7(1 crores of yards of cloth thus enhancing the cloth 
•bortage in the country. 

We n‘iili.s»* that the llon’bb* Minister for Labour has had only a short 
time to lake oviu' his heavy liabilities, but in vi(‘w of the importance of 
indu'^tiinl |K‘a(‘e t(» Bengal he should lose no time in declaring his policy.

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as I remember you told me only about demons- 
trators today. Next time you please give me previous intimation so that 
1 may accommodate you. 

Th« Hoffble Mr. 8HAMSUDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, as 
regards laliour jiolicy of the (loverninent of Bengal, before I speak out any- 
thing I would deal wdth one or two f)oints put forward by two ^friends of 
mine. The heading “Miscellaneous” has been objected to. This will be 
considered and 1 hope a favourable heading will be given hereafter. I will 
also try to look into the affair of Exchange to which Dr. Malik has referred. 
As regards the criticisms that have been levelled against the Labour 
Department, or for that matter (loverniiient as a whole, the statement that 
I will make just now will cover every aspect of the question. 

Mr. Speaker, before I answer to the criticisms levelled against the 
present (Government with regard to its labour policy I can tell this House 
that the present (Government a.ssumed charge of the administration of this 
province on the 24th of April last, i.e., only three months that we have 
assumed tlie reins of office. In this sliort piTiod of time T had to appl> 
myself to stmly the laheur problems of this province as well as of the othei 
provinces of India, In the heginning 1 was thinking whether I shoub 
declare jHiliey with regard to lahour on behalf of the (Government, but oi 
mature consideration I thought it to he wiser to have a careful survey o 
the whole situation. 

The problem of labour should deser/e not only the symjiathy and ronsi 
deration of any (Government hut should form part of its active policy 
Various speakers have attacked the labour policy ot the (loverument fron 
different angles of vision and from different standpoints; but I would bej 
of the members of legislature to have patience with (^he present Ministr; 
and I claim, Sir, that so long as I have the charge oi tliis dejiartnient i 
iiiN hands, I vNould tr>' to look at lahour probleims not only with syrapath 
hut also as a part of my duty towards my own fellow countrymen. Sir 
witliin a few days after the assumjitioii of office I had to fly to Daec'a t 
bring about a peaceful seftlement of the long-<lrawn strike at the Narayar. 
ganj (\>tton Mills Dhakcswari. rhittaranjan. Laksmi Narayan (,\>Uon 
Mills. It was witli th<‘ help <d the labour leadtMs and the representatives 
of the einploytM's that I could liriiig about a peaceful settlement, and the 
settlement which heliHMl a great deal towards satisfying the demands of 
luhoui. Then I hruglit about settlement of the Bata .strike also. The same 
proi’edure was followo<l by nu‘ in n^gard to some other strikes that w^ere 
nlaiting throughout Bengal, especially within the suburbs of Caleutta. I 
must admit very frankly that the (fo\ernment so far have not bwn able to 
devote to labour ns much attention, energy and luonev to ameliorate the 
condition of labour as was nece.s.sarv. But with the.se limitations the 
Bengal (Government have tried to give as mmh relief as possible. 

At the pre.sent moment the I^abour Department is functioning with the 
Labour ('oiunii*'siouer at its h«*ad, and there are one Additional Labour 
Commissioner, 2 Deputy Taibour (’onimissicuier.s, 0 Assistant Labour Coimnis- 
fioners and about 10 laibour Officers. It has already been urged on me 
that the staff at the disj>osal^of the Lahour Commissioner is not sufficient to 
meet the requirements of labour work. We have got to augment the staff 
and the whole staff is under the careful consideration of the (lovemment. 

1 think the following points should include the Governiuent’a policy: 

(1) The right of collective bargaining, i.e,, the right to form Trade 
Umons; 

(2> Security of tenure; 
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(8) Right to living wage; 

(4) Housing; 

(5) Medical attendance and hospital arrangements; 

(6) Sickness insurance; 

(7> Provident Fund; 

(8 1 Bonus; 

(9) Maternity benefit for women; 

(10) llouTh of work; 

(11) Labour welfare measures; and 

(12) Lea\t‘ with pay.

employers to bring about a little ehan;.o‘ in tfieir angle of vision and look 
toward.s labour with .s\mpatli> and consideration Is'cause it is bv the sweat 
of their lirows that these fact* ries work; without labour not a singb» far’lory 
can work for a day. It must lie uml-i stood that money alone cannot ruij 
a factory. Personally I woubi vi.sualise sofdulist viewpoint by wdinli the 
whede industry should be natiormlis«sl and it would be tbe rlutv of tbe State 
to arrange for food ami clothing of labour. On the other hand 1 would 
view that illegal strikes or strikes fomenting dissatisfaction amonat 
labourers are unnecessary and h^irmful. But it must Ih* understood that 
the present time is serious from the point of view of labour. The price of 
the hare necessities of life have risen to 2(K) to 8(K) per rent, whereas the 
wages that a laliourer is getting are not even sufficient to nurchase the 
articles of food alone. 1 would most humbly urge upon all tne employers 
of labour to make a general increment in the wages of labour. I am 
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peruonally ^trongj^ of opinion that labourers should be given certain 
bonus without which there would not be the incentive to work which i^ 
necessary for th^^ftuccessful running of the national organisation. The 
present procedure of appointing adjudicators under the Defence of India 
Rules will expire by the dOth September and some pnx^ednre should be laid 
down by which the Government can enforce its decision on both the 
employer and the labour. There is on the anvil of the Central Legislature 
one legislation to that effect. I am thinking of introducing such a legis- 
lation before this legislature if I find the Central Legislature cannot bring 
it into operation before the expiry of the Defence of India Rules. So it 
naturally follows there must he a machinery bv which industrial disputes 
may he sjveedily settled. 


One of the most important points worth serious consideration is the 
security of tenure of the workers and the State shrmld see that tlie labourer 
js not illegally or unneeessarily dismissed or discliarged. As regards 
Provident Fund, medical attendance, hospital arrangements, sickness 
insurance these are matters which sinmid engage tiie immediate attention 
of both the eiiiployers and the (h>vernim*nt and measures should he adopteil 
to secure the liealtli <jf labour. The insanitary conditions under which thev 
live in the hustees and in the hovels and alsi. the conditions under \Gucli 
they w<u‘k in the mills deserve the \ery serious consideration of the 
eniploytTM ami tin* Govtuiiuient from tin* point f)f view of health. The 
luuternily hemdit lor women has alrcndx i>een recwjgnised and measures 
have been introduced to prevent uoinen labour under certain conditions. 
Labour has sucenuded in removing a long-felt grievance and tlie Govern- 
ment ot India has introduced legislation liy whi<*h the emplovinent of 
labour lievond 48 hours a week has been prohi]»it(*d generally. This is 
certainly a measure in the right direction from the viewp<»in‘t of labour 
welfare. Pro\idenl Fund and bonus s( homes ought to In* introduced hv 
the employers to prevent labour being stranded.

regard to the tackling of the hmi.sing problem. U is inter-connectefl wifh 
the problem of housing of the huxtue dwellers. 

So far as the huMtrr ilwellers’ condition is concerned. T do not wish to 
depkd the horrible condition in which (liey live. They have got no wat«r 
.supply in pnvper condition. They have got no sanitary arrangement. It 
is nothing but a place where people go practically to min their lives and 
their health. 

In the conference His Excellency Mr. R. Q, Casey had stated that Hie 
problem bad to be tackled in two parts — ^lot^*term and sbort-term. l%e 
fskmiaiiit of aQ the people oonoemod would be a long-term job, bnt a 
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oonaiderable number of improvements liad to be effected without delay and 
those were in five main directions — cutting lanes through bustees and open- 
ing them up, eliminating open drains with no flow, improving water supply^ 
tackling the question of privies and providing street lighting in the buft^es. 
These are some of the questions over which something ought to be done and 
1 would expect the Hon’ble Minister to say something in this House which 
should show what concrete steps the Government is going to take in this 
direction. To us it appears that the sum of Rs. 15 lakhs is too inadequate 
to tackle this problem. It is practically tinkering with the problem which 
is a matter of paramount importance. 


Sir, with these words I move this cut motion for the consideration of 
the Ilon’ble Minister in charge of this subject and I do expect that he will 
tducidate this point further in the interest of the Government as well as in 
the interest of the public. 

Mr. RAJANI KANTA PRAMANIK: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I support the 
cut motion of the honourable member Mr. Iswar Chandra Mai. The Midna- 
pur District Board under the evils of official control amounting to tyranny 
has proved to he most inefficient and corrupt local body. Sir, about 14 years 
ago, the Midnapur District Hoard was formed of non-representative ele- 
ments and the District Board has not been allowed to be reconstituted, 
according to law, by popular elements. In 1989 there were tdectioiis to 
the Local Boards which however were formed as late as 1940. In 1941 
Ilistrict Board members were ele<ded by tlie members ot the I^xal Hoards, 
but the Government mischievously abstained from publishing the names 
of the memhers in the Lulcutta Gazette ami thu" prevent<*d tlu* forimytion 
of the District Board ot Midnapore. Sir. the Miiliiaiiore District Hoani a- 
previously raptured and run hy the ('ongress had been the eye-sore ol the 
Government of Bengal, becaii'^e the Midnupori* Distru't Hoa’’d, it-^ 

high ideals of public sevMee, largely infused by iat<‘ Desbapran Hirendra 
Nath Sasmal, has worked ince'.saiitly toi the weliare ot the people. w lii( b 
is the very opposite to the nleal (d the (io\einment ei this unbappN land. 
The (ioxeinment have therefore looked en\iou^l\ upon tlu' Midnapore Dis- 
trict Hoard us long as it lias bivn work«‘d h\ tlu* Congress people and Itave 
attempted to thwart its activities in maii> wayN h is for this reason, Sir, 
that popular reiire.sentativ<‘s ot the District tdisteil in 1941 have n»»t 
beiui allowed to form tin* District Hoard up till now ami unpopular Govern- 
ment homdimen have hvvn placed in charge of the District Hoard of Midua- 
pore, so that they may full in line with the Government in their policy ot 
suppression, Ivrannv ami mabulministration. 1 he inevitable result of this 
policv of the Government has been that the District Hoard has failed to 

Jerve the intercHt* of the pie. Tlie Distriet Hoar.l of Mulnapore. Sii. w 

eonapii'HOUx hv its iiiefh(ieii<\ au<l rottoniie'is. The pre.seiit form ot tlje 
District Hoard ot Midnapore is not oi any use in any w.iy whatsoever, and 
slionld at once he thrown to the scrap-heap. Sir. the pre.seiit (froup 
of people in charRe of the Distrirt Hoard aftuirs do not feel any ineentive 
for doiiift anvthinit for the people and are naturally (riven to shameful 
indolence. Throu(rhout the district, .ire scattered innumerable instances 
of the incompetence tind ineftieiency of these worthless people. The roads 
have not been repaireil for lonir years, and. therefore, are in numerous 
places more a nmsanoe than a help to the pw'plf. At many pjaces, the 
fevel of the roads has (rone below that of paddy fields and in this rainy 
season, one wonders, if ever there was any road in those 
brid(res have not been attended to for a lon(r time, wallo 

mud and water instead of crossmir over the brnjjres which are in 
Bfssly tottered condition. Even the motorable metalled roads are now 
in’Tuoh I bad stete that motor journey is not only a 

but als« dangerous. Sir, people have been paying road-cess and they haTO 
a right to kaow what comee of their bard-caraiNl money. It 

w to wMoh th«r money u put is m wepeot of the Itubepore 
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Diitriot Board Office, and that al»o in a very inefficient and rotten manlier^ 
and the money is mainly vanishing in donhttul channels through the agenoy 
of a group of persons wlm never thi support of the people behind them, 
and who depend for their existence, in the District Board on their loyalty 
to the tyrannical Government and on their disloyalty and disservice to the 
people. Sir, the , Distric t Hoard of Midnapore should be allowed to be 
form^ of the |>e<>ples’ representatives, anti by allowing persons who have 
forfeited the confidence of the people of Midna|w>re to carry on the Ihstrict 
Board of Midnapore the Government have also lost our confidence. 

With these words, Sir, I support the motion of Mr. Mai. 

Mr* dYOTI BA8U: Mr. Sjwaker, Sir, I am glad tliut your eyes have 
at last fallen on me an<l I am allowed to say a few words, herause I fi*el 
that specially on the question of hujttev dwellers in Calcutta 1 would not 
be doing my duty if I kept silent. I shall not go into the details of tha 
living conditions and the mi.Herulde lives they live year after year and 
generation after generation in these hustees in and around (’alcuUa, 1 shall 
not go into details because I think the llon'hle Mit:ister will agree with 
me about the unliappy plight of tliosc people. I shall only say that for 
five lakhs of sucli hustee dwellers aei'ording to our (Uileulution not suffi«* 
(lent money has been provided h\ the (tovernment . I do not know why 
the Hon’ble Minister did not think this matter oi sutfiideuit importance, 
becau.se apart from the (juestion of moue> ami providing tluun with dei’ent 
homes, it setuiis to me that the Hon’ble Minister is not at all aware that 
thousands and thou.sands of these hi/fter dwelleis aie being ejeetiul from 
the place.s which they have inhabited generation after generation, and if 
the flon'hle Minister will enquire, he will tiiid that during the last year in 
north and Mnith Cahutta ihou'.amls of such hustcf dwellers uith their 
fainilie'. ha\*' iieen ejiMtiMl and (»o\ernim*nt have not made any provisioti 
as to where those uniorlunatf fieopb* shonhi go 'I’lii'v have to eome HW||,V 
with theii tannin's and livo undei the trees ami in stre»*ts. At the same 
time we limi that thmugh tliosi* ejrrlments the landlords lM*(’ome the eliiitvf 
gaiiicTs. The landlords aeijuire the fnittn lands and in the ordinary 
process of law they eject those huxtcc dwellers 'riiev also bring th<* Holiee 
or their drawan.s and try to fright«‘n them into submisMon. If they are 
not frightened, they tak** tliem to (ouit 4ind af<’r that it is easy for land- 
lords to eject them, 1 think the Ifon'hle Minister should himself eii(|uire 
about this tomona)w ainl not delu> tin' matter any furtln'i. Wi* talk about 
hou.sing those unfoitunate people, but we fiml that no provision has been 
made for their housing, not even a provision for stfqqung ejection, whether 
it is legal or illegal, wliieh is going on througiiout (’aleutta. If fhi'se 
people were ordinary [leople, just ehanee-i'oniei n vvh(» had left their villages 
and flockerl to (’alruitn, then that wouh! have heiMi a flitlerent matter in 
spite of the fact th'.t tiiev ai * Iium:m l•eing.s. hut tln'se people, as I have 
repeated twice have l»een living in huAtrrti 1(tr generations, Thom* huntrex 
are their homes where they live and die. That is why T say that it is a 
crime not to go into their distress and instead of edaborating this matter 
any further I submit to the Hon’ble Minister, if he is at all serious about 
taking up the (j^uestion of about five lakh.s of huntre dwellers, then inline- 
diatefv a Committee ha.s got to be set up to enquire not only into their 
conditions, but also to work out a plan as to how we can benefit those 
people,, how we can stop those ejectments of the huntre dwellers wdth their 
lamiliaa and children. Therefore in making this constructive suggestion I 
am urging upon the Hon’hle Mini«U*r to form this Oimmittee as sr>oij as 
possible, a popular committee taking representatives from all sections of the 
people, from all political parties and work out a scheme for the buMUe 
dwellers. 

TIm Ntn’Mt Mr. MOHAMMED ALIX Sir, i have been reejueated to be 
very brie! ae members on this side of the House are observing fast. So 
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I shall not detain the House; I shall be very brief. Sir, Mr. Mai has 
referred to the administration of 4he Midnapore District Board. He has 
referred to the condition of roadi #nd A|tid|?e8. I would point out to him 
ihut Oovernment hyre untotunatel^^ no control over the internal 
administration of sclf-governinjf lf>cai bodies. It is a matter for the local 
self-K^^'f^rnin^ bodi<*s in which the representatives of the^people are present 
So far as rcconstilutioii of District Boards in tlie Province is concerned, 
the honourable members of this House know that after the amendment of 
the Local SclMioverninent Act it has been pn>vided that local hoards will 
he abolished and after the abolition of local hoards, the constituencies have 
to he delimited. Therefore in deeidinjt about ilelimitation there may he 
some amount of delay. Klections in .several Distiiet Boards are heing-hehl 
up heeuuse the question <if delimitation has not been fully decided in nian> 
cases, hut (hivernmeilt realise that it is necessary to reeonstlWte the Dis- 
trict Boards wlieie su<li reconstitution is overdue. I can assure the 
honourable meinhei that every step is being taken by Government to 
expedite the dts-ision regarding delimitation of eonstituencies and wherever 
elections arc due they will he held as early as possible. 

So far as housing is comerned, we have ^uovided for a sum of Its. L') 
lakhs, r realise, as Mr. Jalan has stated that tliis amount is not adequate, 
hut I would tell him that this pnoision is made only for the current year 
Further provision uill he forthconnng so that we will he able to tackle this 
problem of Imusing in a comprehensive inaniHU I have already announced 
that it is tin' Goveriummt’s intention to coiisiitutt* a Housing Board and 
that Board will take up the mu'stion of tin* const ruction of tenements, flat"? 
and otlnu' kinds (»f block, (d nats fdi liou*«ing the f>nsiiv dwellers and indus- 
trial lalMuirs. Sir, so far as this question is c(»ucern(‘d 1 want t(» tell .Mr. Basu 
that 1 l(•aliHe the condition in wliicli fpustc( dwelltMs live. Theii- condition 
is really mistuahle, as he puts it, hut the ]H»int l^ (hin that il vnc want to 
take action under the Bengal Slum fmpiovcnient Act 1 lind that tliere is a 
lacuna. We (juite feel what Mr Basu has liuLtlv pointed out that there 
is no provision to picvmit iandbuds from ovi-ling tonants. Sir, the Slum 
Tbijprovement A('t provides for imjprovement of hut there is no pro- 

vision ill th(‘ A«*t that aftei the impiovcmcnl in the husttr^ the 'present 
tenants will continue to he there and enjoy the benefits of ''Ueli im]>rovemeut 
W e fi'el that there is ne(a‘ssit\ ifu amendnuMit ol the Act so as to ensure 
that tlu* improvement curried out in tlie faistcvs w ill really gt* to the benefit 
of huittee dwtdlers. So this question is now under Government's examiua- 
fion. Now, Sir, thert* are one or two sclienies under the Bengal Slum 
Improvement Act which will he taken up by tin* Calcutta Improvement 
Trust. Thev Imvi' taken up srlnmu's in the Sini^''lu Bagan area and Govern- 
menf have proinisml ti» give IN o.lfO.OOO to tin* hnjin'vement Trust so that 
they cun give effect to the st heme there. Thi.s scheme will eo.st in the 
neighbourhood of Ivs. S to 1) lakhs; (lovernmeut have promised a subvention 
of Hs. f» lakhs so fhat tjie selieiue may he taken up by the Calcutta 
Impiijvcment Trust without much difficulty. We have got certain .schemes 
Iroin tin* Calcutta Corporation and the Howrah Municipality. The scheme 
from the Howrah Municijmlity whs received onlv a couple of days ago and 
that is being exaiuineil by Government. There appears to be one or two 
defects in the scheme and for that mirpose it is being again referred to the 
Howrah Municipality. If any local body, say, the Garden Reach Muni- 
cipality, the Calcutta Corporation, etc., «‘ome forwanl with any schemes, 
I can assure the House that Government will give a subvention for the exe- 
cution of those schemes.. Apart from this, Government have in contempla- 
tion their own housing schemes. I have under contemplation a scheme hy 
which w© shall be able to introduce a system to build tenement flats in 
Calcutta so that the hustee people who are de-housed from existing sites 
wilb^ provided with accommodation in Government flats. But tb© 
ouostloii ol providing aocorniiiodatioii and idl theaa tkiiigs will V© oon- 
•iderod bp ma Ho«mg Board. Govoraxaent wiB p«i ihk iobMi© iaio

Mr. HEMANTA KUMAR BA8U; Mr. Speaker, Sir, Mr. King, tho 
Develojnnent Oftii’i'T . made out si beno' alter scheme for the development of 
roada in Bengal, and those *»chemes constituted viduines involving great 
expemliture, but. Sir, they have not been p J into effect as yet. You know, 
Sir, that in some distri< ts M‘heim*s were taken up with a view' to putting 
them into execution at great expenditure. Alignment wa« made and after 
working out the schemes for some lime, alignment was given uj» and new 
alignment was takeir up. This expenditure is incurred at the poor tax- 
payer*’ money. You know, Sir, that the niofussil people suffer greatly 
from the inconvenience o'f there being no good road*, e»pe<dally iu the rainy 
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«€aKon. If the offioerH do not know to selert a proper site for alignment and 
made aligiimeritM whimsically and at their sweet will, then those officers 
should he removed because so far as expenditure is concerned that falls 
upf)n the poor fax-payers — the poor peo]de of our country. When the 
general discussiijn cd <iur budget took place, I stated that Government had 
no planned schenic with regard to any important problem facing us today. 
They have not got a definite scheme in this matter also. AVhatever scheme 
they tak«* up, tliey take it up piece-meal, and it involves great expenditure. 
That is why I urge <»n tiie Government to aiipoint such men as have got a 
definite knowledge about road schemes. J)o not iTnp(>rt Europeans fnmi 
outside. Don t a])poiiit men wh(> are not fit, don't appoint your favourites 
only. Ajmoint fit men. There are many fit Indians in our country wh(» 
have got knowbolge about road matters. Aj)poiiit them and they will be 
able to carry out suitable sihemeH.

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Mn. NELLIE SEN GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I wish to raise a dij^- 
cumuii about the roads and bridges iu rural areas in Chittagong. In 
Chittagong town there are some good roads. Ihe military needed the roads 
f«»r tfie war and Uierefure they kept them in very good conditions. The 
Chittagong tax-payer paid for the roads and they are now enjoying some 
roads wliich aie still in good condition. But J want to speak about the condi- 
ti(»n of the roads in the village area which are an absolute disgrace. 1 may 
he t(dd tiiat these are matters of the district board or of the union boards. 
If that is so, 1 bring the matter up here because I feel that the Goyernment 
must lake thirt mutter in hand. Just before the rains some earth is thrown 
on what is called a road from the sides and what happeiis is that imme- 
diately the rains come, one slips in anklc-deej) or even knee-deep into the 
mud. ' The (jovernnieni have sptuit or are spending a lot of money on jeeps 
so that tlieir oflicers may go into the interior to see the condition of the 
|)co])h* in the village-.. Hut it (lie roads arc md repairc<l it would be 
impossible tor the jeeps to go into the interior of those villages. Even if 
tliere are some roads \\hi<‘h aie jnissable now, sooner or later, and certainly 
sooner, he will come aeiovss a bridge which is daiigm oils (‘veii ior a man to 
pass ovm' and much moie dangerous for a jeep to pass over. In my own 
village a tiuvelling e>e disiiensary was stationed ior some months. The 
idea was that they would stay ior a long period hut a montli oi so ago I got 
u letter from the headiiuarteis saving tliat the doeitu and the assistants find 
it impos.Hihle to go knee-deep Ironi (he houses where they w<*re staging to 
tin* dispeijsaiy. It shows how’ much Ihe people havi' to sufftu’. 1 do feel 
that the district hoard and union hoards sijould he made to see that those 
roads are kept in projier condition. Tluui* are plenty of roads where jeeps 
cull go along hut that does not mean (hat the oHi((‘rs will get to the interior. 
One call go trom Chittagong to (’ox’s Bazar, a hundn‘d miles on good road but 
for many miles one does not see a fl<uil and it uill be ab^olutelv useless so 
far as tlie wadfare of tiu* people is I'om’erned. T would remiud the Minister 
that in (Jiitlagoiig there are many more Muslims than Hindus. So it is to 
their interest to see that those roails are kept in propel comlition. 

Tiiere weie muii\ bridges on their last legs even hetore the tiooiLs and I 
am sure that many of (host* liave disapfieand eiitiiely. I WiUild ask the 
Government to see that ro:o]'*. dtM-ent load-, are made lor the jiefjple to 
walk along. 

Mr. RADHANATH DAS: Mr Speak er, Sir, in moving my cut uiotioii 
first of,all I want to take uj) the ipu'stion ol Road 1 und works of the Govern- 
ment. Government have said that due to war Road Fund works were kept 
in abeyance, as also due to non-avuiluhility of materials. But I see from 
the actuals of lust year that Government had spent about Rs. 11 lakhs 72 
thousand. I think that does not mean that Government jiraetieally did not 
lake up any works from the IRntd Fund last vear. 

Sir, with regard to Road Const riK'tiou, we find from Appendix B of the 
Red Book that Government wull take up about 17 items so far as construc- 
tion and improvement of mails are concerned, but I am at a loss to under- 
Htuml why Government are not taking up any improvement and construc- 
tion of roads so far us my district, and constituenev is concerned. In my 
district there is a road — old Benares Road — running through a very big 
area and that roail is in a very dilapidated condition, s|)ecially between 
(^handitala and Slieakhala. From the year 19d5 very many representations 
have ht'eu made und even recently another representation has lieen made to 
the Government of Bengal, trut I can not understand whv all those represen- 
tations have fallen on deaf ears of (he Government. Year after year the 
Government did sanction several thousands of rupees for the rejiair of that 
road but unfortunately not a single farthing was 3i>ent so far as the repair 
works of that road are concerned. Beginning from the year llHl-42 to the 
year 1945-46 Government did sanction an^ amount totalling Rs. ^31,8^, 
but not a single farthing out of that ha« Keen spent up till now. In those 
representations of all the villagers of that locality ana merchants of ^at 
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locality and of many Chambers of Commerce it been said that that road 
is verv impassable and not to speak of pedestrians, rillttgers and merchants^ 
bnt also to vehicular traffic. It IxH'omes so muddy during the time of rainy 
aeaflon that it becomes impossible for people of that Iwulitv to pass and the 
difficulty of the people knows uo bound and it can l>etter be imagined than 
described. 

Government also said sometime in IIM-MI that a portion of the road 
between Sheukhula and Chanditula will be metalled, but 1 understand from 
a report rt*ceutly that that road will not be metalled; only it i^ill la* repaired 
in part with earth. If that be the ease, the sullering of the people will 
know no bound ami they will sutler to a ci>n'‘i«b !;\ble extent. 

Then, Sir, another road between Tarakeswar and Baidyabati. a distaui'o 
of alnml 20 or 2o mile», is one of the nn'st iinpoifant mails in m\ ‘ousti- 
tueiK'v. There i*. a market -Tarakeswar market - on cuie side and there is 
another market — Slu'orapliuli mai kt‘t--oii the «»lher side. 'I'bese two markets 
are very important. If tliis roa<l is not made passable in»t only to ]»edes- 
Iraiiis but also to ears and vehicular trafhe, no Inisniess can la eairied on 
because tlu* merchandise ami gtwuls eanmn be brought to the maikel through 
this road. Thesi' an- the diHi»‘ulties so tar as (he peojde of that locality is 
concerned, au<l it being in my eoiistitueiicv and I being' a rcpr-'s 'iitative of 
that aiea, I would jeiiuest the tiovernimMit to tak<‘ into considi-t ation the 
above points with a view to taking up the repair of that mad quickly. 

Then. Sir, with regard to (lie item of puiehase of mad rolleis. I sluiuld 
siiv that (iov(‘rnment have tollowed a verv di*plorahle pidiev so far as the 
acquisition of mad ndlers is concerned. Virst of all, take the instance of 
the Calcutta Corpiuation and afterwards take (he instance of Pisfriet lioard.s. 
From the (^alcutta t 'orjKiration they had acquired -id mad ndlers iiid now 
they have given Inick to the Calcutta Corporation only Kl mud rollers. 
Three mad ndlers have been kept hack. Most of tlie mad ndlers are 
broken and damaged and Govei iiim‘nt have given a*' lompcnsation only 
Ks, 10, (KM), whereas tht* property damaged is worth K". 2d,(HMI, So I say that 
(he (fov(‘nimeiit’s policy so far us the mattei of load rollers is (‘oiiC(‘rn(*d 
is practically deplorable Such is als(> tlie ease vuth the District Board of 
Hooghly. tioveriimeiit have ac<|uircd 4 roa<l rollers from tlie saiil District 
Board. The\ hud reijui.sitionetl the foui mad rollers under tlu* Defence of 
India Bule.s and they have not returned them yet. Onl\ the\ havr* given a 
few thousand rnp(‘e> and have asked them to pnndia'^e these mad mllers at 
their own (ost. At the jiresent moment it is very difiieuli to jiureha.Hc road 
rollers because the jirice of these road ndlers is very high. 

Now, Sir, witli regard to the <jue»tiori of improvement of jails, (lovern- 
ment have suggested that there will not W llllpn>^ement hut there will he 
constniction of new* jails. In .\ppemli\ B of the Ued Hook, at page 124, 
<fovernment havi* stated that they are giung to r-onslnn l a new Feritral Jail 
at Dum-Dum and open a Special Jail at Berhumpoie, ami so on. So ihe 
construction of new* jails does not mean iinpmvemenf of (aiD. Improve- 
ment of jails, 1 think, means ameliorating^ the <-ondition of «‘oiivicts and 
those who are sent to jail, hut irructicully sjreaking there is no improvement. 
They are only playing with words by saying that it is improvement of jails. 

(At this stag^e the member having reached the time limit resumed his 
Beat.) 

Mr. 8HYAMAPADA BHATTACHARYYA: Mr Speaker, Sir, Bengal 
is perhaps the only province in India where people suffer the most for lack 
of communications. In the past as well as in the iireseiit iiolmdy has paid 
any attention to thi.s. A.s a consequence Bengal i.s lagging l>ehin(l all other 
prorinces. Absence of good roads was for the first time felt during the 
recent wars and improvements were effected here and there to assist troop 
moyements. Murshidabad district, however, remains where it was before. 
There are nearly 1,000 mii^ of kuftha roads and 90 miles of metalled roads 
hut their conditions are deplorable. The fair weather roads as they are 
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called are impasBable for six months in a year and they are turned into what 
wc may call Sarbonian Boj^s during the rains. Even bullock carts cannot 
wade through this quagmire. Even these could be repaired during the 
last six years and hardly Rs. 10,ptX) could not be spared to fill up the pita 
and ruts whicli have gradually been widened into ponds where the new 
development of fisheries can carry on their experiments. 

The condition of the metalled roads can very well be imagined than des- 
<Tibed within the jurisdiction of Beldanga and Nauda police-stations. There 
are areas which are turned into so many islands cut oft' from the civilised 
world. Bliaratpur, a ])ulice-station within Kandi .subdivision, is i.solated 
from the subdivisional centre. People living on the eastern part of the dis- 
trict depend for most part of the year on exports from Kandi and Lalbagh 
subdivisions; but during the rainy season their lot is miserable and unless 
they put hy a sufficient quantity lor the rainy days, they have to starve. 
The nearest railway station from thest* jilaces is dO miles. Vnless the com- 
munication i.s improved it is useless to talk of movements of food, cloth and 
other necessities oi life; you cannot carry on your campaign of ‘‘Grow More 
Food”, “go at development”, and you cannot procure rice. 


Government is realising Rs. 27,()0.000 as motor spirit taxes but although 
subventions were allowed to the local boilies in the ])ast from these taxes, 
the practice has been discontinued and although we are hearing much about 
the improvement of roads the claims are bidng utterly neglected and ue still 
live in the days of bullock carts. 


1 press forward the elaim.s of these roails ^^l>il•h are the main eomninni- 
cating roads besides other fewer roads, \iz.. the road from Jalangee to 
Berhumpore, Krishnagar Road eonnecting" the hnubpiarters <»f the two dis- 
tiK'ts, Nadiii and Murshidabad, Hadsbui road dating from the time of the 
Moghul iMiiperors. This road begins from Birblium, stretches nj) to ('uttaek 
and pa.s.seH through Midnapore and Hurdwan. This road is lull ot tanks but 
these have been neglected and the road iias iieen converted into (ulturable 
land, lliere is another load Ramnagar-Dhulian road. This load begins 
from the extreme north to extreme south ot the district These are the roads 
for which r press my elaim. 

Although there is a statement to the etleel tliat a sum ot Hs oti.tiT^tKM) 
has be»*n iecei\«ul from tin* ( eiitrul (loveriiment to be sjieiit on pro\ incial 
highways and district roads, in the detaileil statement Mnrshidaliad's sliare 
IS negligihhu (hily the portion which was taken up during the earlv part 
o wuir tor iaeilitating movements of the armv and wliich was evnlenllv 
abandoned has again been put in the programnie. Badshai road which I 
have already im>ntioned with tanks on its fianks at every mile and which 
s letches up to ( uttai k may well serve the purpose of a jirovincial highway.

Therefore, I would urge uptm the 
present (iovernment to take note of thi'» important hndge over the Maha- 
namla and take sj>eedy action in thin matter I can miv, Sir. that if anvone 
had the occasion rath(‘r the misfortune to go !<» Malda town he must have 
known tlie ditliculties, troubles and inctmvenieucos that he has to undergo 
in order to enter the district town of Mahla. rerliaps it is the only unfor- 
tunate district town not only in Bengal hut in India as wadi where a man 
has to suffer sutdi inconveniences ami trouldes and hardshipH ami pecuniary 
exjienditure. Sir. I can tell \on tliat fcrr\ is often a nuisance. (Hten one 
has to stand In tlie si<le of the river for an hour or so to cr(»ss the river. 
One becomes drenched in the rains or Morched in tin* sunsliine. The only 
conveyance is tin* c\ele rickshaw for whndi tin* charge is Its. *J to carry him 
to tlie town wliich is a mile or a mile and a half from tlie statmn.

Mr. A, C« WALTONS Sir, I wouhl like tf> say a few words in n-gard to 
the ITon’hlc Minister’s proposal for roads. It has long hc‘en reali/cd hy 
every one that Bengal is veiy ill-ecpiipped with one of the most vital means 
of (‘ommunicatiem. nanndy, good roads. About HO p(r rrnf. (»f BenguFs 
existing road^ an* imjca-^ahle except to f<M»l traffic, during the greatc‘r part of 
tlie yiear. For this reason Government deputed Mr. King, a senior I*. W. 1). 
officer, to curry out a survey and prepare a comj»r»dn‘nsive sclnorn* for tl»e 
deT(‘lopment of roads in the nrovinee. Mr. King submitted his report some 
8 years ago and it was probably one of the most comprehensive surve^vs c vct 
made. Fnfortunately war intervened before the plan <’ould be implemented 
and there has in.stead been a serious deterioration in the condition of roads 
of the province during'the war years. The l*ost-War Road Plan w hic h is 
15 
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part of the Provincial Beconstniction scheme has been largely based on the 
King Keport. Briefly the plan aims at a road reconstruction scheme 
involving nearly '10 thousand miles of roads during the next 20 years at a 
cost of KK) <;rores ot rupees. During the first five years it is aimed to 
complete about 7 hundred miles of road per year, and the mileage to be 


constructed is as follows: —

National Highways ... ... 899 

Provincial Highways ... ... 1,921 

Major District Roads ... ... 772 

Other District Roads ... ... 14 

Village Roads ... ... 1.5 


Now, the figures for oilier disirict and village roads appear to be extremely 
small, and there is a general feeling that before major woik eonnected wdtii 
national highways is undertaken, it would be preferable to speed up construc- 
tion of village* roads which could give the villager access to his markets, 
and prevent him from being cut oil from the outside woild for many months 
ol the year. I slioiihl like to jiress for a iii\ic]i greater niil(‘ag(* of village 
road e'onstruclion \Nhich does not nec(“.saii]\ entail the use of eepiipim*!!! and 
mal(*rial which arc still in short supply, and other jinmary essential is to 
r(*pair tlu* (‘xisting roads belore their eompleie rceonstiuedion la'conies 
n(‘e(*ssary. 1‘rovision tor repairs has h(*en increased hy rupee's twe-nty 
lakhs einly and grants-in-aiel to local bodies show a deeie-asc inste*ad eif aii 
inere'ase’. It js appre*eia(e*d that elunng wai’ ye‘ars lliere was no nia1e*rial or 
eiiuipnienl tei niuintain even the* major Public Works De-jiartnient roaels 
unl(*SH they were* of strategic importance. District Bo.ird roads sufVere-d 
even more, and I should lik<* to adv the Hon'bb* Minister nhe'ther it is 
Governnicnt’s intention te» take ove*r these roads and maintain the*m as is the 
e;as«' with certain either ])rovince's. It so, preivision sheiuld have* been made 
in till' huelg(‘t lor the he*uvy e*xpe*ndilure' whie'h will be* iieea*ssarv on repair.s 
to tlii'se roads. If, em the other haiiel, government did not iutt*nd to take 
over thi'^e District Hoard reiads then a suhstantial incivase in grants-in-aid 
to District hoards should have been niaeb* to enable tlicni to do the ^\ork 
tbeniselves.^ 1 should also like to know hou much (lovcrnnieiit have rcco\ered 
from the (iovernme*nt of India towards repairing the* elaniage* e aused to the 
roads by military traflie*. Sir, in the Red Rook it is stated that as the war 
has cemie* tei an e*nel the* (jeivernment of India will not bear anv further 
elnirge*s eiii this aceoiiiit. Doe*s the Minister intend to press for further

I regard it as most 
important that the policy regarding construction of national highways and 
feeder roads should be ebmfied. No detail is given in the budget regard- 
Jr lakhs, on new roads, and while every one hopes 

that Uoyernment cun smmd this money, it seems very dmibtful that a depart- 
menl which was unable to spend dO lakhs of rupees in any previous year 
should be able to spend rupees 92 lakhs now in the face of the shortage of 
equipment and material. I would also ask the Hon’ble Minister whether 
an improvement has been made in the supply of technicJil trained i>er8onuel 
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It ha» been declared that in the r.«t-War Reconstruction rian the cost of 
the national hitrhuays will be borne by the Govcrumen of India, and this 
should be designed to run across rather than parallel to the niaiii riter 
svstem. I retrard it as of paramount luipoiianee to avoid ■loplicatinir the 
systems of communication for the province in such dire neeil ot new roads I 
would refer in this connection to the propo.'.ed railway line from huridpui 
to Harisal and Dacca to Aricha. In the case of Faridpiir-llarisal. a road is 
provided for in King IMali. hut I understand that it is not cotisidered of high 
prioritv. The cost of the construction id ratlwavs there will he very high 
and their maintenance cost probably the highesi in India, except possibly 
in certain hill sections. The project would be faced with the nio^t iidetise 
comiictition trom other transport media, as lor cx.imple, country boats, 
steamer services, etc. It is unlikely to be a cominereial proposition 1 he 
Dacca-Aricha lailwav project has been tinder consideral ion bo the last (ill 
Years and it has been consistelith (iiiiied down by tlie Ilealih and liliga- 
tioii authorities on the ground that the etnbankment would inleilere with 
the spill water from the Dhaleswiiri river.

My su/fgestion to the (ioveniment w'onld 
be that Government should place funds in the hands of the district hoards 
for that purpose* hy way of a subvention, riiless it is done, I belie ve in no 
time the traffic in mofussil ureas would he at a standstill. In my own dis- 
trict the conditions of certain important roads, the road from Dinajpur to 
Bahirghat. that from Dinajpur to Thakurgaon. that from Dinajpur to 
Rajganj, those from Dinajpur to (langarampur and to IJirganj and other 
important places have become so bad that unless (iovernment comes forward 
with help within a short time, the traffic. «ix‘cially the cart traffic, would 
be stopped. The district Jxiard with its slender income is not in a [wisition 
to do anything. You know very well, Sir, that the co^t has at prcfwmt 
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increased by four times than before and you know also that times without 
number the District Boards Association, Beng-al, brought to the notice ol 
Government the fact that without substantial subvention things cannot be 
cured and yet no aid has even now been given by Government. The district 
board bun been a target of attack from all sides, from right, from left, from 
above and from below. On a slight jerking that an officer of Government 
would eXfMoieiU’e from the rugged roads, the hurra sahib of the district will 
write letters of complaint to the (Miairman to this effect: Dear Maulvj 
Salo-b — for that has been the mode of communication in addressing tht 
(’liairman of the District Board — your roads are very bad; the ('ommissionei 
hurl got a very bud jerking on such and such a day at such and such a place 
AVhen a luxuriant B.P.S. car of the District Magistrate gets a 
jerking' on a district board road when running to and from any 
subdi visional headquarters towm, he will at once comjdain tliat the district 
board administration is very bad. But, Sir, everybody forgets his own job 
and forgets to kiif»w the difficulties of others.

1 would like to point out that a feeling of uneasiness has been inToiuntarily 
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created with regard to the working in this department. It should be borne 
in mind that in normal times this department used to deal with Rs. 16 lakhs 
or 17 lakhs, but during war time and subsequent period this department had 
to spend not less than Rs. 5 crores or 6 crores and so on and so forth. The 
volume of work usually undertaken and performed by this department has 
considerably increased now-a-days, but additional departmental staff has 
not been provided for to cope with the work. Even the Irrigation Depart- 
ment has got more than one Chief Engineer, hut it is very jUTuliar to notice 
that in the Communications and Works Department there is not more than 
one Chief Engineer, There i.s ceitaiulv a steady necessity for more than one 
Chief Engineer in case the works of this ilepartment are to he expedited. 
As regards the cn'ation of additional department ul ciij^ineeritig staff I 
thoroughly discourage such sort of things, liccause every otlier department, 
if ihe\ I an supply otHcers, can get their ^\ork dniu* hy this department as 
well. For this reason I would refer to the existciu'e of additional engineer- 
ing staff that is being maintained in the Civil S\ipj)lit‘s Dejiai tinent. There 
can he no justification for having a large numher of men with fat salaries 
of Rs. ‘J.hOtl or Rs. It, 1)110 with their Personal A.ssislants drawing near 
about Rs. 1 ,(K)(), Tliesc [>e<t])h* have got nothing to do with tlu' mdual 
Work of construction in the t'lvil Suppln‘s I)(‘pai tincnt c arc thinking 
in terms (»f er-onomy and Iomc is sroqie tor rM-onoms h\ which we can sa\<‘ a 
trcinciuhms ainomit (d nionc\ whnh can Im‘ utihscrl in rUher public utility 
concerns,

This system has lieen 
iriMuiled only to intiodnec the AfarwaiH and otiiei fonugn ehuiienls, No>v, 
the e.\( Use that has been given is that during war time r*onti:u lorH are not 
reliable, hut I want to inform \ou, Sn . that tlie contuiitojH <d this dejuirt- 
ment an* rather jiermanent and this deparlment itself is a iiermaiient rlepart- 
ment. It is not like M.ES. and (’.P.W. Di’partments tliat when the war 
was over, they had also gone. 

Another point to whieh I would like to draw your attention is tlie impli- 
cation of the nccejdame of lowe.st (I'lider. You will lie surpii^rn! to learn 
that one contractor had sulumtted his (piofations at (o j,( r imt. al»ove the 
estimated rates and anofh«‘r contractor siihnntted his ijuotations at 45 per 
cent, below the rate. Am I to understand that (lie (ioveminenl eHtiinatorsi 
are fool.s or idiots that they do not undeisiaml tlie reasons for such a great 
diiMTepancy There must 1 m* some seent undeistamling between the con- 
tractors and the dishonest officer.H ot the department, f therefor** submit 
that the system of lowest tender is ahs*>lut*ly nonsense and should he 
abolished and discouraged. It is hImj very salient U> point out tliat the 
items which are unworkable with connivance *>( the contiactors and tlicir 
staff are not at all tak«*n up; ratlier additional items art* taken uji 

(At this stage the honourable member having reached his time-limit 
resumed his seat.) 

The Hoii^blt Mr. ilOCENDRA NATH MANDAL: Sir, the comments 
and observations made in course of speeches delivere*! by a nuinlier of 
honourable members of this House may be divided into two <*ategorie4 — one 
suggestion and the other criticism or ffnding fault with the Government. 
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So far as that portion which may be called sujirffestion is concerned, I 
need not give any reply ; rather I should tell the House that those sugges- 
tions and observations shall be taken into consideration by the Government. 

Regarding the other point or charges levelled against the Government 
I should like to say a few words. My friend Mr. Hemanta Kumar Basu 
has said that Government has got no well thought-out scheme for develop- 
ment of roads and construcfion of roads. I must say, Sir, that he is not 
correct in his statement. Government have a Mell thought-out j)laii for the 
deveh»prnent and construction of several thousand miles of roaois. A small 
portion of that has been and is j)roposed to be taken up in the current year 
and a part of the rest will be undertaken in our five-year plan of the road 
development project. 

Now, Sir, Government prop(»se to take up during the fir>t five vi'ars flic 
construction (»f about 1)04 miles of National highways, 1047 miles of Provin- 
cial highways, 770 mil<*s of major district roads, I t miles of other district 
roads and 15 miles of village roads. Apart from this, we have before us a 
sehmne for the construction of National higliways — 1 ,li00 miles; Provincial 
highwayH-™2,li42 miles; maj(»r district r(»ads~(),200 mile>; minor district 
roiidM~r),780 miles; and village roads— 14,2‘JO mih‘s. 4'hese total almiit 
40,000 miles of roads. 

'I’lien, Sir, regarding th(‘ allegation that Go\einni(*nt did not take much 
care to keep (he roads in or(h*r, J should say that during the War period 
though roads eouhi not be repaired tbotcuighly for waul ol materials, the 
Works ami Buildings Dc^partnumt loads were in faiily good condition. 
Kv'ery lionourable member of this Ifou^t^ knows tliat fluring the* war no new 
(‘onstruetion, except in eonneetion with war pi<»je(ts. wa> possilde. Govern- 
imuit liavf* jirovided a pr(‘(ty large sum this \ear tor tluwf'ugb n'pair W(»rks, 
Now, Sir, regaiding the wretched condition l)j villag«‘ iffad.s onl\ this much 
can be said that Government in this DepartmenI have m.thing to df) with 
village roads. J hey were eonstruetial and maintaimMl i)\ District Boards 
and lioeal Boards.

Mr, Siieaker, Sir, 1 do not agree with Dr. (luha Hoy that the debt settle- 
ment hoard has done no go(ul. It has done incalculable good to (he people 
of the provinee. 1 will give some figures by wdiieh 1 will show that the 
debt settlement board has done iuealcuiahle good to the people of the pro- 
vinee. 

Tlie creditors have filed before the hoards as many as 15,37,109 appli- 
cations for settlement of their dues against 19.28,837 applications made by 
the debtors up to the 30th September, 1945. Landlords have readily come 
forward with tlieir applications relating to their rent dues. The procedure 
i,s much loss exiicnsive than .‘lUits in law Pourts. (jovernment have taken 
various measures for speedy disjMK'tal of rent cases and instalments are gene- 
rally spread over a period not ex<*eeding four Neuis in such cases. 

19ie total numlH^r (»f ap{>lications received in all board.s, ordinary and 
Bpeeial, is 34, (>5,940 up to the 30th September, 1945. The creditors' claim 
in thase eases w'hicdi ended in awards amounted to Rs. 55,02,39,021. This 
amount was brought down 4o Rs. 30,17,20,405 during determination and 
was ultimately reduced to Rs. 20,17,78,588 by awards. 

In order to get the pending eases quickly disposed of and to implement 
the recommendation of the Bengal Administration Enquirv Committee, 
1944-40, known as the Rowlands’ Committee, almost all tne debt settlement 
hoards in the Provinee have recently dissolved and the Special Officers, Debt 
Conciliation, have Been authorised under the proviso to section 4 of the 
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Bei^l AKricultural Debtors* Act to dispose of the jxjiiding cases. With 
a Tiew to ouick disposal of the eases each Special Officer luis l>een provided 
with two clerks and two office peons in addition to his personal orderly and 
they have taken up their work everywhere in ri^ht earnest. It is expected 
that the staff now employed will be able to tinish their present job within 
the next two or three years. As to the future policy of Government ulmut 
the problems of rural indebtedness it was recommended by the Rowlands* 
Committee that a eombiiied attack should be made \ipon the problem of 
rural indebtedness. At present Government is attacking the problem of 
rural indebtedness by granting loans iimler tlie Agricultural lauins Act, 
Land Improvement Loans Act and Short Term Crop Couns and Long Term 
Loans under tlie Reiigal Co-operative Societies Act, IIMO, and also by 
administering the Rengal Agricultural Debtors Act. 

Ajiart from an investigation ot rural indclitedncss has bran under- 

taken by the Indian Statistical Institute at the instance of Government with 
effect from the beginning of the current calendar N»*ar and for this purpose 
Government have sain tioned a blo<’k grunt of Hs. H.'l,tMM) t»> the Institute.
